How a rejected candidate can win back hearts and minds

Too many years ago to even think about 
now, a bunch of us worked at The Daily 
Texan. At the beginning of one semester, I did 
a preview article on all the films the different 
on-campus series would be featuring during 
the next semester. When I finished the piece, 
I went home. 

Chronicle publisher and my longtime part- 
ner in crime Nick Barbara decided the piece 
wasn’t quite complete. Now, in a way, I still 
don’t fully comprehend how an astonishing 
number of people, even now, don’t seem to 
realize what a profoundly twisted and nearly 
pathological person Barbara is. He added a 
paragraph, perfectly matching my style, in 
which he generously noted that if anyone 
couldn’t make any screening for any reason, 
they should simply call me at home. I would 
be happy to arrange a screening at my house 
(this was in the days before video; we had a 
16mm projector set up in the living room). 

Nobody noticed the addition, written 
word-for-word as though by me, and it was 
printed in the Texan the next day. This was 
also before caller ID, and we were too poor 
for an answering machine, so for a couple of 
weeks I answered the phone only with great 
reluctance. 

The other afternoon, I listened to a fascinat- 
ing candidates’ forum between Ben Bentzin 
and Donna Howard on KUT-FM. Truth be 
told, Bentzin was all over Howard, wiping up 
the floor with her. 

When it came to toll roads, Bentzin was 
against them - and if they did happen, he 
wanted the tolls taken down as soon as the 
roads were paid for. He was, of course, in 
favor of new roads, but also for strengthening 
property rights, so that planning new roads 
could be as difficult and expensive as pos- 
sible. He was also opposed to any new taxes. 

When it came to schools, Bentzin wanted 
to abolish Robin Hood in favor of substan- 
tial property tax reform. Bentzin wanted to 
see every student in Texas receive the best 
education possible and, once they did, he 
supported a voucher program for the 300 
worst-performing schools. 

This is when I remembered Barbara’s cruel 
stunt of a couple of decades back. I was sur- 
prised, as it seemed obvious, but why didn’t 
Bentzin simply give out his home phone 
number and offer to tutor any child in his 
district who was having trouble in school? 
As he was promising each and every voter 


almost anything they wanted to hear, why 
not take that extra step past the predictable 
Republican agenda into the area of the true 
genius - that of the magnificently ridiculous, 
and not just the mundanely so that we are all 
too used to? 

Poor Donna Howard - trying to offer rea- 
sonable, grounded discussions on these buzz- 
word issues - was no match. In general, as a 
politician, she has nowhere near the learn- 
ing curve that Bentzin has demonstrated. 
After his vicious attack ads on Barrientos in 
the last campaign didn’t work, he launched 
even more dishonest, vicious attacks against 
Howard - but this time they weren’t paid 
for by the Bentzin campaign, but by the 
Republican Party. 

Now think for a moment about the anti- 
toll-road campaign, in which any politician 
or public official who panders to the voters 
by coming out against tolls is declared heroic. 
They are especially well regarded when they 
don’t even broach the subject of how to pay 
for the maintenance and upkeep on all roads, 
as well as the costs of building future ones. 
Likewise, any politician in Texas who dares 
suggest that - in some way, some shape, some 
form - voters were going to have to pay for 
services they want from the state is regarded 
as a coward, a sellout, and out of touch with 
voter mood. 

In the misleading, over-the-top attack ads 
on Howard, Ben Bentzin’s name was nowhere 
to be found. Thus, he could have his cake and 
eat it too. Here was brutal, dirty political cam- 
paign support of the lowest order, these ads 
seeming to run constantly on local television. 
Yet he could disclaim any knowledge of and 
deny any personal responsibility for them. 
Now, that’s the kind of political maturation 
that Texans must love, because they mostly 
vote for it. 

The good news is that, as a gracious loser, 
without offering any indication that he had the 
faintest idea as to why he lost, Bentzin’s con- 
cession speech was mostly about how, since he 
is running unopposed in the March primary, 
he would again be a candidate for this seat 
next November. Ben, this is good advice: Just 
flash your phone number on the screen during 
commercials and try the home-tutoring ploy. 
It’s more than obvious that you no longer care 
what you have to say or do to get elected, and, 
trust me here, this one will work. What do you 
have to lose by trying it? ■

The Texas Legislature should enact legislation requiring 
that voters provide valid photo identification in order to cast a 
ballot in any and all elections conducted in the state of Texas. 

PRIVATE PROPERTY PROTECTION 

The Texas Legislature should place on the next constitu- 
tional amendment election ballot a proposition to protect pri- 
vate property from being taken for economic purposes. 


SPENDING CAP 

Every governmental body in Texas should be required to limit 
any annual increase in spending to the combined increase of 
population and inflation, except for additional spending autho- 
rized by a vote of the people or for official state of emergencies 
declared by the federal or state government. 

APPRAISAL CAP 

In order to address the inequity of homeowner’s property 
taxes increasing at a rate far above the rate of inflation, the 
current 10% cap on the rate of increase of appraised value 
for all homesteads shall be reduced to 5% or less.

NAKED CITY 


The AISD board of trustees remained underwhelmed this week by a 
proposal to repurpose three AISD schools in the next two years. 
Although Superintendent Pat Forgione announced the proposal in 
January, Monday was the first time the board got a detailed break- 
down of what it will cost to turn underenrolled Becker and Oak 
Springs elementaries and Lucy Read professional development acad- 
emy into pre-K centers. After accounting for buses to send the repur- 
posed children to their new schools, the three-school closure would 
save about $1.2 million when fully implemented in 2007-08. 

However, the plan is not simply to close the facilities but to devote 
them to new uses, and those new purposes will cost $1.8 million. In 
other words, the plan will actually cost AISD $600,000 the first year 
of full implementation. The job now before the trustees is to deter- 
mine whether the new purposes are worth the cost, and worth the 
upheaval to the children who stand to lose their schools. Arguing for 


his proposal, Forgione played the those-big-bad-Feds-are-gonna-get-us 
card: He reminded the trustees that the federal No Child Left Behind 
law requires all students, including special education ones, to per- 
form on grade level by 2014 and intimated that failure to approve 
the pre-K centers will prevent AISD from meeting NCLB targets. The 
trustees’ reaction ranged from skeptical to downright hostile; howev- 
er, Forgione still wants them to decide whether to move forward with 
some or all of the plan by Feb. 27. - Rachel Proctor May 

Two APD officers were shocked Feb. 13 after a drunken driving sus- 
pect managed to get an officer’s Taser gun during a struggle. Both 
officers were unharmed and were able to get 17-year-old Joseph 
Adam Mesa into custody. The 13-minute chase began near Austin- 
Bergstrom International Airport on Monday night; police say Mesa 
intentionally rammed the Ford SUV he was driving into an APD patrol 
car before driving off. Mesa finally wrecked the car near the intersec- 
tion of Parker Lane and East Oltorf, where he got into a struggle with 
five officers. One used a Taser on Mesa, apparently with no effect. 
Somehow Mesa was able to get a Taser away from one officer, which 
he used to drive-stun two officers before police were able to regain 
control of the weapon and Mesa. Mesa has been charged with evad- 
ing arrest and several counts of assault, including felony assault of 
a police officer. - Jordan Smith 

At press time, testimony continued in a federal lawsuit brought by 
actor Jason Patric, who was arrested by APD Officer Joshua Visi in 
the warehouse district on March 29, 2004, after a premiere party at 
Antone’s for the movie The Alamo (in which Patric played Jim Bowie). 
Visi arrested Patric, charging him with public intoxication and resist- 
ing arrest, after the actor allegedly refused to get out of the roadway 
and onto the sidewalk at Fifth and Colorado. County prosecutors dis- 
missed the charges, saying there wasn’t enough evidence to prose- 
cute the case. Now Patric is suing Visi on federal civil rights charg- 
es, alleging that Visi was acting aggressively and used excessive 
force to arrest him. The trial is expected to conclude, and go to 
jurors for deliberation, tomorrow (Friday). - J.S. 

APD Assistant Chief Robert Dahlstrom has been chosen to take 
over as chief of the UT police force. Dahlstrom, a 28-year veteran 
of the APD, is slated to take over for former Chief Jeffrey Van Slyke 
(who resigned last year to work on a doctorate) in mid-March. “The 
University is fortunate to have attracted someone of Dahlstrom’s cal- 
iber into the position of chief of police,” Pat Clubb, UT veep of

Not So 
Smart 

Jury rules for officer, 
but APD policy still stings

Last Thursday, a federal grand jury ruled 
that Austin Police Cmdr. James O’Leary did not 
use excessive force when he pepper-sprayed a 
crowd of anti-war demonstrators in 2003 on 
the Congress Avenue Bridge. The verdict was 
hardly surprising - the evidence presented indi- 
cated O’Leary was probably within the bounds 
of city policy when he fired the spray. 

And that’s the problem. 

The issue is not that the jury made the right 
decision, but that O’Leary made the wrong one 
- he shot pepper spray into a crowd that was 
essentially nonviolent and barely confronta- 
tional - or so they were until he sprayed them. 

The lawsuit was filed by four people hit 
by the spray - Stefan Wray, Mike Hanson, 
Pam Thompson, and Tim Jones - the first 
three public access TV regulars, the latter 
renowned for his local environmental work. 
They claimed violations of their constitutional 
rights - their First Amendment right to report 
the news, and their Fourth Amendment right 
to be free of excessive force. After two days of 
evidence, Judge Sam Sparks threw out the First 
Amendment claims and removed the city as 
a defendant, leaving just O’Leary on trial for 
excessive force. 

(Full disclosure - I was hit by the spray as 
well, and filed a complaint with the Office of 
the Police Monitor on similar grounds; the case 
went to the Citizen Review Panel, which ruled 
against me. I did not testify in this case, but my 
name came up in testimony.) 

On the night of March 20, 2003 - the day 
after the Iraq war began - protesters were end- 
ing a long day of speaking out against the death 
our nation was raining down upon the Middle 
East. Their actions were, it should be plainly 
stated, completely illegal - they shut down 
the intersection of 24th and Guadalupe, then 
moved to 11th Street in front of the Capitol, 
and finally headed down Congress Avenue to 
occupy the bridge. They had no parade permits 
for any of these events. (See our original report 
in the issue March 28, 2003.) 

Yet the overall police response was shocking- 
ly wise. Nothing stirs passions like a war, and 
angry protests were inevitable. APD smartly 
took a lenient approach; simply shadowing and 
even protecting the protesters, letting things 
run their course and allowing the anger to 
vent. Several people, including myself, actually 
thanked the cops for their restraint. 

Despite the obvious success of this strategy, 
a decision was arbitrarily made around sun- 
set that enough was enough, and the bridge 
had to be cleared. Why? Beats the hell out

of me. Assistant city attorney Fred Hawkins 
(who didn’t return my phone call) told the 
Statesman simply, “People can’t really just 
take over a bridge and just expect to be there 
all night.” He never mentioned why 8pm was 
the magic hour. Perhaps the police cars would 
have turned into pumpkins. 

So O’Leary arrived with his Crowd 
Management Team, an APD unit basically mil- 
itary in nature. The team formed a skirmish 
line, batons in hand, and began advancing 
toward the crowd. A few folks sat down with 
the intention of being arrested. They were 
peacefully loaded up and driven to jail. 

The rest of the crowd was told to leave. 
They didn’t exactly turn tail and run, but they 
didn’t resist, either; they just backed away 
slowly. Apparently, that wasn’t fast enough 
for O’Leary, who swooped in front of the line 
and sprayed everyone - including people who 
were obviously reporters with television cam- 
eras - with pepper spray. 

That goodwill toward the cops? Gone. 
Suddenly the crowd’s anger shifted from 
George W Bush to the Austin police. It didn’t 
have to be that way. 

The next day, police told the Statesman that 
a protester got violent and swung at the police 
with his sign, necessitating the spraying. I was 
circulating all through the crowd and never 
saw any such thing. Neither did any of the 
four plaintiffs. None of their video cameras 
captured it, nor did the police camera filming 
the affair. But there’s always at least one idiot 
in every protest, so we’ll give O’Leary the ben- 
efit of the doubt. 

So why wasn’t said idiot simply arrested? 
Why set off a wave of rage by spraying the 
nonviolent (read 99.99%) portion of the crowd? 
The plaintiff’s attorney, Jim Harrington of the 
Texas Civil Rights Project, asked O’Leary, “This 
was not a riot, was it?” No, O’Leary answered. 

Well, not until the crowd got sprayed. Then 
the crowd stampeded, screamed at the cops, 
and for the first time that night, I suddenly felt 
like I might be in danger. 

The crowd was pushed back toward the 
bat sculpture in the middle of the Congress/ 
Barton Springs Road intersection, and more 
blasts of pepper spray came from another offi- 
cer at the behest of O’Leary. The commander 
said protesters were beginning to pick up 
rocks from the island surrounding the sculp- 
ture. Again, I missed this, as did the cameras 
present, but I’ll give O’Leary the benefit of 


the doubt again - indeed, I’m quite certain 
that after being attacked without provocation, 
many people decided to arm themselves for a 
fight. Not necessarily the smartest response, 
but self-defense is a pretty natural and predict- 
able instinct. 

Fortunately, Wray, Thompson, Jones, and I 
were not seriously injured when the spray hit 
us in the face. O’Leary says he intentionally 
sprayed above our heads, which no doubt 
helped his case. Hanson was less fortunate 

- he was hit directly in the eyes and incapaci- 
tated for a while, and claims he incurred $200 
in medical bills, although he didn’t present 
evidence of the bills in court. 

Hawkins explained to us indignant citizens 
of the republic that we should be grateful - it 
could have been much worse. He had O’Leary 
testify about the much more powerful weap- 
ons that could have been brought into the fray. 
I hope that argument was the least persuasive

upon the jury - I take small comfort in the 
knowledge that O’Leary’s stupid decision 
could have been spectacularly stupid. 

Clearly, the plaintiffs’ case had some merit 

- it took the jury nine hours to reach its ver- 
dict. In the end, the parameters set by Sparks 
made the conclusion inevitable - the jury 
was instructed that a guilty verdict required a 
finding that O’Leary had intentionally singled 
the four plaintiffs out for attack, rather than 
simply engaging in crowd dispersal. 

No, protesters cannot expect to occupy 
a bridge forever. And ultimately, we are all 
expected to obey the law. But as our cur- 
rent and failing War on Drugs shows, some 
methods of law enforcement are smarter than 
others. Throughout most of March 20, 2003, 
Austin police were smart. And then one officer 

- no doubt believing he was simply following 
policy - blew it. 

In our time of unending war, we hear a lot 
about smart weapons. If attacking a nonvio- 
lent demonstration is considered reasonable 
procedure, then perhaps the police need some 
smart policy. ■ 


“Why so large cost, having so short a 
lease,” asked Shakespeare, “does thou upon 
your fading mansion spend?” (Sonnet 146). If 
only the Bard could query City Council this 
week, as the beleaguered members bide their 
time - before shuffling off the mortal coil of 
May elections - sweating over new interim 
home development regulations, aka the 
“McMansion” ordinance. Why council picked 
this particular fight right now is unclear, but 
the acrimony on all sides is anything but. With 
300 citizens signed up to speak last Thursday 
(and only 50 or so getting time at the podium, 
in several hours), council passed the interim 
rules on first reading. Facing more raucous 
debate today, the ordinance is up for passage 
on second and third readings. Well, after offi- 
cially postponing the bond election until 
November, they had to do something worth 
the cost of admission. 

Shouldered onto the agenda by Brewster 
McCracken and co-sponsored by Betty Dunker- 
ley and Lee Leffingwell, the ordinance 
addresses the trend of nouveau-riche mon- 
strosities being erected on the lots of demol- 
ished, comparatively diminutive homes, often 
in once-sleepy, now upmarket neighborhoods 
like Tarrytown and Hyde Park. Aside from bull- 
dozing neighborhood plans, McCracken said 
their construction often adversely affects the 
quality of life and property values of older 
homes dwarfed next door. 

As passed last week, the ordinance applies 
new development regulations to the rebuilding 
and remodeling of older single-family homes. 

In either case, builders may select the largest 
of three measures: for new homes, the limit 
is 2,500 square feet; 40% of the lot size; or 
20% bigger than the previous domicile. The 
2,500 square foot/40% option also applies to 
remodeling, as does a third choice, the exist- 
ing size plus 1,000 feet, to builders granted a 
homestead exemption. The interim ordinance, 
applied as an emergency measure justified by 
drainage concerns, will expire in early June, 
while a council-convened stakeholder commit- 
tee will recommend language for permanent 
regulations no later than May 7. 

Builders and architects were especially 
strongly opposed to the ordinance, and sever- 
al speakers singled out the city’s argument of 
environmental and drainage protection as 
less than watertight. Assistant City Manager 


Laura Huffman and Watershed Protection and 
Review’s George Oswald, in presentations pre- 
ceding the onslaught, emphasized that the 
ordinance only applied to homes in subdivi- 
sions approved before 1974, when the city 
implemented comprehensive drainage regula- 
tion - “so we know that subdivisions built 
prior to that time are the least able to sup- 
port drainage infrastructure that is stressed,” 
said Huffman. That didn’t wash with several 
moratorium opponents, who said that addi- 
tional stories on a house constituted much 
desired “density” without creating a larger 
impervious cover footprint. 

So while one ’hood’s density might be 
another’s McManse, maybe instead of asking 
why, we should ponder how to implement the 
ordinance. To cater more discretely to differing 
neighborhood needs, the ordinance might be 
better incorporated into neighborhood plans, or 
zoning regulations. Mayor Will Wynn seemed 
to favor such an approach, once council finally 
discussed the matter following citizen testi- 
mony, when he specifically addressed over- 
cramped duplexes used as student housing. 
The Planning Commission convened Valen- 
tine’s Day to vet the ordinance, and will deliver 
their remarks today (Thursday). Look for 
duplexes to be included in the moratorium, 
and intensified consternation on all sides. 

Impervious cover jokes aside, when it rains 
at council, it pours - Monday, the SOS Alliance 
flooded city hall with over 20,000 petition sig- 
natures. Once verified, as expected, they’ll be 
enough to put the “Save Our Springs Char- 
ter Amendment” on a May ballot. But not 
yet filed is SOS’ accompanying “Open Govern- 
ment Online” amendment. What happened? 
SOS director Bill Bunch told us he’d been 
working with Leffingwell and City Manager Toby 
Futrell to come to a compromise; what they 
found objectionable, no doubt, were provisions 
that all council members, their staff, city man- 
agers, department heads, and more post 
notice of all phone calls, conversations, and 
e-mails relating to city business, online and in 
real time. Negotiations haven’t yet worked, 
but Bunch said he was holding off filing the 
petitions until he speaks with other council 
members. City staff says the measures would 
cost well over $30 million to implement; Bunch 
calls that figure grossly inflated. The water- 
works have already commenced. - Wells Dunbar

employee and campus services, said in a press release. At press time, 
the APD had not yet announced who would be taking over Dahlstrom’s 
spot on the Fifth Floor, but sources say that Cmdr. Harold Piatt, now in 
charge of narcotics and organized crime, or Cmdr. David Carter, head 
of highway enforcement, are the top two choices for the job. Sources 
also say at least one other assistant chief is planning to resign this 
spring, but no official announcements have been made. - J.S. 

Local neighbors have appeared to have won the fight to postpone the 
Sweetwater subdivision, a 1,900-home development off Highway 
71 at Old Lockhart Highway. While the subdivision appeared to meet 
all Travis County requirements, county commissioners were uneasy 
with the lack of highway improvements in the area and issues with 
water service at the subdivision. The commissioners’ refusal to 
approve the site plan - actually, an indefinite postponement until fur- 
ther answers are available - opens the door for developer Forest City 
to test Senate Bill 848, known as the “cocktail napkin” bill, from last 
session. Under the new state law, a developer is vested with develop- 
ment rights as soon as a site plan is filed. It remains to be seen 
whether the developer in this case will sue for his rights in court, but 
Commissioner Gerald Daugherty alluded to such a situation and said 
it would be far better to negotiate at the county than to be forced to 
concede in court. - Kimberly Reeves 


BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Following Austin’s lead of being the first municipality in the nation to 
ban coal-tar parking lot sealants, U.S. Rep. Lloyd Doggett has 
called for a national study of the harms they pose. This week, Doggett 
asked the Environmental Protection Agency to enlist the National 
Academy of Sciences in a study of the sealants, which were linked to 
groundwater contamination and contain Polycyclic Aromatic 
Hydrocarbon carcinogens. Late last year, in a motion pushed by 
Council Member Lee Leffingwell, the city adopted a ban on coal-tar 
sealant. In his letter, Doggett calls for a “report on the extent to which 
the presence of coal-tar sealants leads to increases in PAHs in local 
water sources. ... With an estimated 660,000 gallons of coal-tar seal- 
ant applied annually in the Austin area alone, it is of utmost impor- 
tance that a nationwide study be undertaken to determine what 
actions should be taken in regard to the use of coal-tar sealants 
across the country.” - Wells Dunbar 

Taser International, maker of the electro-shock gun used by thou- 
sands of police agencies worldwide - including the APD - announced 
Feb. 14 that the company has “successfully” completed the first “live- 
fire” demonstration of its latest weapon, the Taser XREP - that is, 
“extended range electro-muscular projectile” - a “wireless” stun 
device that fires from a 12-gauge shotgun. The standard Taser deliv- 
ers its electric jolt via two metal probes attached to long wires fired 
from a pistol-sized gun; with this newest weapon, however, an electri- 
fied projectile fires independently - like a bullet - and can hit a target 
up to 30 meters away, company officials say. The XREP was researched 
and developed under a program for the U.S. Office of Naval Research, 
the company says; Taser CEO Rick Smith calls it a “major technologi- 
cal breakthrough” and says that the successful live-fire test means 
the weapon is ready for production. Taser reports that the weapon 
has been tested on 35 volunteers, including Stephen Kunich of the 
Air Force Air Combat Command Security Forces, who received a five- 
second wireless jolt. “The effect locked up muscles and totally over- 
whelmed the senses,” he said. “There isn’t much doubt of full compli- 
ance after exposure to a Taser weapon like XREP” - J.S. 

Former State Board of Education Member Diane Patrick has picked 
up The Dallas Morning News' endorsement in her Republican primary 
challenge to powerful House Public Education Committee Chair Kent 
Grusendorf, R-Arlington. Saying it’s time for a change, the Dallas 
daily knocked Grusendorf for emphasizing school reforms over school 
funding and for his overall leadership failings on school finance. 

Patrick is a public-school advocate and a former Arlington school 
board member. Grusendorf, a supporter of tax-funded private school 
vouchers, has blamed Democrats, liberals, and public school lobbyists 
for the GOP leadership’s inability to pass an education bill. In fact, he 
asserts that his Republican opponent is part of a vast, left-wing con- 
spiracy to challenge conservative GOP incumbents. “Don’t underesti- 
mate the Liberals,” his campaign literature warns. “They’ll rely on 
Democrats to cross over and raid our Republican primary.”

Details are emerging about the state’s proposed 65% rule, which is 
expected to be up for review in late February or early March. The rule, 
which will require school districts to spend 65% of expenditures in the 
classroom, will use a definition of instructional expenditures that 


excludes budget items such as counselors, librarians, technology, 
social workers, and maintenance but includes extracurricular activities 
such as football. It also will require school districts to disclose spend- 
ing for lobbying, public relations, dues for noninstructional organiza- 
tions and legal services, as well as any savings account balances, 
known as a district’s fund balance. School districts also will be 
required to provide specifics on the superintendent’s contract and 
benefits, as well the superintendent’s earnings from outside consult- 
ing services. Payments to board members and gifts given to the board 
also will be disclosed. The agency confirms that the details of the 
rule are under a final review at the agency and could change before 
being disclosed. - K.R. 

A coalition of bilingual education advocates have sued the Texas 
Education Agency to force the use of bilingual education and English 
as a Second Language in the state’s classrooms. The lawsuit, filed by 
the Mexican-American Legal Defense and Education Fund and others, 
is based on a lawsuit brought against the state by the federal govern- 
ment 25 years ago. The filing was a response to State Board of 
Education Member Gail Lowe’s presentation at last week’s board 
meeting of English immersion programs, which forego teaching chil- 
dren in their native language in favor of an English-only curriculum. 
California passed an English immersion initiative, Proposition 227, in 
1998. More than two dozen people signed up to speak against the 
proposal, one noting that California may have seen some gains on 
test scores but that test scores for bilingual students in both states 
remain fairly comparable. Lowe’s presentation, however, had little 
teeth because it is the Legislature, and not the SBOE, that would 
determine the state’s academic strategy. - K.R. 

The American Smelting and Refinery Company, operators of a 
metal smelter in El Paso dating back to the 1887s, were in town 
Wednesday to ask the Texas Commission on Environmental Quality to 
renew the facility’s air-emissions permit. A throng of opponents, led by 
El Paso state Senator Eliot Shapleigh and El Paso Mayor John Cook, 
had also made the 600-mile journey. They claim that ASARCO has 
been dangerously polluting area communities, and for far too long. A 
recently completed Sierra Club study - which tested soil samples 
near El Paso both north and south of the border - found high levels of 
the toxic heavy metals lead, arsenic, and cadmium, and determined 
that ASARCO’s smelter was chiefly responsible. “This new evidence 
proves what our binational community has long suspected: ASARCO 
has poisoned us all and needs to be held accountable for its 
actions,” said Mariana Chew of the El Paso Sierra Club. “The only per- 
mit that ASARCO deserves is a permit to clean up its mess and get 
out of town,” added Sierra Club U.S./Mexico Border Representative 
Oliver Bernstein. - Daniel Mottola 

Irish renewable energy group Airtricity Holdings Ltd., which acquired 
Austin-based wind farm development company Renewable Generation 
Inc., for about $10 million in December, announced recently that they 
plan to spend more than $300 million on wind turbines to accom- 
modate increasing demand for wind energy in the United States, the 
Austin Business Journal reports. With plans to invest at least $1.5 bil- 
lion in the U.S. market over five years - beginning with a $270 million 
investment in wind farms in Texas, New York, and Idaho - Airtricity 
says it will buy 250 turbines from Japan’s Mitsubishi Power Systems 
Inc. over the next year, and has an option to buy another 200 in 
2008, for use at wind farms in Texas, New Mexico, and Colorado. 
Commenting on the deal in a press statement, Airtricity CEO Dr. Eddie 
O’Connor said, “This important deal consolidates our growing position 
in the U.S. market. The acquisition adds a large number of high quali- 
ty development projects but more importantly greatly strengthens our 
U.S. team by the addition of the best development group in the 
Southwest market.” - D.M. 

The Federal Communications Commission met in Keller last week to 
discuss Texas’ progress on telecommunication deregulation in the 

last year under Senate Bill 5. Deregulation in Texas created statewide 
franchises, which levels the playing field for telecom companies to 
enter each other’s markets - Southwestern Bell and Verizon provide 
cable, Charter Communications provides Internet - but also elimi- 
nates some of the revenue cities see from individually negotiated 
franchise licenses, which pay for public access channels. In North 
Texas, deregulation means cable providers now compete with both 
satellite providers and fiber-optic line cable service. Charter Communi- 
cations Vice President Joi Philpott told the FCC panel that competition 
is great, as long as all competitors are subject to the same regulatory 
requirements. Charter, which must now compete with Verizon’s fiber- 
optic television service, has made a $430 million commitment to 
infrastructure in Texas, Philpott said. If Verizon is not required to meet 
the same bar, Philpott says it makes it difficult for Charter to attract 
investments. - K.R.

Howard Defeats Bentzin 


The Texas Democratic Party got its 

groove back Tuesday night, if only temporarily, 
in a Valentine’s Day rout that had Republicans 
seeing red as they watched their lock on 
House District 48 slip further away with 
every precinct return. 

Democrat Donna Howard took the lead 
from the get-go, with early vote returns hand- 
ing her a solid 10-point-plus margin over GOP 
rival Ben Bentzin, a spread which eventually 
grew to 16 points in the final 58% to 42% 
tally. The Republican loss was especially bruis- 
ing given that Bentzin had raised in excess of 
$300,000 more than Howard, thanks to size- 
able contributions from two of the GOP’s most 
influential investors in the state Legislature - 
school-voucher proponent James Leininger 


and homebuilder Bob Perry. Shortly after 
9pm, Bentzin telephoned Howard to concede 
the race and - at least until the two meet 
again in November - to congratulate her on 
her win. “It was a very pleasant call,” Howard 
said later. “He was very cordial, very gra- 
cious.” Bentzin attributed his disappointing 
loss to a Democratic base energized by 
Howard’s near-victory in the Jan. 17 election, 
when she came within 73 votes of an outright 
win over Bentzin and two other opponents. 

After that, an army of volunteers, including 
a dedicated network of teachers and UT stu- 
dents, pitched in to get out the vote for How- 
ard, while Bentzin resorted to placing a news- 
paper ad and offering to pay workers $11 an 
hour to hang campaign material on doorknobs. 

Howard believes voters were 
turned off by the GOP’s nega- 
tive media blitz in the final 
days of the campaign as well 
as the current Republican 
leadership, which has failed 
in several attempts to pass a 
school-finance bill. Howard 
will represent the district in a 
special session on school- 
finance this spring. Through- 
out her campaign, Howard 
consistently stuck to her 
"positive change” mes- 
sage, while letting other 
Democrats hammer Bentzin 
on his support for tax-funded 
private-school vouchers and 
his recent admission that he 
had hired indicted political 
consultant John Colyandro 
in his unsuccessful Senate 
race in 2002. 

“This is a community that 
wants to take care of its chil- 
dren and its schools,” said 
Howard, a former Eanes 
school board member and 
critical-care nurse. The dis- 
trict’s former representative, 
Republican Todd Baxter, 
voted in lockstep with the 
Republican leadership - that 
is, pro-voucher and anti-choice 
- instead of reflecting the 
moderate views of the gener- 
ally GOP-leaning district.

The West Austin Democrats had tapped 
the HD 48 race as a top priority this year, 
said club president Hunter Ellinger. The 
Republicans, he said, “spent a ton of money 
and almost doubled their vote in the run-off, 
so the real story here is, why is it that they 
still can’t turn out people to vote?” Ellinger 
scoffs at GOP attempts to spin Tuesday’s 
results as just another liberal Travis County 
stunt. “This is the most establishment dis- 
trict you can think of,” he said. “It’s conser- 
vative establishment and it’s liberal estab- 
lishment. It’s Karl Rove, it’s Liz Carpenter. 

But it’s mostly a Republican district that is 
pro-public-schools.” 

Ellinger spent Tuesday night assembling a 
functional analysis of precinct-by-precinct 
returns and comparing them to past elec- 
tions (posted on the West Austin Democrats’ 
Web site, www.westaustindemocrats.org) “Just 
looking at the precincts, there were some 
Republicans who voted for Donna,” he said, 
“but I think for the most part that the people 
who are willing to go vote for Bush are now 
so disgusted with [Gov. Rick] Perry and the 
others that they just stay home.” On that 


point, even while Bentzin’s 9,281 vote total 
was 81% higher than last month’s election, it 
still wasn’t enough to pull him out of his 
January slump, Ellinger said. “That would 
almost always be enough to win a run-off, but 
Howard increased her vote by 88%. " Indeed, 
the overall turnout was a surprisingly high 
22.24%. 

State Democratic Party leaders view Tues- 
day’s outcome as a very loud statement that 
voters are fed up with the folks running the 
state Capitol. In a statement, state party 
chairman Charles Soechting said, “As Demo- 
crats are working to earn the trust of Texas 
voters, we will offer more candidates like 
Donna Howard, whose abilities and indepen- 
dent leadership allow them to serve all the 
voters they represent instead of a narrow par- 
tisan agenda.” With the HD 48 special elec- 
tion in the bag, Democrats now turn their 
attention to another special election - this 
one Feb. 28 in Dallas County, where Demo- 
crat Katy Hubener hopes to replace Republic- 
an Rep. Ray Allen, who, like Baxter, took an 
early leave from office to take up lobbying for 
a living. - Amy Smith 


SOS: THE AMENDMENT THAT DIDN'T BARK 

Save Our Springs Alliance, first among equals in the envi- 
ronmental coalition hoping to revise the city charter in the 
May election, submitted its petitions Monday supporting the 
Save Our Springs amendment. If adopted by voters, the 
charter revision would enact stricter and more enforceable 
restrictions on development over the Edwards Aquifer and 
the Barton Springs watershed. Once the city clerk verifies 
the petitions contain at least 20,000 signatures of registered 
voters, the amendment will be forwarded to City Council in time 
to be confirmed for appearance on May’s municipal ballot. 

SOS and the other environmental groups supporting the 
amendment say it is necessary to protect the aquifer and the 
watershed from explosive commercial development, represent- 
ed currently by the decision of AMD to move its major Austin 
facility to the Lantana tract on Southwest Parkway, in the 
contributing zone to the Barton Springs watershed. Groups 


opposed to the amendment are also mobilizing, charging that 
it will mean economic damage to the city and continuous law- 
suits by property owners and developers over development 
rights and conflict with state law - an argument that will 
ensue at megaphone volume over the next two months. 

Curiously, at press time SOS had not yet submitted its 
paired “open government” petitions (the petition effort is 
called "Clean Water Clean Government”), although SOS 
Director Bill Bunch said Monday he expected it would be filed 
in the next few days, pending ongoing discussions with City 
Council members and city administrators, who want to recom- 
mend revisions that would make the amendment more accept- 
able (among other issues, the city claims it would cost $36 
million to create and monitor the real-time online computer 
system the amendment mandates). 

Therein lies another tale. Last week Jo Clifton, editor of 
online political newsletter In Fact Daily, reported she was phys- 
ically barred from a city hall meeting between SOS petitioners 


(among them Bunch, petition consultant Glen Maxey, and the 
ACLU’s Kathy Mitchell) and City Manager Toby Futrell and 

Council Member Lee Leffingwell. “I tried to follow them into 
[City Clerk Shirley Brown’s] office,” said Clifton later. “Toby 
said I couldn’t come in. And when they saw me standing out- 
side the door, they moved the whole meeting down to the end 
of the hall to a room without windows. I was a little annoyed.” 

To Clifton, the episode suggested that the petitioners’ com- 
mitment to "open government” is conditional at best. 
Although it was city administrators who explicitly barred her 
from the meeting, she said, Bunch and the others “didn’t say 
anything. They say they want open government - they only 
want it when it suits them. As a reporter, I represent every- 
body. ... Then they come out of the meeting, and all they say 
is 'no comment.”' 

Asked about the incident later, Bunch said, “We didn’t keep 
her out of the meeting. The city did that. I would have been 
happy to have her there.” - Michael King

CITY CUTS SCOFFLAW CAFE NO SLACK 

The South Congress Cafe, an upscale spin-off of the local 
Trudy’s Tex-Mex chain, appealed unsuccessfully Tuesday evening to 
the city’s Board of Adjustment for two code variances needed for its 
scofflaw rear deck and patio, cited last year with a possible record 
string of three stop-work orders for unpermitted construction and 
later closed down by a city lawsuit. Trudy’s was seeking exemption 
from a city rule requiring a minimum of 20 parking spaces to 
accommodate its deck’s added seating and a code provision that 
limits privacy fences to 6 feet, since the restaurant’s fence stands at 
8 feet. 

The board enthusiastically rejected the variance applications as 
well as claims by Trudy’s attorney, omnipresent zoning lawyer Richard 
Suttle, that his clients are “good at running restaurants, but bad at 
fishing through city code,” and that an incompetent contractor misled 
management into the illegal construction of the deck last year. At 
one point during the meeting, an observer remarked, “I’d hire Suttle 


if I screwed up.” But it’s hard to explain away disregarding three 
different stop-work orders, and making the cowboy-casual-clad 
lawyer’s job even harder, an astounding new, fourth code violation 
and stop-work order was issued to the cafe Saturday, Feb. 4, ordering 
additional unpermitted construction out back to halt. The recent 
illegal work involved masonry repairs after a walk-in cooler and bar, 
installed in a leased shed adjoining the deck - construction that was 
also unpermitted and red-tagged by the city - had to be removed 
when the shed’s owner, New Bohemia Retro Resale, filed a lawsuit 
claiming the changes violated Trudy’s lease, according to Assistant 
City Attorney Nancy Matchus. 

Trudy’s has until June 2 to bring the cafe into full code compliance, 
including filing approved building permits and site plans, Matchus 
said. Otherwise, the restaurant could be forced to fully remove the 
deck and fence. Restaurant managers are now seeking a city license 
agreement that would allow them to keep the fence, which sits atop 
a city right-of-way and across the sidewalk on Monroe Avenue, just 
West of Congress. Suttle said management is working on securing 
off-site parking and has submitted a site plan to the city. He argued 
that without the patio, the area behind the restaurant is simply 
“useless, empty, dangerous dirt where people can get into trouble.” 

Fed up with the trouble that’s been taking place there already, 
representatives from each of the surrounding communities including 
the Bouldin Creek Neighborhood Association, the South River 
City Citizens, and the South Central Coalition of Neighborhoods 
were on hand to speak against the variances. An attorney for 
adjacent Allen’s Boots as well as resident Frank Maverick, who 
said he’s the owner occupant nearest and most impacted by the 
restaurant, also spoke in opposition. They complained that delivery 
trucks, with nowhere to unload, block Monroe and neighboring 
parking areas throughout the day. Board of Adjustment member 
Herman Thun, referring to the deck construction, said, “I find the 
way this was done to be offensive to the city of Austin and 
neighbors.” BCNA President Kathie Tovo said she was pleased 
about the board’s decision, but that neighbors will continue to 
oppose a licensing agreement that would allow the fence and deck 
to remain in the right-of-way. - Daniel Mottola

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SAYONARA SHOAL CREEK FRANKENCURBS 



The infamous and much-ridiculed "Fran ken curbs" along Shoal 
Creek Boulevard will soon be jackhammered into oblivion. 


In the ongoing melee sur- 
rounding how to best accommo- 
date the users of Shoal Creek 
Boulevard - who include scores 
of bicyclists, walkers, and joggers 
- the city’s Land Use and 
Transportation Subcommittee 
finally handed down a decisive 
death sentence to the street’s 
controversial “frankencurb” 
islands, installed last May to 
calm traffic and keep motor vehi- 
cles out of a 10-foot shared 
bike/parking lane. Public Works 
Department Director Sondra 
Creighton said the curb islands 
will be removed in about a 
month. The subcommittee - 
comprised of Council Members 
Brewster McCracken, Betty 
Dunkerley, and Lee Leffingwell - also 
voted to put in sidewalks along the boulevard, 
and to mercifully relocate the construction of 
several traffic pilot projects, proposed by 
McCracken, to a different but similar street. 

However, with the removal of the fra n ken- 
curbs and the subcommittee’s vote to leave 
the road’s striping as is, resulting in a 10-foot 
driving lane and a 10-foot shared use (both 
bicycles and parked cars) lane on each side, 
cyclists are not only incensed by the lack of 
striped bike lanes, but by the dangerous pos- 
sibility that motorists might mistake the 
shared-use lane for a driving lane. Bike advo- 
cate Michael Bluejay, who spoke in favor of 
bike lanes at the meeting, said the vote 
shows that in the minds of the subcommittee 
“motorist convenience trumps cyclist safety.” 


The subcommittee justified selecting the cur- 
rent striping pattern based on a survey of 
area residents conducted last October by 
Public Works staff, in which voters narrowly 
chose variants of the current striping over 
another option which restricted parking to one 
side of the street and included car-free bike 
lanes. A majority of cyclist and cyclist-resident 
voters chose the bike lane option, however, 
which has been city staff’s recommendation 
throughout the five-year process. Before mov- 
ing to approve the as-is striping, Leffingwell 
asked for reassurances that “nothing pre- 
vents us from changing to another striping 
plan” in the future. Creighton said the full 
council is expected to weigh the subcommit- 
tee’s vote and approve a final striping plan 
at its March 2 meeting. - Daniel Mottola 


NASA JOKE HAS AGGIE PUNCHLINE 


It takes a real Aggie to spot an Aggie wannabe. 

That was one lesson to take home from the 
recent public relations scandal at NASA, 
where last week 24-year-old PR flack George 
Deutsch - a political appointee to a job at 
NASA’s D.C. office after he worked on Pres- 
ident Bush’s 2004 re-election campaign - 
was forced to resign when he acknowledged 
that he had not, in fact, graduated from 
Texas A&M, although he had listed an under- 
graduate journalism degree on his resume. 

The deception was revealed in the wake of 
NASA’s embarrassment that Deutsch, a junior 
public affairs officer with no scientific creden- 
tials, had been trying to censor NASA scien- 
tists speaking on matters like global warming 
and the origins of the universe. James Han- 
sen, NASA’s chief climatologist and director of 
the Goddard Institute for Space Studies, 
had told reporters that he had been threat- 
ened by NASA administrators with “dire con- 
sequences” if he continued to speak out on 
the need to address the causes of global 
warming, and that Deutsch had specifically 
tried to prevent Hansen from being inter- 
viewed by National Public Radio, because the 
network is supposedly too “liberal.” Deutsch 
also tried to require NASA contractors to 
inject "intelligent design” into discussions 
of cosmic origins, insisting that any mention 
of the universal “Big Bang” be accompanied 
by the word “theory.” 

When the Hansen/Deutsch story hit the 
papers, it piqued the interest of Nick Anthis, 


a 2005 A&M grad and Rhodes Scholar now 
studying biochemistry at Oxford and also post- 
ing a new blog called “The Scientific Activist” 
(scientificactivist.blogspot.com). Seeing references 
to Deutsch ’s A&M degree in The New York 
Times, Anthis checked with informal and then 
official sources in College Station and discov- 
ered that not only had Deutsch not graduated, 
he had left the college to take a position with 
the 2004 Bush campaign. “The idea that 
NASA let a 24-year-old journalism major, with 
no experience in science or technology, other 
than writing a few articles about video games, 
determine what scientists were able to com- 
municate to the public was pretty bad,” wrote 
Anthis, but the fact that he had apparently lied 
about his credentials was even worse, and he 
called for Deutsch’s dismissal. A few days 
later, Deutsch resigned - claiming he had been 
the victim of a “smear campaign” - and NASA 
administrators issued a statement saying pub- 
lic affairs employees were not to interfere with 
scientific information and abjuring any 
attempts at “censorship of scientific data.” 
Hansen later told reporters that he consid- 
ers Deutsch only a “bit player” in an ongoing 
administration effort to muzzle those who dis- 
agree with them in any way on policy matters. 
“In my three decades in government, I’ve 
never seen control of communications to the 
public so constrained,” Hansen told The 
Boston Globe. “Communications from govern- 
ment scientists have never been so con- 
strained.” - Michael King 
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Making the Energy Grid Smarter 


Among its goals, the Center 
for the Commercialization 
of Electric Technology hopes 
to couple new digital meters 
like these with cutting- 
edge communication and 
information technology to 
give customers real-time 
information about energy 
use. In advanced phases they 
could be used to remotely 
control air-conditioning 
settings or activate "smart" 
appliances. Austin Energy has 
installed more than 130,000 
digital meters as part of 
its Multifamily Partnership 

Program, like these at an apartment complex near the UT campus. The meters automatically take 
readings and communicate through radio waves, allowing power to remain on, saving the utility a 
trip each time a tenant moves in or out. AE is evaluating whether to install the meters in other homes 
and businesses. One day they could all be linked to a "smart energy network." 



In the last 50 years, technology has monu- 
mentally impacted the way we store and share 
information, as well as the way we communi- 
cate. A new nonprofit organization, the 
Center for the Commercialization of 
Electric Technology - a unique conglomera- 
tion made up of investor-owned utility compa- 
nies, a high tech firm, and six public universi- 
ties - believes the electric power grid is lack- 
ing the benefit of today’s high tech innova- 
tions and has set out to apply the latest in 
communication and information technology to 
the grid in the form of a “smart energy net- 
work,” which they say will make the grid more 
reliable and more efficient, and even diminish 
the need for new, polluting power plants, while 
expanding renewable power use through ener- 
gy storage. But the new effort isn’t without its 
detractors, who criticize its use of automated 
meters and say it appears to be a special- 
interest nonprofit, putting industry enrichment 
before real proven attempts toward efficiency, 
at the customers’ expense. 

Austin engineer Bob King is one of the 
CCET’s intellectual fathers. He’s also one of 
the pioneers of the state’s renewable-energy 
industry and a longtime fixture at the state 
Capitol, having worked on both sides of the 
aisle in energy and energy-efficiency policy. The 
CCET’s organizational structure is now being 
sculpted in the offices of Good Company 
Associates, King’s energy and environmental 
resources consulting and lobbying firm. King 
called the CCET “the perfect convergence of 
the high-tech industry and the energy efficient

mindset of the community,” and described its 
plans to use “smart” communicating electric 
meters and appliances as the “hybridization of 
the building environment.” A series of laws he 
helped bring about has paved the way for a 
statewide transition to next-generation electric 
meters and will encourage utilities to increase 
their historically low investments in research 
and development. He said CCET’s office will be 
located in Austin and is intended to grow to a 
$50-million-to-$100-million-per-year outfit with- 
in three years. 

Milton Holloway, chief operating officer of 
the CCET, said the organization will stimulate 
economic growth through the “successful 
implementation of technology, the location of 
device manufacturing plants, the lowering of 
utility rates,” and with increased spending on 
research by firms and universities. He said 
CCET’s projects include everything from devel- 
oping outage detection and monitoring systems, 
capable of predicting grid failures; to working 
with energy storage techniques such as bat- 
teries, compressed air, and hydroelectrics; to 
establishing a standardized structure or archi- 
tecture to allow new technology to intercon- 
nect and communicate on a large scale. With 
communication capabilities added to power 
lines, Holloway said, consumers would likely 
realize the ancillary benefit of added competi- 
tion in the high-speed internet service business. 

Among the CCET’s goals is to level state- 
wide peak energy consumption or move usage 
away from high-demand times. King explained 
that utilities often must activate old, dirtier 
power plants (think Austin’s Holly plant) to 
supply the needed energy at peak times, like 
on an August afternoon for example. He often 
compared the electric grid to a cellular phone 
network, pointing out that there’s now no dif- 
ference between peak and off-peak rates for 
consumer energy pricing, even though supply- 
ing energy at peak demand can cost utilities 
up to 100 times more. He also pointed out 
that utility customers must wait for a strolling 
meter reader to visit once a month before 
learning how much energy they’ve used, while 
cell phone customers can call at any time to 
find out how many minutes they’ve spent. The 
technology the CCET hopes to introduce to 
the electric grid could provide utility custom- 
ers with real-time information about their con- 
sumption. Utilities would be able to offer price 
incentives and demand-based pricing, much 
like cellular carriers, to encourage customers 


to move their energy consumption away from 
peak times. King says this creates efficiency 
and could delay the necessity for new power 
plants, perhaps up to 20 years. Software 
packages could even be made available to 
manage a household’s energy usage, directing 
smart appliances - currently being developed 

- to operate at optimal times. 

The six affiliated universities, organized 
into the Texas Consortium for Electric 
Energy, are key players in the CCET. Dr. 
Mladen Kezunovic of Texas A&M’s electrical 
engineering program explained that while he 
and his students will likely focus on improv- 
ing the reliability of the state electric grid, 
the most important - perhaps even historical 

- aspect of the CCET is that it marks the 
first time the state’s major utilities, not to 
mention its major universities, have come 
together to focus on advanced technology, 
“with the ultimate goal of improving electric 
delivery in the state of Texas.” Kezunovic 
said each entity “realized that they cannot do 
it on their own and started to get together,” 
and in turn, “everybody will benefit.” He said 
the universities first came together with 
state legislators, industry, and the U.S. 
Department of Energy in College Station in 
November of 2004 for the first Texas Electric 
Energy Forum. Kezunovic said the state’s 
$200 million emerging technology fund, 
which he hopes will provide programs like his 
with matching research funds, was created 
based in part on that first forum meeting, 
and that organizations such as the DOE and 
the nonprofit Electric Power Research 


Institute (which partnered with the city on 
its Plug-in Hybrid vehicle campaign) are now 
working to encourage similar cooperative 
efforts nationwide. At least six other states 
have entities that resemble the CCET, 
Kezunovic says, and the CCET, formally incor- 
porated in September 2005, “puts Texas in 
line with other states that are progressive in 
energy and electricity.” 

Carol Biedrzycki, executive director of 
Texas Ratepayers’ Organization to Save 
Energy, a local nonprofit representing resi- 
dential and low-income consumers and pro- 
moting energy efficiency and fair utility pro- 
grams, said that while the advanced, automat- 
ed electric meters on which the CCET pro- 
grams would depend have their advantages, 
the transition would be very costly and comes 
with some policy gray areas. For instance, 
Biedrzycki said by using the meters to send 
customers price signals about peak demand, 
you’re “telling people they’ll pay the most for 
energy when they need it the most ... hurting 
the people on the system who are most vul- 
nerable.” And because power can be cut 
remotely, without a site visit, that raises con- 
cerns over the safety of elderly or disabled 
residents, she said. “The focus should be on 
making permanent changes to reduce the 
amount of energy used,” she said, “while 
advanced metering simply shifts the time 
energy is used.” She’d rather see permanent 
reductions through such policies as stricter, 
more efficiency-oriented building codes, and 
the use of high efficiency insulation, windows, 
and appliances. - Daniel Mottola 
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Tree Flakes? 

If a tree falls in Austin and no one replants it, 
does our shady city gradually turn into Kansas? 
Many in Austin don’t want to wait to find out. As 
development fells many a noble oak, and as 
elderly specimens gradually pass into the great 
green forest in the sky, it’s likely that the 
region’s overall forest cover is declining. The 
solution is to plant more trees, a goal the city 
of Austin says it embraces as tightly as any 
patchouli-scented bohemian at an Earth 
Day rally. Staff point to Austin Energy’s 
NeighborWoods program, which has provided 
some 11,000 trees for individuals to plant along 
city rights-of-way, and the parks department’s 
volunteer forestation days, which put hun- 
dreds of spindly young sprouts in public areas. 

Others aren’t so sure. Hurricane Rita could 
hardly have ruffled more feathers than did a 
recent attempt by Austin Energy to remove 
trees in neighborhoods north of UT. Council 
took up the issue this week, drawing a couple 
dozen activists to City Hall. The energy utility 
defended its need to provide safe electricity, 
explaining that if a tree falls in Austin, it will 
probably make a very big sound as it takes 
out a power line, squashes, and/or electro- 
cutes something, as well as leaves nearby 
neighbors in the dark. Council passed a reso- 
lution (predictably) to create a task force (of 
course) to study Austin’s tree management 
(ta-dah!). Areas of inquiry will include whether 
Austin Energy’s contractor was indeed a little 
too happy with the clippers, whether AE could 
do more to stock the streets with more dra- 
matic shade species instead of rinky-dink 
wimpy ones, and analysis of better ways to 
prevent tree vs. safe power line conflicts in 
the first place, such as burying lines. 

The parks department faces criticism of its 
own: Last year it bailed on four of six planned 
tree-plantings, leaving volunteers in the lurch. 
The most recent was on the weekend of 
Martin Luther King Jr. Day, when neighbor- 
hood activists planning Saturday morning 
events at Givens and Bartholomew parks 
found out Friday that the city, uh, sort of didn’t 
have any trees. With the help of TreeFolks, 
an urban forestry nonprofit, the neighbors 
were able to rustle up some replacement 
trees from TreeFolks’ nursery, but only after 
much frantic phone-calling and you’ll-have-to- 
talk-to-my-supervisor-ing to get the switcheroo 
through the bureaucracy. (The city says the 
four plantings were disrupted for reasons out- 


side of its control 
- wet weather, 
delayed construc- 
tion, and, in the 
most recent 
case, the suppli- 
er simply not 
delivering prom- 
ised trees - but 
PARD’s Stuart 
Strong said the 
department 
would “review its procedures” to make sure 
participants are aware of necessary cancella- 
tions sooner.) 

As is often the case, all the hullabaloo has 
focused attention on a long-simmering prob- 
lem: a need for a coordinated plan to manage 
the urban forest. Shade cover, after all, is an 
issue that affects us all, as trees reduce air 
conditioning costs, manage storm water, and 
generally help mitigate the urban “heat 
island” formed by too much sun bouncing off 
too many dark and shiny surfaces. Austin 
Energy and its tree-killing machine may be an 
easy target, but it’s not the only force thinning 
our trees. Thus, the Urban Forestry Board has 
recommended that City Council approve a 
tree inventory that would use the same geo- 
graphic information system program used by 
other city agencies to measure what’s growing 
where. That way, the city can know whether 
invasive ligustrums are devouring Travis 
Heights, or foresee the impending demise of 
a generation of sycamores and ash trees 
planted en masse by 1950s developers and 
now reaching the ends of their lives. Ideally, it 
would also help the city to smoothly coordi- 
nate with citizens willing to wield a shovel or 
haul some mulch. “The urban forest has to 
be owned by the community,” said Tim 
Mahoney of the UFB. “There has to be an 
ongoing structure where people can demon- 
strably show their care for the urban forest 
and get results from that concern.” 

After all, the city gets the most bang for its 
tree-planting buck when it inspires individuals 
to plant and care for more trees on their own. 
“The greatest impact of those trees [planted 
each year] is the thousands of people we 
have face time with,” said Scott Harris of 
TreeFolks, which has a nursery of thousands 
of trees and coordinates dozens of plantings 
throughout the year. “The trees aren’t inciden- 
tal, but the education is really the big deal.”

BIRDSHOT BLUNDERS 

Leave it to the Bush White House to turn 
what could have been a forgivable hunting 
accident - Vice-President Shoots Lawyer - 
into a suspicious cover-up, replete with 
excuses and denials ... and no apologies. 
The good news is that the man Dick Cheney 
mistook for a quail, 78-year-old Harry 
Whittington (one of the nicest Republican 
millionaires you’ll ever meet in Austin), is 
expected to make a full recovery after suffer- 
ing a setback Tuesday with what doctors 
described as a mild heart attack brought on 
by a birdshot pellet lodged near his heart. 

All told, Whittington sustained wounds to his 
face, neck, and chest after being hit by a 
blast of about 100 birdshot pellets. The 
scare Tuesday sent him back to the inten- 
sive care unit and extended his Corpus 
Christi hospital stay for at least another week. 

As most readers and national TV viewing 
audiences now know, Whittington and 
Cheney were part of a weekend hunting 
party that included a couple of the Lone Star 
State’s most prominent Bush women: 
Pamela Willeford, the U.S. ambassador to 
Sweden; and Katharine Armstrong, the for- 
mer chair of the Texas Parks and Wildlife 
Commission, whose family owns the 50,000- 
acre South Texas ranch where the accident 
occurred late Saturday afternoon. Of course, 


EDUCATION IRONY 

Like UN planes air-dropping burlap sacks 
of wheat onto starving refugees, the Texas 
Education Agency parachuted $10 million 
in grants onto the 100 low-performing Texas 
schools that most improved student test 
scores. Two of the schools slated for this 
late Chanukah present are in East Austin - 
Blackshear and Oak Springs - a rather 
inconvenient fact for the folks downtown 
who are trying to close Oak Springs as part 
of Superintendent Pat Forgione’s wildly 
unpopular “repurposing” proposal. Irony 
lives on. 

But the real irony (if we can call it that) is 

the way the Governor’s Educator 
Excellence Award - pitched as an “incen- 
tive” plan when Gov. Rick Perry created it 
via executive order in November - is set up: 
Low-income schools that show the greatest 
increases in last year’s test scores receive 
grants of between $60,000 and $180,000 
to reward teachers. Now, the last time we 
checked, an “incentive” is a promise of a 
future reward designed to influence current 
behavior, such as the thought of a medal 
convincing Bode Miller to lay off the Jack 


a good 12 hours had elapsed before the 
White House even acknowledged the shoot- 
ing, and that was only after a reporter for 
the Corpus Christi Caller-Times, acting on a 
telephone tip from Armstrong on Sunday 
morning, called the big house for an official 
comment. Now, White House spinners are 
in the a I l-too-fa miliar position of having to 
explain their slow response; no one is buy- 
ing the line that they delayed releasing 
details of the shooting because Whittington’s 
medical welfare was their first priority. And 
so far, Cheney has yet to apologize, at least 
publicly, for his shotgun blunder. 

Whittington, the genteel chairman of the 
Texas Funeral Services Commission, is 
an independent-minded Republican who 
doesn’t always tout the party line. He is 
largely credited with restoring consumer 
confidence in the TFSC, a scandal-ridden 
agency when former Gov. Bush (caught up 
in the same “funeralgate” scandal) appoint- 
ed Whittington to clean things up. He has 
also gone up against the Texas GOP mind- 
set in promoting prison reform and oppos- 
ing the death penalty, particularly in cases 
involving mentally retarded inmates. More 
recently, Whittington has waged a long-run- 
ning (and so far successful) legal battle 
against the city of Austin for condemning 
one of his Downtown properties to build a 
city parking garage. - Amy Smith 

Daniels (or not, as the case may be). These 
“incentives,” however, are based on past 
performance that occurred before teachers 
knew any potential bonus was in the works. 

It also bears noting that both schools have 
high teacher-turnover rates, meaning that 
some of the money will go to teachers that 
had no hand in increasing test scores at all. 

AISD, too, is currently kicking around 
ideas for an incentive program; the district’s 
program, at least, meets the dictionary defi- 
nition of “incentive.” The latest policy foot- 
ball took place on Monday, when UT educa- 
tion professor Ed Fuller presented the find- 
ings of a teacher compensation task 
force that has been working for two years 
to find ways to better reward teachers. AISD 
loses about half of its teachers in the first 
five years of their careers, and the attrition 
hits East Austin schools hardest. On aver- 
age, teachers in East Austin have less expe- 
rience, move more often, and express less 
job satisfaction than teachers in wealthier 
areas. In addition to overall better compen- 
sation, the task force is encouraging AISD to 
develop stipends for teachers in hard-to-staff 
areas (like math or bilingual education) and 
struggling schools. - Rachel Proctor May

on a Saturday night in January, and Richard 
“Kinky” Friedman is nervous. So he says, 
although you wouldn’t guess it just by looking 
at him. Waiting in the green room of San 
Antonio’s Municipal Auditorium for his five 
minutes of stage time, Friedman looks much 
the same as he does, say, hanging out on a sun- 
burnished afternoon at his family’s Echo Hill 
Ranch, south of Kerrville, in the stunning, roll- 
ing Hill Country. 

In fact, he looks much the same as he has 
throughout his various careers - as the front- 
man for the Seventies band Kinky Friedman 
and the Texas Jewboys; as the writer of a couple 
dozen books, most of them mystery novels in 
which a character named Kinky plays at playing 
gumshoe; as the founder of the Utopia Rescue 
Ranch, a no-kill haven for abused and aban- 
doned dogs, many of them saved from doggie 
death row; as the humorist with a standing gig 
(now on hiatus) writing for Texas Monthly; and 
currently, as an independent candidate for 
Texas governor. He’s wearing his standard jeans 
and boots, and a long-sleeved buttoned-down 
black shirt under his “preaching coat” - a 
thigh-length black coat handcrafted in Nashville 
- and his black cowboy hat. And, of course, 
there’s a partially smoked cigar, the 61 -year-old 
Friedman’s ubiquitous accessory, clamped in 
one hand. Tonight, in the other is a cold Tecate 
that he’s drinking casually while alternately 
perching on a chair and pacing, inside the ready 
room and in a short hallway that terminates at 
the edge of the auditorium’s curtained stage. 

Tonight, Friedman has to face a San Antonio 
crowd that has come to see the year’s first Texas 
performance of the Pink Floyd Laser Spectac- 
ular. Friedman isn’t sure how his appearance is 
going to be received, and wonders out loud just 
what sort of audience attends a laser light show 
choreographed to Pink Floyd recordings. He 
isn’t even sure that the crowd, now filtering into 
the 2,000-seat auditorium, will have any idea 
who he is. Yet, as campaign stops go, there is 
something refreshing about the uncertainty - 
there’s no pre-approved, guaranteed-friendly 
audience; instead, the sometimes-just-winging-it 
approach that is a hallmark of Kinky Friedman’s 
run to unseat incumbent Republican Gov. Rick 
Perry in the November general election and to 
become the state’s first politically independent 
chief administrator since Gov. Sam Houston was 
running things before the Civil War. 

While he ponders these questions, the 
house lights dim, and Friedman’s longtime 
friend and the campaign’s deputy director, 
Mister Little Jewford, ne Jeff Shelby, has taken 
the stage and in his well-honed emcee’s tenor 
introduced the “next governor of the great 
state of Texas: Kinky Friedman.” To the tune of 
“Hail to the Chief,” a purposeful Friedman, 
cigar still in hand, strides onto the stage and 
waves to the crowd. 

The crowd - which turns out to be a peculiar 
mix of middle-aged couples, pimply adolescent 
boys, twentysomethings, and leather-clad bik- 
ers - cheers loudly and often as Friedman rolls 
out a string of practiced, stump-speech one-lin- 
ers - including his reflection that “musicians 
can better run this state than politicians.” 
Although “we’re not going to get a lot done 
early in the mornings,” Friedman concedes, his 


administration would “work late, and we’ll be 
honest.” He promises to hang around the 
lobby through intermission in the event that 
anyone wants to talk or, perhaps, ask for an 
autograph. “I’ll sign anything but bad legisla- 
tion,” Friedman declares as he leans forward, 
points his cigar, and tips his hat toward the 
cheering and applause. 

Outside Looking In 

Several days later, over the phone while he 
waits for his lunch companions to arrive 
(Friedman is chronically early), the candidate 
says he was pleasantly surprised by the Pink 
Floyd reception. While he was in the lobby, he 
says excitedly, several young Hispanic women 
approached him to tell him that they’ll each 
turn 18 this year, and intend to cast their votes 
for Kinky. It’s the sort of reaction that encour- 
ages Friedman to keep plowing forward on his 
quest to reach the governor’s mansion. 


It is a daunting journey, especially for a 
political outsider: In addition to convincing 
potential supporters that he has a real shot at 
winning, Friedman has to define and articulate 
his core policy positions, then sell them as bet- 
ter for Texas than those of his seasoned political 
opponents; he has to raise enough money to get 
his message out across an enormous state; he 
has to combat and, hopefully, put to rest the 
tiresome but inevitable questions about wheth- 
er he’s actually serious about wanting to be 
governor; and then, in November, he has to 
turn out enough voters to secure the victory. 

First and foremost, however, Friedman must 
overcome a restrictive state election law that 
requires him to secure, within a maximum of 
60 days, commencing March 8, the day after 
the primary elections (or perhaps just 30 
days, in the event of a run-off in the primary 
race between Democratic hopefuls Chris Bell 
and Bob Gammage), the valid, notarized sig- 
natures of 45,539 registered Texas voters (1% 


of the votes for governor in the 2002 general 
election), none of whom may have voted in 
either political party’s March primary (and 
none of whom should have signed a petition 
in support of competing independent Carole 
Keeton Strayhorn), in order to secure a spot as 
an independent candidate on the general elec- 
tion ballot. 

The stringent and largely arbitrary rules, 
codified in 1967 and amended in the Seventies 
and Eighties under Democratic administra- 
tions, have created a system that marginalizes 
independent candidates and has effectively 
prevented an independent from ever running 
for governor. “And no one has [really] chal- 
lenged [the system],” says Dean Barkley, the 
main man behind former wrestler Jesse 
Ventura’s successful Minnesota gubernatorial 
campaign, and now Friedman’s campaign direc- 
tor. “So, [instead] it’s ‘Wow! We have one more 
choice than [they] used to [have] in Russia!” 
Indeed, says UT political science professor 
Bruce Buchanan, the Texas system has created 
a political climate in which voters have gener-

ally “chosen a party and stuck with it. ... And 
the tendency there is that it sort of freezes out 
the independents.” (In 2004, Ralph Nader 
attempted a statewide petition drive for the 
presidential ballot in Texas, but failed to secure 
enough signatures to be certified.) In short, it is 
a system that discourages outside voices, like 
Friedman’s. “I’m an accidental candidate, like 
George Washington, Davy Crockett, Teddy 
Roosevelt; people who didn’t plot or plan their 
political careers,” Friedman says. “What’s the 
harm of having a [Ralph] Nader or a [Pat] 
Buchanan on the ballot?” 

With a few notable, high-profile exceptions, 
it would seem that most of Friedman’s visible 
supporters are also political outsiders - first- 
time voters and the otherwise politically apa- 
thetic, disenfranchised, or disenchanted - who 
are now engaged in the process and who are 
deadly serious about their choice to back Fried- 
man. They are confident not only that Friedman 
will overcome all statutory hurdles, but also 
that he will, indeed, win the race. There’s 
something invigorating about Friedman and his 
campaign, they say, that has lured them into 
the fold. “Kinky may be an underdog, but talk- 
ing to the people organizing the [election] 
effort [you see that he has] a lot of support,” 
says Seth Waits, a registered Republican (and 
former Perry backer) who is serving as vice- 
chair of the UT group Longhorns for Kinky. 
“This is really a grassroots effort; I think that 
something really magical is about to happen.” 

Not surprisingly, most political insiders have 
so far (at least publicly) either ignored Fried- 
man’s campaign or made snide comments 
about his run - and none seem to think that 
the self-described Jewish Cowboy has any 
chance of actually winning the race. “I think 
he’ll be a sleeper,” says Austin Republican con- 
sultant Bill Miller, “but not in the way that 
you’re thinking.” 
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Nevertheless, with the encouragement and 
spirit of supporters like Waits, Friedman is 
determined to get his name on the ballot and 
to win the race for governor. He and his sup- 
porters are fed up with the “business as usual,” 
he says, which has done nothing but tarnish 
the Lone Star State, destroy Texas’ sense of 
pride, and increase voter apathy and distrust of 
government. As evidence, he ticks off a list of 
shameful rankings: first among the states in 
dropouts and in executions, last in education 
and in the percentage of people with health 
insurance - and that’s only the beginning of 
the list. In short, Friedman says, “the soul of 
Texas is riding on this [election].” Kinky 
Friedman, or, as he’d have it, The Guv, is deter- 
mined to save it from the abyss. 

One Governor at a Time 

It’s Thursday night in Houston, and a con- 
tingent of TV trucks, their satellite dishes rising 
to the tree tops, are parked among the luxury 
vehicles that form a snaking line up and down 
the block and around the comer from the River 
Oaks home of socialite/philanthropist Carolyn 
Farb, the host of tonight’s gala $500-per-head 
Kinky fundraiser. The guests - eventually, 
nearly 150 of them - include some celebrities, 
although not quite A-list: funny woman Ruth 
Buzzi and husband Kent Perkins, renowned 
heart surgeon Dr. Bud Frazier, pop singer 
Beyonce Knowles’ parents Tina and Matthew, 
Houston Councilman Pete Brown, former 
Colleyville Mayor Donna Arp, New Orleans 
Saints lineman Kendyl Jacox, and - the guest 
who appears to pique the crowd’s interest 
most, and to prompt a stream of sly smiles - 
famed attorney Dick DeGuerin, who is cur- 
rently defending U.S. Rep. Tom DeLay against 
a charge of criminal conspiracy to violate state 
election law. 

By 7:30pm Little Jewford is playing piano, 
providing a melodic backdrop for the crowd of 
guests milling about, sipping cocktails, and 
rapidly swarming Farb’s oversized home. Sud- 
denly, as if from the ether, Friedman appears, 
the back of his preaching coat swinging out like 
tux tails as he swirls into the mix. For all the 
accumulated wealth and power in the room, 
the mood turns decidedly giddy; everyone 
wants a piece of Kinky. “He’s like the Pied 
Piper, to tell you the truth,” says Farb. Indeed, 
as Friedman moves toward the courtyard - 
where tables are clustered tightly around the 
tile-bottomed pool - the crowd follows; as they 
press forward, it’s amazing no one falls in. 

When Farb approaches a podium tucked 
between two head tables, conversation ceases. 
“Without your help,” she tells the crowd, “we 
could not make this happen. Everyone is com- 
mitted to electing Kinky,” she continues. “He 
has a great sense of humor and is the most seri- 
ous candidate in the race; he has political guts 
. . . and he understands Texas and what Texans 
want,” she says, her delicate voice (one formerly 
employed on behalf of Republicans, notably 
Ronald Reagan) interrupted by spurts of 
applause. “He embraces political reform.” Fried- 
man’s field director, Reid Nelson, who ran Dan 
Quayle’s first congressional campaign (a very 
mixed omen) and who is responsible for coordi- 
nating Kinky’s petition drive, tells the crowd 
that his team has already mobilized thousands 


of volunteers in 60 counties; the campaign will 
get Kinky on the ballot, he says. 

The crowd sufficiently primed, the Kinkster 
takes the podium to the recorded opening of 
Survivor’s “Eye of the Tiger.” “We’re changing 
the world, one governor at a time,” he says, his 
voice rising over a crowd that is audibly enthu- 
siastic, rising from chairs to applaud and punc- 
tuating Kinky’s talking points with spontane- 
ous cheers. It’s a very different crowd from the 
Pink Floyd enthusiasts in San Antonio, but the 
response to Kinky is much the same. 

Friedman tells them that his heroes are Mark 
Twain and Will Rogers, “humorists who told the 
truth,” not career politicians - in fact, he says, 
pulling out another of his favorite campaign 
quips, “politics is the one field where, the more 
experience you have, the worse you get.” He rails 
against the election laws that are enforcing his 
high-speed petition drive - “it’s something no one 
should have to go through to get ideas into the 
marketplace,” he says - and assures the crowd 
that Strayhom’s decision to avoid the Republican 
primary by entering the race as an independent 
will not hurt his campaign’s efforts. “If someone 
decides to vote for the first time in 10 years, I 
guarantee they’re not going to vote for Rick Perry, 
or Carole Strayhom, or Chris Bell,” he says. In 
fact, there are plenty of likely voters who won’t be 
casting their ballots for his opponents, such as 
DeGuerin, he says, raising an arm to welcome the 
attorney to his side. That’s right, DeGuerin tells 
the crowd; in fact, he told Kinky “early on” that if 
he decided to run, he could count on DeGuerin’s 
support. “I think Kinky can shake the trees,” he 
says. ‘And the trees need to be shaken.” 

This evening, Farb’s trees will yield nearly 
$150,000 for Kinky’s war chest. Later - after a 
silent auction and performances by Billy Joe 
Shaver and Jerry Jeff Walker, and after Friedman 
has posed for countless pictures and auto- 
graphed an army of his plastic, talking Kinky 
action figures (the “only thing in my candidacy 
that you can buy for $29.95,” he says in his 
best imitation of Earl Scheib) - Friedman is, 
again, elated, but tired. So are Farb and Walker, 
who are standing by the piano discussing 
Friedman’s campaign. Everyone is so “enthusi- 
astic” about Kinky, she says, her voice intense. 
“The time is now - it’s karma; we’ve got to get 
him on the ballot.” 

The Minnesota Method 

Friedman’s supporters have spent nearly a 
year planning for the upcoming petition drive, 
building a grassroots network of petition vol- 
unteers, and, most recently, promoting the 
“Save Yourself for Kinky” campaign, urging 
supporters and would-be petition signers to 
abstain from the primary. Frankly, says Barkley, 
the numbers are on Kinky’s side: barely 5% of 
the state’s registered voters cast ballots in the 
2002 primary, and just over 36% actually voted 
in the November 2002 general election. 
According to Barkley, that leaves Kinky plenty 
of room to stride to victory. Kinky’s “not run- 
ning against Perry, [he’s] running against apa- 
thy - and if [he] can beat apathetic voters, he 
can win,” he says, sitting at a wide desk inside 
a the Armstrong-McCall beauty supply outlet 
in Southeast Austin that serves as the Kinky 
Campaign World Headquarters, surrounded by 
campaign merchandise and the lingering smell 


of hair care products. (Hair products tycoon 
John McCall is a longtime Friedman aficionado 
and his major campaign underwriter.) 

Indeed, it’s the 64% of registered nonvoters 
and the first-time youth vote that the Friedman 
campaign would most like to attract - and if 
they can do that, says Barkley, his man Kinky 
will be governor. Already, Barkley points out, 
pollsters are anticipating as much as a 50% turn- 
out and, he says, “if that happens, I guarantee 
you, there is no way in God’s green earth that 
Kinky Friedman is not your next governor.” 

But more skeptical Texas political observers 
contend that it’s simply unrealistic for Fried- 
man to think that he can change ingrained 
voter (and nonvoter) habits in a single election 
cycle. Candidates always say they’ll be the one 
to recapture the apathetic and to lure the 
youth, says one Republican insider, but it 
never materializes at the polls. “Everybody 
says [they’re going to do that], but the youth 
don’t vote. It’s sad, but true.” 

That’s bull, says Bill Hillsman, Friedman’s 
chief media consultant, who also worked on 
Ventura’s successful gubernatorial campaign. 
(Together, Barkley and Hillsman are Kinky’s 
“Minnesota Mafia,” he says.) No one thought 
Ventura could capture voter attention either. 
“The arrogance is that an independent candi- 
date can’t win, and that sets an independent’s 
teeth on edge,” says Hillsman. Many of Fried- 
man’s supporters - Republicans and Democrats 
- say they’re proof that his candidacy is luring 
people back to the process. For Clara Maddox,

Born in Chicago on Halloween in 1944, Kinky Friedman came to Texas a year later with his parents, 
both educators. In 1953, they opened the Echo Hill Ranch summer camp, which continues to operate 
on the family’s 400-acre spread in Medina, where Friedman still lives, sharing with 60 dogs that call 
Utopia Rescue Ranch home. He graduated from UT (with honors) in 1966 and did a Peace Corps tour 
in Borneo before returning to the U.S. Since then, Friedman has achieved a fair amount of success as 
well as notoriety, first as the lead singer and songwriter for the Jewboys, 
and later as a writer of novels and essays. 

Aside from a 1986 foray into Kerrville politics, when he ran as a 
Republican candidate for justice-of-the-peace, previously Friedman has 
only danced on the edge of political life. He did this often in ironic and 
sometimes edgy Jewboy ditties such as “Ride ’Em Jewboy,” a ballad 
about the holocaust, and in “Get Your Biscuits in the Oven and Your Buns 
in the Bed,” a lament over women’s liberation from the point-of-view of a 
chauvinistic boyfriend (a tune that, in a double-dose of irony, earned 
Friedman the National Organization for Women’s 1974 “Male Chauvinist 
Pig of the Year” award); more recently he’s addressed social and political 
questions in his writing, as in a March 2004, Texas Monthly piece about 
the state’s paper-thin case against Texas death row inmate Max Soffar. 

(Soffar’s conviction was overturned on April 21, 2004. At press time, he’s 
being retried in a Harris Co. court.) 

It took a Mexican riptide and an Irish heckler to convince Friedman to make a direct jump onto the 
political stage. The transformation began five years ago, he says, during a vacation in Mexico with his 
friend, hair product mogul John McCall, now his campaign treasurer. Friedman was alone, taking a walk 
on the beach when a “freak riptide” engulfed him, tossed him around, and spit him out, forcing him to 
scramble up a cliff to safety. “I was lost [and] dehydrated,” he recalls. “While I was on the cliff-side, I 
was prepared to die. I thought, I have to do more with my life,” he recalls. It wasn’t about near-death 
deal-making with the Almighty, he insists, but a realization that “I am not really a musician or an 
author; they’re really both extensions of my personality, somebody who wants to be a truth-teller.” 

About a year later, at a Jewboys gig in Northern Ireland, he was approached by a man who’d just 
seen the show. “The patter between songs is much better than your music,”’ Friedman recalls the man 
saying. “‘Kinky,’ he said, ‘you’re not really a musician, you’re a politician.’” The observation didn’t exact- 
ly charm Friedman. “My heroes are not [U.S. Rep.] Tom DeLay or [former California Gov.] Gray Davis,” 
Friedman says. “They’re Will Rogers and Mark Twain; they were humorists, not clowns.” 

Still, the man got him thinking about his Mexican cliff-side epiphany, and about Texas, his home. He 
began to look at things differently, and he didn’t like what he saw: the state’s public education system 
a mess, with teachers merely “teaching to a test” and not free to truly educate; the state’s capital pun- 
ishment machine churning forward, while serious questions of innocence (as in Soffar’s case) seem to 
go unanswered; the border with Mexico a sieve, and people “dying in the backs of trucks.” And no one 

- least of all the Republicans, led by Rick Perry, who had effectively swallowed state government whole 

- appeared to be doing anything at all to turn things around. “People are tired of these two parties ... 
[of politicians that] never get off their asses except to attack someone,” Friedman says. What the peo- 
ple need, he says, is what he has to offer: “A little bit of honesty; that’s what people are dying for.” 

It all made sense, he says: he would run for governor. “All the stars are in a line, boy; it’s time.” - J.S. 


a lifelong conservative who is coordinating 
Friedman’s Harris Co. operations and oversee- 
ing the management of nearly 3,000 active 
volunteers, Kinky’s sincerity has earned her 
support. “The man is genuine; when you sit 
down with him he is looking at you and listen- 
ing to you; there is a dialogue,” she explains. 
“And he can come back to you two weeks later 
and start up the conversation exactly where 
you left off, and you can tell he’s really been 
thinking about it; he’s got questions. It blows 
you away.” Philip Darrah, chair of the Bexar 
Co. campaign steering committee, says his 
entire committee is made up of formerly disen- 
gaged voters. “The sum total of political experi- 
ence on our committee is zero,” he says. 
“These are people who haven’t gotten up out 
of a chair, politically, since their parents died.” 
And there are the “quiet supporters,” the 
growing number of the otherwise politically 
engaged who are straying from the party lines, 
say Darrah and Maddox. “What winds up hap- 
pening is that people want information and 
they want to help, and then when they come to 
a meeting and they spot someone else they 
know, they say, ‘Cool, I don’t have to be secre- 
tive about this,”’ Maddox says. “These people 
think, ‘I can’t afford to be laughed at,’ and they 
are finding out that they are not alone.” 
Indeed, Darrah says he recently fielded a call 
from a local Republican precinct captain who 
told him, “Shhh! I’m really with you, but I’ve 
got to keep it quiet for the moment.” 

“That’s happening here too,” says Maddox, 
who says she was eating lunch in a Houston 
deli recently when a local GOP precinct chair 
approached to confess his support for Fried- 
man. “There’s a huge groundswell,” she insists, 
“but people are playing it close to the chest.” 
Kinky supporters point to two polls, conducted 
late last year, as proof that The Guv’s appeal is 
wider than any of the establishment would like 
to admit. On Nov. 8, the Zogby organization 
reported that in two separate polls, between 
17-26% of voters (depending upon the lineup 
of candidates) said they’d cast their ballots for 
Friedman; in November, a Scripps-Howard poll 
was less encouraging - 13% favored Kinky - 
but fully 46% of those surveyed said they favor 
having him on the ballot.

The polls were conducted before Strayhom 
announced that she will forgo the Republican 
primary, which she was unlikely to win, and 
would instead try to secure a spot on the ballot 
as an independent. Barkley says the early poll 
numbers are amazing, especially for a candi- 
date not yet on the ballot. According to Barkley, 
just six weeks before he won the 1998 election, 
Jesse Ventura was only polling at about 10%. 
Kinky, he says, is far more popular then Ventura 
ever was - and that’s just among “likely vot- 
ers,” he says. “Polling always underrates the 
independent politicians . . . [because] indepen- 
dents get the unlikely voters,” he says. “If you 
can beat apathetic voters you can win.” 

Who's Laughing Now? 

Friedman is sitting in the living room of the 
unimposing, shack-like bungalow where he 
lives, at the top of a small hill amid the 400 
acres in Medina that make up the Friedman 
family’s Echo Hill Ranch. He has two days off 
from campaigning and is trying to relax. But 
with a reporter sitting in front of him, asking, 
yet again, if he’s really serious about being 
governor, and if he has real policy positions to 
back him up, he isn’t exactly succeeding. 
Leaning forward in his chair, Friedman reso- 
lutely insists that he is serious - very serious - 
about wanting to serve as the state’s next gov- 
ernor, and he’s rather tired of the question. No 
one, he says, asks that of Perry or Bell or Bob 
Gammage or of Democrat- tumed-Republican 
and now “independent” candidate Strayhom.

It’s true that they’re all seasoned politicians 
that have been elected to a variety of posts, he 
adds, leaning back again in his chair. But, just 
because you’re an old hat, that doesn’t neces- 
sarily mean that you’re “serious,” well-inten- 
tioned, or even good at your job. (See “Kinky’s 
Mexican Riptide,” p.28.) 

Indeed, he suggests, in many cases just the 
opposite may be true. “I want to get the politi- 
cians out of politics,” he says, rising now from 
his chair and spreading his arms wide before 
pointing an unclipped and unlit Cuban cigar 
toward his chest. “That’s the difference between 
me and Perry and Strayhom and the Demo- 
crats.” No matter where on the political spec- 
trum his opponents place themselves, he says, 
turning on his heels to address an invisible 
audience, they’ve failed to offer the electorate 
anything more exciting than a choice between 
“paper and plastic”; or worse, the choice 
between the “Crips and Bloods.” And, Friedman 
continues, sitting down now to clip and light 
the Cuban, he’s tired of the monotony: They’re 
simply “out of touch - with the teachers and 
with the young people and with the working 
people and with the spirit of Texas.” 

The two issues at the core of Friedman’s 
campaign are public education and the border, 
he says, bending over to pet one of his five 
canine housemates. He has plenty of ideas for 
reform - instituting a 1% tax on “big oil and 
big gas” to pay for teacher salaries and school 
resources, separating funding for athletic and 
academic programs, and working out a coop- 
erative effort among the border states - Arizona, 
New Mexico, and Texas - to tackle issues of 
immigration and security. “I’ve already talked 
longer about education and about the border 
than the governor has,” he insists. 

Nonetheless, Friedman says, hammering out 
every policy detail is not the governor’s job. 
“The only job the governor has is to inspire the 
people of Texas to turn things around” - it’s 
the job of a cheerleader. Indeed, under the 
state constitution, the governor’s duties are 
rather narrowly defined. Chiefly, the governor 
may make policy recommendations, which 
legislators may propose as legislation; must 
sign or veto bills passed by legislators; appoint 
qualified leaders to various state agencies (like 
the secretary of state) and members of various

boards (like the Board of Pardons and Paroles); 
recommend a biennial budget that the 
Legislature is free to ignore; deliver a state-of- 
the-state speech to lawmakers at the beginning 
of each regular legislative session; and convene 
special legislative sessions to address specific 
issues (such as public school finance). In that 
context, Friedman says he has a simple, two- 
part administrative strategy in mind: “appoint 
the best people” to work on his team and to 
run state agencies and boards, “and then get 
out of their way; that’s not been tried.” 

Jason Stanford, spokesman for Democrat 
Chris Bell’s campaign, is not impressed - and 
he doesn’t think voters are either. “I haven’t 
heard anyone saying he’d be a great governor,” 
he says. “I think that he’s a funny candidate 
and a hell of an author, but no one comes up 
[to me] and says, ‘If we could only get Kinky 
Friedman into the governor’s office.’” GOP 
strategist Miller says that Friedman will cer- 
tainly attract welcome extra attention to the 
race but agrees that he’s facing an uphill battle. 
“Initially, my view was that Kinky Friedman 
[would be] treated with humor, and treated 
lightly, unless and until he gets traction,” he 
says. And Friedman’s unlikely to get any trac- 
tion the way he’s campaigning now, says 
Stanford. “He hasn’t gone any farther than to 
say, ‘Hey, look at this!”’ he says. In short, he 
says, Friedman is long on one-liners and short 
on any meaningful policy positions. “The easy 
part is convincing people [that Perry has] done 
a bad job,” he says. “Step two is that you’ve got 
to convince voters that you know how to do 
better. And no one is really expecting that from 
Kinky Friedman.” 

To be fair, Friedman’s use of catch-phrases or 
one-liners is hardly unique. “This is the way 
politics works,” says UT’s Buchanan. “Out of 
one side of their mouths they say [we need 


more than just one-liners], while out of the 
other side of their mouths they do no more 
than that - which is to say that it is a game of 
appearances that is separate from reality.” Still, 
Friedman needs to “get out there with white 
papers” to add meat to his anecdotes, says 
Buchanan, “because he has to fight this idea 
that he’s just a joke.” 

Friedman’s supporters argue that his quips 
are actually well-crafted thumbnails for his 
policy positions - positions that will be fleshed 
out as the campaign heats up. “I am, of course, 
heartily in favor” of Friedman’s candidacy, says 
political columnist Molly Ivins, who coined 
Friedman’s “Why the Hell Not?” slogan - his 
campaign’s first and most enduring one-liner. 
“He is actually capable of holding his own on 
public policy. He actually speaks about public 
schools - isn’t that the most amazing thing?” 
she asks. “The question is, how hard can [the 
job] be? Perry’s been governor of the state for 
four years now. I mean, how absurd.” 

Love, The Guv 

It’s 9:30am on Monday morning, and Kinky 
has just finished getting a haircut. He’s slightly 
annoyed now - not about his hair, the now-thin- 
ning mass of black curls that earned him his 
nickname, but about the fact that his “personal 
stylist” and good friend Kay won’t let him 
smoke a cigar inside her salon. He grabs a cup 
of black coffee and heads out to the front stoop, 
which faces a busy stretch of West Sixth Street. 
Aside from Kay’s smoking ban, however, 
Friedman’s in a very good mood. On Sunday 
night 60 Minutes ran a 12-minute piece on his 
campaign, and already the response is strong. 
(That morning his campaign picked up another 
$7,000 in contributions.) He’s animated: ges- 


turing with his cigar and mug, dancing from foot 
to foot, and pacing back and forth in the small 
yard. He’s been up and down the state several 
times, he says, and he’s sure that he’s the candi- 
date that can attract the most votes. 

In essence, Friedman says that most people 
are centrists and that he is the one true centrist 
candidate. He supports prayer in school and 
gay marriage, he says, and he thinks that most 
voters appreciate his thinking - in part, at least, 
because he’s not afraid to say exactly what’s on 
his mind; people are craving honesty, he’s sure 
of it. Established party candidates can’t sup- 
port such seemingly disparate measures 
(though he suspects that they wish they could), 
because “they’ve got to toe the party line - and 
that’s not democracy.” His voice rises as he 
talks and moves - this happens often when 
he’s stumping and his passions take hold; he 
attracts attention. A man in a white pickup, on 
his way to work, slows as he drives past, staring 
at Friedman. Within minutes he’s circled back 
and pulled over. He saw Kinky on 60 Minutes, 
he says, and he agrees with him, especially on 
the importance of border issues; Kinky’s got 
his vote. Kay slips into the salon and returns 
with a handful of bumper stickers and a cam- 
paign poster. “How would you like this signed?” 
asks Friedman. “‘Luv, The Guv;’ ‘Yours in 
Christ;’ ‘See You in Hell’?” 

“See You in Hell,” the man replies. 

When he’s finished with his coffee, Kinky 
walks around the side of the salon to his own 
truck, its white sides dirty and a splash of dried 
mud curving up from the wheel well. He sits in 
the front seat and deposits his half-smoked 
cigar into the ashtray next to several others just 
like it; he picks one up and contemplates it, 
checking both ends before putting it in his 
mouth and firing it up, then quietly looking

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out the windshield toward a landscaping crew 
unloading a trailer. “I don’t know,” he says to 
nobody in particular. For just a second he 
seems unsure of himself; something vulnerable 
creeps across his brow - politics, it seems, can 
be a heartbreaking affair. 

The spell is soon broken, however, when a 
stranger walks up to the truck carrying a large 
flat bag. “Kinky?” she asks tentatively. “Hello!” 
Friedman replies, getting out of the truck, 
greeting the woman as if he’d expected her. She 
doesn’t mean to bother him, she says, but she 
saw him while driving by; she’s from Dallas, 
she explains, where she recently saw him on a 
campaign stop and where, it turns out, her 
photographer husband had taken a few pic- 
tures of him. She’s just visiting Austin, she 
says, but - believe it or not - had in her car a 
painting of Kinky that her husband made out 
of one of his photos. 

She just had to stop, she says, handing the 
bag to Friedman. Carefully, he slides the pic- 
ture from the bag; it’s Kinky, hat on, a cigar in 
hand, looking off, almost wistfully, as if toward 
the future. Friedman smiles and gives the 
woman a Utopia Rescue Ranch business card, 
on which he’s scribbled his home phone num- 
ber, and asks her to thank her husband. 
“You’ve got our vote,” she says as she walks to 
her car. 

His campaign has been filled with similar, 
seemingly random meetings, he says as he 
climbs back into the car, his voice confident 
again. “We’re starting, and building, a revolu- 
tion,” he says. ■

More races to watch, up and down the ballot 

Early voting for the March 7 primaries for both the Democratic and Republican parties 
begins Tuesday, Feb. 21.

Lieutenant Governor, Democrat: Dems on horseback? 

Of the three Dems vying for the right to be rolled by incumbent David Dewhurst in 
November, only former state rep Benjamin Z. Grant has political experience. He was 
another of the “Dirty 30” reformers (with gov candidate Bob Gammage and Comptroller 
candidate Fred Head) who fought the Lege leadership 30 years ago - his campaign Web 
site (www.benzgrant.org) features him riding to the Capitol on horseback. Maria Luisa Alva- 
rado, Austin social worker and Air Force veteran, is currently best known for being the 
sister of Felix Alvarado, the Fort Worth middle school principal who was also running for 
governor - until his filing check bounced. Adrian de Leon, still very low profile, owns a 
business in Carrizo Springs. - M.K. 

Agriculture Commissioner, Democrat: Un-Stapled 

GOP state Sen. Todd Staples, fresh from carrying re-redistricting in the Senate, has been 
anointed to succeed Susan Combs (running for comptroller), but he’ll be opposed by one 
of two Democrats with ag backgrounds. Hank Gilbert, a rancher from Whitehouse (near 
Tyler) and president of the Walnut Grove Water Supply Co., says he wants to be only a 
Texas “ag man” with no higher political aspirations. Koecadee Melton, currently an 
environmental coordinator with Halliburton/KBR in Iraq, has held various state agency 
posts since beginning his career as an agriculture inspector under Jim Hightower; he’s 
also a vice-president in the Texas Coalition of Black Democrats. - M.K. 

Court of Criminal Appeals, Presiding Judge, Republican: 

Hang 'em medium 

Incumbent Sharon Keller, notorious for her enthusiasm for the death penalty and her 
indifference to the right to effective counsel, again faces moderate colleague Tom Price, who 
has called for a moratorium until the state fixes its crime-lab crisis, at least in Houston, 
and has also supported action against the underlying causes of crime. In the GOP primary, 
that sounds like rampant liberalism, which in this crowd generally spells defeat. - M.K. 

Court of Criminal Appeals, Place 8, Republican: Keel's haul 

This race got plenty of early ink when challenger Terry Keel, late of House District 47, 
managed to get both incumbent Charles Holcomb and candidate Robert Francis kicked 
off the ballot for petition irregularities. A GOP court reinstated them - what are a few 
election rules among friends? - and if there’s no backlash, the race will turn on whether 
Keel has established sufficient statewide name recognition to uproot a one-time, 72-year-old 
incumbent who would be required to retire at 75, before his six-year term ends. - M.K 


State House, District 47, 
Republican: 

How right can you run? 

If you’re a Republican running for 
District 47, the way to distinguish your- 
self from the pack is not to - how else 
to explain the frontrunner status of Bill 
Welch? The five candidates - Welch, 
Alex Castano, Terry Dill, Rich Phillips, 
and Dick Reynolds - share similar (iden- 
tical?) campaign themes: They each ape 
Gov. Perry’s call to spend more money 
in the classroom (and not on wasteful 
incidentals like buses, counselors, infra- 
structure, etc.), support cutting proper- 
ty taxes, an anti-choice agenda, and the 
(non-Perry-esque) belief that toll roads 
border on the blasphemous - in other 
words, pushers of the GOP party plat- 
form all, with added emphasis on the 
District 47 hot buttons of education 
and transportation. 

Yet Welch has won the endorsement 
of Sal Costello’s anti- toll People for 
Efficient Transportation PAC (his “Roads 
Yes. Tolls No.” billboard likely helped, 
as would have “Free Money”) and the 
Texas Association of Realtors, one sus- 
pects, by burnishing his relatively mod- 
erate credentials (e.g., a stint on the 
Barton Springs/Edwards Aquifer Conser- 
vation District) with his recent Air Force 
tour in Iraq and Afghanistan. Meanwhile, 
at a recent forum Welch smartly skipped, 
Castano, Dill, Phillips, and Reynolds all 
raced to the right of one another in rigor- 
ous defense of Fetal-, Zygote-, and 
Blastocyst-Americans - not necessarily a 
good look for the swing district. Real 
estate maven Castano and business 
development czar Phillips are looking to 
outflank each other on the issue, each 
posting endorsements from abortion 
foes, while former pro golfer and new- 
comer Dill remains vague on most 
everything. Reynolds, a former state rep 
from Dallas, has little campaign pres- 
ence to speak of. - Wells Dunbar 


State House, District 47, Democrat: 

Inside baseball 


When Jason Earle 
declared for the House 
seat now vacated by 
Republican incumbent 
Terry Keel (who is aim- 
ing for a seat on the 
Court of Criminal 
Appeals), he seemed 
to be the de facto front- 
runner, if only because 
of the name recogni- 
tion of his dad, Travis 
Co. District Attorney 
Ronnie Earle. There 



was some strategic 
grumbling that the 
Earle name might hurt 
in a swing district that 
has recently gone 
Republican, although 
that seemed frankly petty. Ro V ce LeMo1ne Vatinda Bolto " 
Then Barton Hills neighborhood and health care activist 
Valinda Bolton jumped into the race, and things got more 
interesting - now there’s a fierce battle over endorse- 
ments, and Bolton seems currently ahead among high- 
profile activist Dems, while Earle is winning the battle of 
band-sucking animated Web lists. On the issues, the two 
are frankly in the same neighborhood, although Earle is 
coyly emphasizing economic development and “family 
friendly” values while Bolton hits on schools, health care, 
and open government. 

Running as underdogs - and still going begging in the 
endorsement hunt - are Eric Beverly, a former House legis- 
lative analyst currently in the Office of Rural Community 
Affairs, and Royce LeMoine, an Austin native and local 
attorney. Not radically distinct on the issues from Earle and 
Bolton, Beverly has emphasized “cleaning House” via cam- 
paign finance reform, and LeMoine, from a family of educa- 
tors, hopes to increase funding for education, mass transit, 
health care, and public safety. 

With four relatively new candidates and only a month to 
make vivid impressions, this race may be difficult to win 
outright - a run-off would not be a surprise. Since the GOP 
wannabes are equally obscure - maybe more so - the Dems 
are loudly hoping that this district can be a take-back for 
the Party. - M.K. 


Travis Co. Commissioner, Precinct 2, Democrat: 

What have you done for us lately? 

Although Sarah Eckhardt is personally a political newbie, her 
family has a legacy of public service, notably that of her late 
father, Bob Eckhardt, a former state representative and U.S. 
Congressman and co-founder of The Texas Observer. For her first 
foray, eight-year assistant Travis Co. attorney Eckhardt is look- 
ing to unseat former television reporter turned three-term 
incumbent Commissioner Karen Sonleitner, in an already con- 
tentious campaign. Eckhardt says she opposes tolls on existing 
roads and promises to protect the county’s “neighborhoods, 
environment, and quality of life.” Her enthusiasms (environ- 
mental protection and better land-use management) and 
annoyances (tolls and re-redistricting) read like a laundry list of 
progressive Austin politics - indeed much like incumbent 

Sonleitner’s priorities. But 
Eckhardt argues that 
Sonleitner simply hasn’t 
done enough to promote 
those common goals. For 
example, she points out 
that Sonleitner voted in 
favor of the toll road pack- 
age, which includes tolls 
on existing roadways.

But blaming Sonleitner for the toll plan has been overblown 
- as a member of the Capital Area Metropolitan Planning 
Organization, like a handful of her none-too-thrilled colleagues, 
Sonleitner saw the vote as a means to map out future transpor- 
tation money without deferring to TxDOT state priorities. 
(Sonleitner also supported floating a gas-tax option as a toll 
road alternative, a proposition supported by anti-tollsters.) And 
Sonleitner fought, successfully, certain portions of the roads 
plan, notably helping to ensure that the Wells Branch neighbor- 
hood would have toll-free access to MoPac. Moreover, she notes 
that she was a “leader” in the ultimately successful effort to 
align SH 130 eastward and away from established neighbor- 
hoods. Additionally, Sonleitner stresses her commitment to the 
environment - since she’s been on the court, Sonleitner notes, 
the county has acquired a record number of acres (7,623) for 
parks, open space, flood plain buyouts, and preserve lands, and 
the county has secured $64 million in federal grants for the 
Balcones Canyon Preserve. -Jordan Smith 

Travis Co. Commissioner, Precinct 4, Democrat: 

Southeast showdown 

Incumbent Margaret Gomez and Travis Co. Deputy Constable 
Yolanda Montemayor are battling to represent southeast Travis 
Co. on the Commissioners Court. Gomez, vice-chair on Capital 
Metro’s board of directors, she didn’t win many friends among 


bus drivers during the recent labor standoff when she argued 
that state law prevents the board from getting directly involved. 
She says she encouraged bargaining, but that she “didn’t want 
to interfere with the workers’ contract in any way.” Gomez also 
advocates exploring the possibility of outsourcing the county’s 
tax collection functions. “We’re representing the public, the 
taxpayers, and we want to do the best job possible,” she said. 

Montemayor said she is against privatizing tax collection and 
that she thinks the county is doing a fine job on its own. Before 
becoming a deputy constable in Precinct 4 Constable Maria 
Canchola’s office in 2002, she worked briefly for the Hays Co. 
Sheriff’s Department, and before that, for 10 years as a Travis 
Co. deputy sheriff. She was a crime-prevention specialist, basi- 
cally functioning as a liaison between the community and the 
department and said she learned that a good amount of citizens’ 
complaints weren’t crime-related, but concerned quality of life. 
“That really opened my eyes,” she said. She wants to be proac- 
tive in addressing southeast Travis County’s issues. For example, 
she noted that she saw and heard complaints about roaming 
dogs all the time as a deputy constable, but that it wasn’t until 
an 8-year- old girl was mauled by a pack of unleashed dogs that 
commissioners enacted a leash ordinance. She wants to make a 
point of keeping her office accessible, and would take time to 
hold community forums on issues of importance to southeast 
Travis Co. - Cheryl Smith

Sorry We Missed Church

Driving 19th Street in Lubbock alongside the 
sprawling edifices of Texas Tech, the little tin- 
can car in front of me sported quite a bumper 
sticker: SORRY WE MISSED CHURCH, WE 
WERE BUSY/LEARNING WITCHCRAFT AND 
BECOMING LESBIANS. 

That bumper sticker wont cost you in Los 
Angeles or Austin, but it takes rare nerve to 
paste those words on your tail in the Bible Belt. 
(Lubbock has, I am told, more churches per capi- 
ta than any city anywhere.) The tin can had Texas 
plates, and any Texan knows that sticker won’t 
be taken lightly around here. I had to see who 
was driving that car. I pulled up alongside. The 
driver and her passenger were women of about 
18, maybe 20. They wore tractor hats or maybe 
baseball caps, with brims pulled backwards, and 
they were laughing. They didn’t notice me salute 
them, and they couldn’t know that I was think- 
ing, Next to these kids, I’m a wuss. 

I write under the ever-flimsier protection 
of the First Amendment. They drive around a 
famously right-wing town daring anyone to say 
them nay. 

Those young women surely know that cops 
may pull them over on any pretext. And they 
must know that - coming out of a movie, say 
- they might find their car surrounded by a 
gaggle of repressed guys in desperate need to 
prove themselves real men. To the surprise 
of many, Brokeback Mountain is playing in 
Lubbock - the sight of a cowboy hat will never 
be quite the same, will never quite mean what 
it used to mean. There are lots of cowboy hats 
hereabouts, many no doubt a little less sure 
of their image because of Brokeback Mountain 
(they won’t see the film, but they’ll see the pre- 
views). Insecure cowboy wannabes won’t take 
that sticker lightly. But, unlike most Americans 
these days, those young women weren’t letting 
fear set their limits. 

Your freedom may be backed by law, but 
your freedom can’t be given you by law. You 
give it to yourself by how far you’re willing to 
go. You give it to yourself by what stakes you’re 
willing to play for. Do your loved ones - or 
your town, or your country - limit how free 
you are by what they can and cannot tolerate? 
How much of that are you willing to take? Is 


your freedom limited by your own fear? In 
this case, the freedom we’re talking about is 
basic: the freedom to be oneself. That’s what 
these women were putting to the test - testing 
themselves, testing their society. And risking 
all kinds of hell to do it. East and West Coast 
writers pontificating about “the red states” 
don’t imagine that those very states are also 
places of the purest rebellions, where rebels 
walk their talk on tightropes. 

I wear a hat, a beat-up kind of fedora, and I 
took it off to those women - and said a prayer 
for their protection. (They may miss church, 
but church shouldn’t miss them.) 

During World War I, the hunchbacked 
piano-playing intellectual Randolph Bourne 
was hounded literally to death for wondering 
such things as whether, in a time when all the 
bullying forces of society were bent on useless 
destruction, there were any “desperate spiritual 
outlaws” with “a lust to create.” That question 
is still important, and here were two spiritual 
outlaws making a desperate move, standing up 
for creativity as well as lust, through a medium 
more immediate - and hence more dangerous 
- than any essay or e-mail: the bumper sticker. 

It is the signature of our era that we live in a 
world so unstable that its limits may be tested 
merely by a bumper sticker - or, as in Europe 
and Islam right now, by a cartoon. 

There were other bumper stickers on that 
street, bumper stickers I see wherever I drive 
(which is saying a lot, because in the last 
19 months I’ve driven 40 of the contiguous 
48 states): USA #1, UNITED WE STAND, 
SUPPORT OUR TROOPS, PROUD TO BE AN 
AMERICAN. But many of us can remember 
when we never saw such stickers, and for good 
reason. When the United States seemed really 
united (give or take someone’s ethnicity or 
race), the average person felt no need to bray 
“United We Stand.” When the United States 
was really dominant you never heard people 
proclaim “USA #1!” The whole world knew 
we were No. 1, the Soviet Union was No. 2, 
and nobody came in third. When we really 
supported our troops - giving combat soldiers 
and vets all they needed - you never saw 
stickers pleading for their support. A country 


convinced its wars are righteous doesn’t have 
to convince itself to support its troops. 

And PROUD TO BE AN AMERICAN? For 
many, that phrase has become an incantation 
to ward off the demons of our time and deny 
the darkness in our national identity. I am 
proud to be an American, and always have 
been, because, more than most nations, our 
history is the record of demons we’ve battled 
within ourselves as a people; win or lose, the 
courage, dignity, and nobility demonstrated in 
these struggles is something to be proud of. 
Like any nation, we’ve been as bad as we’ve 
been good, but unlike any other nation, we 
have been original from the start, in our form 
of government, our engineering and inven- 
tions, our arts, and the never-before- tried 
experiment of mingling ethnicities - that’s a 
lot to be proud of. But hiding or ignoring our 
sins behind PROUD TO BE AN AMERICAN is 
merely shame turned inside out. 

Our national self-doubt and self-conflict are 
nothing new; they’ve been going on, in one 


form or another, since before 1776. What is 
relatively new, in the last 40 years or so, is a state 
of confused and conflicted values that leave us, 
as a people, with no shared means by which 
to measure our actions. Now we actually argue 
about whether torture is justified, or whether it’s 
right to spy on Americans without warrants, or 
whether it’s right to invade a country that has 
not attacked us. The answer to those questions 
- no, no, and no - would have been obvious to 
nearly every American 50 years ago, right and 
left alike. Now, in an increasingly complex world, 
what is obvious to one faction is blasphemy to 
another - which means that nothing is obvious. 

Stirling Silliphant saw evidence of this disso- 
lution of values as early as 1962, when he wrote 
the Route 66 episode “Go Read the River”: 
“Do you know what’s right, what’s wrong? 
Somehow, somewhere, a simple beautiful thing, 
a single morality, a single set of standards, was 
smashed like an atom into 10 million pieces. 
And now - now what’s right for a man can 
be wrong for his business, what’s right for his

the world.” We are being tom apart by this state 
of uncertainty Most people simply can’t stand 
it - and, unable to stand it, many insist fanati- 
cally upon their proclaimed certainties in order 
to bear their unadmitted uncertainty 

It isn’t that post-9/11, Americans are hun- 
gry to be safe; it’s that post-9/11, Americans 
are hungry to be certain. Bush/Cheney & Co. 
know how to imitate certainty. The people 
who love them, that’s what they love them 
for: Bush/Cheney seem certain. To people who 
crave certainty, no logical or factual argument 
can stand against this administration’s imper- 
sonation of certainty.

LA FOLLIA'S MUSICAL 
MOONLIGHTING: Composers 
who didn't quit their day jobs 

When you think of the folks who wrote 
classical music, you probably think of guys 
in powdered wigs who were court compos- 
ers or music directors for a church - you 
know, professional musicians. But this 
week La Follia, the ensemble that has been 
playing Baroque music for Austin for a quar- 
ter of a century, aims to show that there 
were a lot more folks writing that music 
than you think. In the concert Musical 
Moonlighting, La Follia focuses on Baroque 
compositions by people who spent their 
days working in fields other than music. 

“The repertoire that we can draw on for 
any concert is huge,” says Stephanie 
Prewitt, who sings mezzo soprano in the 
collective ensemble. “We brainstorm every 
year about what concert themes to use, 
and I think this one was proposed by our 
tenor, Chris LeCluyse. Chris loves lute 
songs by Constantijn Huygens. Huygens 
was not a professional musician, he was a 
diplomat. And I think that’s what made 
Chris ask himself what other composers 
had day jobs.” 

More than a few did, actually. In addition to Huygens, the program 
will include pieces by a solider killed in battle, the Mother Superior 
of a convent, a civil servant, a scientist and, of course, a lawyer. “We 


have a piece by a woman named Anna 
Bon who we don’t know anything about,” 
says Prewitt. “All we have is three pieces 
that she wrote in her teens. The fact that 
she was a woman in that time tells us 
that, more than likely, she was not con- 
sidered a professional. We slip in Vivaldi 
as well. He definitely earned his living as 
a musician, but he also was a priest.” 

At least one of the members of La 
Follia who will be playing the concert has 
a day job. “Marcus McGuff, who plays 
our flute, teaches mathematics at Austin 
Community College,” says Prewitt. But 
make no mistake, this is a group of pro- 
fessional musicians playing instruments 
you may not have heard of, such as the 
theorbo, along with ones you have, such 
as the violin and the harpsichord, and 
playing a music as intricate and creative 
as any ever played. “Now, classical musi- 
cians as a whole are very strict,” Prewitt 
says, “taking the score as the absolute 
Bible truth and not messing with it, but 
that wasn’t true in the Baroque. People 
put things together from context. We 
often play pieces with whatever instru- 
ments we have at hand because they did 
that, too. It’s sometimes improvisatory, it 
gives you a lot of freedom to create as 
you go, and that’s part of what makes it fun.” - Barry Pineo

The 
show is quite the phenomenon; its original production has 
been running almost 10 years in Minneapolis and spawned a 
San Diego production that’s in its ninth season. On the heels 
of its Austin premiere is the return of Pat Hazell, onetime 
Seinfeld writer who relocated to Austin after the success of 
his solo show The Wonder Bread Years at the State. This time 
out, he brings Bunk Bed Brothers, a collaboration with Seinfeld 
colleague Matt Goldman in which two brothers share an eve- 
ning in their childhood bedroom and reminisce about their past. 
The comedy runs May 31 to June 18. Also returning is Steven 
Tomlinson with his highly praised monologue American Fiesta 
in a summer revival, July 19 through August 6. That’s a world 
of changes, but the State has left old Will in the world: The 
scheduled production of Shakespeare’s beloved comedy Twelfth 
Night, produced in partnership with the UT Department of Theatre 
& Dance, will open as planned Friday, Feb. 17 with preview 
performances on Feb. 15 and 16. For more information, call

AMERICAN REPERTORY ENSEMBLE: 

"You got dance in my classical." 

"You got classical in my dance." 

Classical musicians may often play for dancers, and dancers perform 
with classical musicians, but when it comes to organizations, they typi- 
cally go their separate ways. Symphony and chamber groups here, ballet 
and dance troupes there, and never the twain shall meet. Well, not so 
with the newly formed American Repertory Ensemble. Figuring dance and 
music to be two great tastes that taste great together, the folks behind 
ARE are out to bring those art forms together in an organizational pea- 
nut-butter cup. 

Heading this new enterprise are, quite naturally, a choreographer and 
a composer. David Justin is artistic director of Dance Repertory Theatre 
and a professor in the UT Department of Theatre & Dance. Rob Deemer 
chairs the composition department at the University of Oklahoma, but he 
just completed his doctorate in composition at UT, where he assistant 
directed the New Music Ensemble. Together, they hatched the idea of 
this cross-disciplinary ensemble developing programs of shorter works 
from Stravinsky and Brahms to Costello and, well, Deemer, as well as 
from Balanchine to Robbins to Justin, and touring them nationally and 
internationally. Joining ARE’s roster of artists for its inaugural season of 
concerts at One World Theatre, free performances for students of the 
American Ballet Theatre Summer Intensive at UT, and a summer tour to 
Amsterdam and the Edinburgh Fringe Festival are the Tosca String Quartet, 
pianist Michelle Schumann, and 10 dancers from across the country. 

To generate some support for its debut, ARE is hosting First Taste, an 
evening that offers a little something for the appetite (wine and hors 
d’oeuvres) and, more to the point, a sampling of the company’s artistic 
wares: music by Schumann and the Tosca String Quartet, and two works 
by Justin, performed by Christine Winkler and John Welker, principal danc- 
ers from the Atlanta Ballet. - R.F.

STELLA ADLER AND THE 
AMERICAN THEATER: 

Changing the course of acting 

As an actor, the young Marlon Brando was 
energy and desire set on a tight spring, 
coiled like no one before him. He trained with 
Stella Adler. So did Warren Beatty, Martin 
Sheen, Harvey Keitel, and Robert De Niro. 

Put those names together, and you have 
much of the last century in American cinema. 

Adler, who came from a theatrical family, 
started as an actor but ended as an icon of 
American acting. You can see it not just in film, 
but in Austin right now. In the 1930s, Adler 
was a member of the Group Theatre, which 
pioneered the idea of the ensemble acting 
company. Local stage companies such as 
Salvage Vanguard Theater, Rude Mechs, and 
Bedlam Faction are founded on the same 
principles, and even local companies not rec- 
ognized as ensemble companies, such as the 
Zachary Scott Theatre Center and Austin 
Playhouse, have groups of actors identified 
with them. Adler also was the only American 
actor ever to train with Konstantin Stanislavsky, 
the man most responsible for the modern 
evolution in acting. Adler incorporated his 
unique and, at the time, wholly new approach, 
now known as “the Method,” into the theory 
she taught to three generations of actors at 
the Stella Adler Acting Studio. 

In 2004, UT’s Harry Ransom Center acquired 
the complete archive of Stella Adler, a body 
of work that documents the arc of American 
acting in the 20th century. This week, as part 
of the HRC’s Signature Series, her life and 
work will be showcased in a two-day sympo- 
sium, Stella Adler and the American Theater. 
On Friday, Feb. 17, at 7pm, Charlotte Canning 
and Lucien Douglas, associate professors in 
the UT Department of Theatre & Dance, will 
re-create Adler herself using the technique 
she pioneered. On Saturday, Feb. 18, at 2pm, 
Mary Moody Northen Theatre Artistic Director 
Ev Lunning Jr., who took master classes from 
Adler at Yale in the late Sixties, will screen 
video from the archive and discuss his per- 
sonal experiences as a young actor learning 
from Adler. Both events will occur at the HRC, 
21st and Guadalupe streets. Then, at 7pm 
on Saturday in the Texas Union Theatre, Peter 
Bogdanovich, also an Adler student, will do a 
Q&A hosted by the Chronicle's own Robert 
Faires, followed by a screening of Bogdanovich’s 
breakthrough directorial effort, The Last Picture 
Show. All these events are free and open to the 
public.

The Next Steps 

Ballet Austin seeks out tomorrow's Balanchines 
with a new and unique choreographic showcase

They’re out there already, working out their 
fresh moves, developing the original steps that 
will change the form of dance in the coming 
generation, the Martha Grahams and George 
Balanchines and Deborah Hays of tomorrow 
They’re busily transforming the art of chore- 
ography today, and yet they’re largely hidden 
from our view They work under the radar 
in storefront studios and warehouse theatres 
and low-rent lofts, where their explorations in 
movement may be seen by a few dozen people 
at best. So if these artists are to influence the 
direction of dance, how do they make that 
leap to a larger audience, to the national stage, 
where their evolutionary efforts can be more 
broadly appreciated? 

Ballet Austin has an idea, and this week the 
company is bringing it to the stage. Two parts 
Arthouse exhibition and one part American 
Idol , this program brings a trio of the country’s 
sharpest new dance makers to Austin, has 
each set a piece on company dancers, presents 
them all publicly, and has professional jurors 
and audiences vote on their favorites (with 
cash prizes being awarded). New American 
Talent/Dance takes its title from Arthouse’s 
annual juried exhibition showcasing, well, new 
American talent. For 20 years, Texas’ statewide 
visual arts association has been soliciting work 
from emerging artists all across the country, 
having an art-world professional pack some 
of the most outstanding work into one show, 
and sending it on tour for a couple of years. 
The program has given young creators invalu- 
able exposure. If that could work so well for 
early-career painters and sculptors, wondered 
Ballet Austin artistic director Stephen Mills, 
why couldn’t something similar work for the 
country’s choreographers? 


So he set about creating a comparable show- 
case for dance. Despite his company’s name, 
Mills didn’t want this to be limited to ballet. 
“Ballet, modern, tap, whatever, as long as the 
work was solid and the proposal was strong 
and interesting,” he says. As with Arthouse’s 
program (and American Idol , for that matter), 
the showcase would start with an open call for 
entries and use professional jurors to deter- 
mine the finalists. It was important to Mills 
that the finalists be rewarded financially: “I 
think the craft of making dances is in sort of a 
precarious place right now, because of lack of 
funding, because audiences seem to be shrink- 
ing. Money is always at the heart of it.” But he 
wasn’t all that keen on reducing the work to a 
winner- takes-all competition. “I decided to set 
the prizes up so that it wasn’t one artist receiv- 
ing all the money or a ranking of first, second, 
third, meaning one is less valuable than the 
other,” he says. So each of the three jurors will 
be given $5,000 to award to the choreogra- 
pher of his or her choice. And on top of that, 
at each performance, the audience will get to 
vote on its favorite, with the popular choice 
receiving $1,000. “So there’s a possibility that 
everyone will receive the same prize money,” 
says Mills. 

Applicants were asked to write about the 
work that they wanted to make for the com- 
pany and about how they thought this project 
might be significant to them and their future. 
Most importantly, they were asked to submit 
two samples of their work, each 10 minutes 
in length, the reasoning being, says Mills, that 
“anyone can find a minute’s worth of great 
material in a horrible piece, so we asked them 
to send 10 minutes of work, two samples of 
that, that best reflected what they did.”

The company didn’t really know what kind 
of response to expect for its inaugural talent 
search, but it was pleasantly surprised when a 
couple of ads in international dance publica- 
tions drew a full 50 applications. Equally sur- 
prising was the variety of dance styles among 
the applicants. “It was all over the map as far 
as what people were already doing and what 
they were interested in doing,” says Mills. 
“You know, we’re called Ballet Austin, but 
we only received two submissions from ballet 
choreographers. All the other ones were from 
contemporary choreographers - some very 
contemporary” Mills isn’t entirely sure why 
the contemporary work so far outweighed the 
ballet work. “I like to think that the reputation 
of the company around the nation at large is 
that we’re a contemporary ballet company,” he 
theorizes. But then he adds, less optimistically, 
“I fear perhaps that ballet choreographers are 
not progressing at the rate that contempo- 


rary choreographers are. When you say ballet, 
people put themselves in a little category, and 
it too often becomes Balanchine derivative or 
Petipas derivative, without a clear idea.” 

A team at Ballet Austin winnowed the 50 
applications down to six, which were for- 
warded without labels to the three jurors 
- Virginia Johnson, editor-in-chief of Pointe 
Magazine; John Meehan, director of American 
Ballet Theatre’s Studio Company; and Dwight 
Rhoden, artistic director of Complexions - so 
they could make a blind selection of the final- 
ists. They narrowed the field to three - Thang 
Dao and Thaddeus Davis of New York, and 
Sonya Delwaide of Berkeley, Calif. - but as 
Mills notes, what an eclectic group of three: 
“One is an African-American who does a lot 
of work en pointe. Another artist, his family 
escaped Vietnam at the end of the war and 
moved to the States, and he’s going to NYU, 
getting his master’s degree. The other is a 
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female choreographer from Quebec who has 
moved to the States, has married, and started 
to raise her family here. So it’s really diverse 
and really interesting to talk to these people 
about why they make work.” (See also “The 
Talent” sidebar.) 

Since last October, each finalist has come to 
Austin for a 10-day residency to set his or her 
work on the Ballet Austin company. And those 
visits have tempted the company director away 
from his desk more than once. “I sneak away 
sometimes to go up and just watch” says Mills. 
“I know that I make them nervous when I go 
sit, so I try not to sit very much. But I try to 
find ways to be in the studio and watch how 
they do it, because it’s interesting to me just 
as a dance maker. It’s interesting to know how 
other people do it. Thang is very young. Sonya 
is older. Thaddeus is between the two of them. 
Thaddeus has made a lot of work. Sonya has 
made less. Thang has made almost nothing. So 
to me it’s really interesting to watch them in 
the studio.” 

Mills notes that the company has never 
before had three choreographers all making 
new work at the same time. “It’s a very labori- 
ous process,” he says. “So that in itself has 
been a challenge.” But he speaks with pride of 
the way his dancers have met that challenge. 
“I think that my dancers are actually two steps 
ahead of any choreographer that comes in, 
because they know the difficulties in making 
new work. So they anticipate what’s going to 
happen and are ready to react. I don’t have 
any dancers who sit back and wait for it to 
happen.” Those are qualities that the artistic 
director hopes have grown out of his own 
work with the company. “I like for people to 
be involved mentally, not just physically. I like 
for them to be emotionally attached to what 
it is that they’re doing and have an emotional 
investment in the work,” he says. “I hope that 
I’ve been able to cultivate that along the way 
so that when people come in from outside, 
they’re anxious to be a part of the process, 
which perhaps isn’t their process. They’re 
interested to know how other choreographers 
do it. I’m very proud to work with these 
people. They give me everything I need when 
we’re in that studio, so I trust that they’re giv- 
ing the same to these choreographers.” A beat. 
“They better be.” 

This week will tell the tale as the company 
presents all three new works for four perfor- 
mances at the Paramount Theatre. The order 
of the dances will be shuffled every show to 
minimize the effect of their placement on the 
audience response - which will be measured 
at the end of each performance via special 
call-in numbers that audience members with 
cell phones will be able to dial to register their 
approval for one of the three dances. After a 
quick tally of votes, a cash award will be given 
to the crowd’s choreographer of choice. 

Mills notes that there’s no dance show- 
case or competition quite like this in North 
America. Ballet Austin has come up with some- 
thing new to connect more people to dance 
- which seems all the more fitting when the 
dance itself is new, too. ■

SHORT STORY CONTEST 


There was very little doubt. 

In articulating their enthusiasm for “Chlorine,” a story 
about a brother and sister who visit their aunt in Iowa, 
“hermetically sealed in her own biosphere of exotic compe- 
tence,” this year’s judges chose words like “voice,” “funny,” 
“idiosyncratic,” “fantastic,” “charming,” “wonderful,” “play- 
ful,” and, ultimately and more often than not, “favorite.” 

But I’m getting ahead of myself. In writing this, now 
and in years past, I (and others before me) attempt to 
demystify the process of our contest and provide some 
level of transparency as to how our judges decide on the 
winners. But there wasn’t much mystery when it came to 
this year’s first-place story. Four out of five judges all but 
agreed upon sitting down at El Chile Cafe y Cantina for 
dinner, drinks, and deliberation on Feb. 6: “Chlorine” was 
the best of the 10 finalists (austinchronicle.com/issues/ 
dispatch/2006-02-10/books_newsprint.html), and it would 
lead the pack wire to wire. This isn’t unprecedented, but I 
wouldn’t call it common, either. 

More common was what took place in deciding which 
stories would round out the five in the money, as it 
were, and in what order. For a couple of hours, Robert 
Byington, Doug Dorst, Elizabeth Harris, Clay 
Smith, and Dao Strom exchanged observa- 
tions, theories, opinions, and outlooks 
on how certain stories would represent 
the paper in the eyes of its reader- 
ship. Flow readers would respond. 

Frequently, this question and others 
would be answered with more ques- 
tions - more musings on notions of 
regionalism, arcs, strides, and sensi- 
bility, and, maybe most crucially, expec- 
tation in the harsh light of execution. 

Dorst, for instance, wondered whether 
it was unfair to demand that each effort 
conform to a false dichotomy of humor 
vs. gravity just because many had. The lone 
dissenter on “Chlorine” - he still slotted it as 
his second-place story - Dorst favored “Mojo Nixon 
Is God” for its “tone, flow, and tighter, more controlled 
prose.” Strom agreed, admiring how its structure “han- 
dled its weird premise” of a woman refusing to correct a 
botched breast implant even though it might kill her. But 
she stuck with “Chlorine”: “It’s not about anything huge, 
but it has a heart, and it doesn’t try to shock you. I lean 
toward stories like that, about everyday things, told this 
well.” “Mojo Nixon Is God,” after mounting a short-lived 
charge on “Chlorine,” would fall back and finish third after 
spirited discussion. 

Claiming second was “That One Sad One,” which 
shows a struggling country singer at an unfamiliar bar lis- 
tening to two old-timers take turns singing George Jones 
songs on a karaoke machine “I think there’s a great story 
in here,” Dorst said. “The first two pages were maybe 
my favorite two pages of any.” But he didn’t even have 
the piece in his top three. Who did? Strom, Harris, and 
Byington, with one calling it “priceless.” This adjective 
would prove to be enough of an edge, and “That One Sad 
One” sailed near the top. 

Smith, meanwhile, clung to “An Unfit Man,” one of our 
two honorable mentions, because “we look to fiction 
to help us imagine things we might not have imagined 
ourselves,” and when he looked for it among the final- 
ists, one of the places in which he found it was here. For 
Byington, who also advocated for “An Unfit Man,” the day 
in the life of a man battling prostate cancer on top of his 


midlife crisis represented the “most assured writing that 
I ran across.” For his part, Dorst refused to give in on 
“Flow to Make a Pinata,” a companion to “An Unfit Man” 
in both subject matter - a single mother with Stage IV 
cancer prepares herself to prepare her daughter for life 
without her - and eventual honorable mention status. Fie 
loved how it made “nice associative movements without 
lingering for too long.” Several judges read aloud its 
“many wonderful lines.” 

“Flow to Make a Pinata,” which is wonderful part and 
parcel, was authored by a poet, Jenny Browne, so it’s no 
surprise that a group of people would be compelled to 
share some of her more resonant sentiments. Martin 
FI. Boozer wrote “An Unfit Man.” Susan Shields, who 
won the 2000 Austin Chronicle Short Story Contest, 
wrote “Mojo Nixon Is God,” and Will Furgeson, a final- 
ist last year, “That One Sad One.” We announced all of 
this Wednesday, Feb. 15, at BookPeople, just before we 
revealed “Chlorine’”s Gail Miller, of Albuquerque, N.M., as 
our favorite. 

It should be said that all but one of the readers and 
judges knew the contenders only by story title 
and substance until after final decisions 
were made. I learned the authors’ 
names only in alerting them of their 
finalist berths - immediately pre- 
ceding that notification, their sto- 
ries had been plucked and paired 
with their corresponding contact 
information - after which my 
role in any decision-making was 
over and done with. It should 
also be said that you can read 
“Chlorine” here, in print, and that 
you will find “That One Sad One,” 
“Mojo Nixon Is God,” “An Unfit 
Man,” and “Flow to Make a Pinata” 
at austinchronicle.com. You really 
should and you really should. 
Should you not, it’s your loss.

First Place: 'Chlorine' 

Originally from the Shenandoah Valley in Virginia, Gail Miller now resides 
with her husband in Albuquerque, N.M. She is a frequent visitor to Austin, 
where her sister teaches fourth grade at St. Elmo Elementary.

Benjie would have lived in a 
pigpen, like the Prodigal Son, licking up slop 
and sucking the marrow from apple cores, if it 
meant escaping his father. His parents didn’t 
tell him why they were sending them away, but 
Benjie knew. The walls in their house were thin 
and his mother thought she was whispering 
when she wasn’t. His father, the minister, had 
felt up a young parishioner and it was all about 
to explode into a million pieces, raining down 
like flak on the entire family. 

“Aunt Jill needs some help auditing at the 
pool.” “Aunt Jill wants to spend some quality 
time with her niece and nephew.” “Aunt Jill is 
lonely.” Right. 

Aunt Jill was 31, single, and not lonely. 
Benjie thought she was pretty enough to get 
a husband but maybe she scared men.

Sometimes she was stung by Africanized bees, 
other times she got a little too greedy diving 
for pennies. “I’m rich! I’m rich!” she’d yell 
maniacally as the lifeguard pulled her to the 
wall. Benjie wouldn’t do it, of course. It was too 
embarrassing. Nobody drowns at age 14. 

Aunt Jill understood all of this without 
explanation, unlike Benjie’s mother, her sister, 
who practically demanded an affidavit from 
him each time he refused to participate in 
family activities. Like last Fourth of July when 
everyone, his family and half the church, was 
lighting sparklers, eating potato salad, and 
playing bocce ball while he just sat on the deck 
picking brownie gum out of his molars. Paige 
was skipping around the yard, a sparkler in 
each hand, swinging her arms in circles yelling:

In the evenings, Benjie and Paige helped 
Aunt Jill in the garden.

They had 
held hands during the Maquoketa field trip; 
she laughed when he smoked French fries and 
pretended to have emphysema; she gave him a 
cord of taffy wrapped in waxed paper that she 
had pulled herself.

The sinfulness of the scenario made the 
assignment more attractive, but he still felt a 
deep dread rolling in his stomach. What if the 
lifeguard was a girl?

And, then, the ride home - he remembered 
noticing how the golden hair on his arm shot 
straight up from his goosebumps.

He 
had never really noticed it before, but with her 
red eyes and drooping mouth there was a strik- 
ing resemblance.

Through the window, he must have seen 
the Iowa landscape slipping away in lengths of 
mud-caked pig farms, feed mills glinting in the 
sun, and milk-carton farmhouses. Maybe there 
was a fruit stand with fat watermelons stacked 
like logs, or an Amish woman hanging her 
black and green laundry beside a greener field 
of soybeans. But he didn’t remember those 
things specifically. 

He remembered Paige and the Jolly Rancher. 
How she had concentrated intently on remov- 
ing the wrapper. She looked so small and 
pale, fumbling with the candy - so serious. 
It was a distinctly adult expression, nothing 
he had ever seen on her face before. Paige, 
the 8-year-old, was gone. This Paige glanced 
up at him and back down with dull, feverish 
eyes. He remembered that look. Actually he 
remembered telling himself to remember, to 
file it away, because it was important, though 
he couldn’t say why. 

And the last thing, when his aunt turned 
onto the dirt lane leading to her house, may 
have actually happened another day. But he 
thought it was then that he had noticed the 
road stretching out before him, a silver cor- 
ridor between the tall and leafy com, extend- 
ing for long miles, folding in with dust from 
behind. He always thought of roads as ways to 
get somewhere, not as paths through. And he 
wondered if all roads were like that and he had

Plated Safe 

A young chef shines, but with 
a menu short on surprises

34th Street Cafe began life in the Nineties as a friendly neighbor- 
hood lunch spot serving sandwiches, salads, and thin-crust pizzas 
to an appreciative West Austin clientele. In recent years, proprietor 
Eddie Bernal has branched out, adding catering services and din- 
ner hours with a fine dining menu. The cafe is very casual during 
the day: the kind of place where folks order at the counter and 
visit friends among the tables. Evening brings about a transforma- 
tion, as soft lighting; an affordable, food-friendly wine list; and a 
pleasant, professional service staff combine to create a completely 
different restaurant. We were drawn to 34th Street on some early 
February evenings to check chef Justin “Raif” Raiford’s new winter 
menu. Raiford, a Texas Culinary Institute graduate in his early 20s, 
has been generating some positive buzz for his confident com- 
mand of the cafe’s kitchen. 

After dining at 34th Street twice recently, I’d have to say that 
I was more impressed with the execution of the food than the 
menu itself. The dinner menu features a choice of appetizers and 
salads, Tuscan pizzas, small plates, and entrees. The choices are 
literally and culturally all over the place: Caesar Salad, fried oysters 
on potato chips, designer

Perhaps the decade’s top 

trendy signature menu staples are included because the cafe is, at 
its heart, a neighborhood place that tries to keep everyone happy 
The good news is that among the standards there are some deli- 
cious jewels, if you’re willing to seek them out. 

From the appetizer and salad list, I would suggest the Pinot 
Noir Beef Croustade ($9), thinly shaved slices of beef on crusty 
bread with a pungent garlic aioli and a crisp handful of baby winter 
greens in a tangy vinaigrette. This dish is definitely a keeper and 
one I’d order again. The same tangy white balsamic vinaigrette 
dresses the fine Baby Spinach Salad ($7.50), more perfect seasonal 
greens tossed with scallions, red peppers, feta cheese, and toasted 
pecans. Order it now, while good spinach is so plentiful. One of 
our favorite dishes of either evening came from the “small plates” 
section, although we were confused by the fact that items in that list 
are priced comparably with the entrees and the portion sizes were 
smaller in some instances than others. All that being said, my friend 
loved the Petit Harris Ranch Beef Tenderloin ($22): It was cooked 
exactly to her specifications (black and blue), and the side dishes of 
bleu-cheese-creamed spinach and roasted baby potatoes were very 
satisfying. She described it as the “perfect portion” for someone 
who had already enjoyed an appetizer. The Shrimp and Sausage 
Gumbo ($11) from the same small plates list was a deep, hearty 
bowl of bayou goodness with plenty of plump shrimp in a spicy 
blonde roux. With a salad beforehand, it, too, made a full meal. 

There are several tasty treats among the entrees, most notably 
the Lamb Chops ($25) resting against a toothsome scoop of flavor- 
ful barley “risotto,” and the Pork Tenderloin Medallions ($18) in a 
wonderfully astringent sour orange glaze, paired with comforting

garlic mashed potatoes and fresh baby carrots that retained their 
crunch. My gentleman friend who ordered the pork lamented that 
perhaps someone was thinking small plate when they plated his 
meal: The small size of the serving left him wanting more. On 
another evening, I sampled the Veal Porterhouse ($26), which is 
really a tender T-bone cut. Cooked medium rare, the mild-flavored 
meat paired beautifully with an aromatic truffle risotto and crisp 
asparagus. We finished off with dessert selections ($7) provided 
by a company called the Cake Plate. Notable among them were a 
velvety Grand Marnier Orange Meringue Pie and a Key Lime Pie so 
delectably tart it made us pucker. The meringue topping on both 
pies was on the grainy side, but that’s a minor quibble. 

My problems with the conceptual aspect of the 34th Street Cafe 
menu aside, it’s a pleasant spot with an accomplished and profes- 
sional staff, well deserving of its neighborhood popularity. I’m eager 
to monitor young chef Raiford’s development. He’s well-trained and 
talented: Who knows what he’ll accomplish with some years of sea- 
soning to develop his own personal culinary signature? ■ 

BRENTWOOD TAVERN

The stone building that sits at the west end of the Travis County 
Farmers’ Market has housed several restaurants. Given the great 
location, ample parking, and pleasant surroundings, I have never 
understood why it has not been a more popular destination. After 
our recent visits to the Brentwood Tavern, its latest incarnation, I 
have a feeling this one might just be here to stay. 

On first impression, one of my dinning companions likened the 
place to a “miniature, less crowded Shady Grove.” Seeing the old 
Western decor, rustic furniture, and ample tree-shaded patio with a 
large stage, I concurred. Although it is quieter at lunch time, at din- 
ner the place was packed with animated happy-hour revelers, small 
groups of diners, and families with children in a convivial atmosphere. 
Come springtime, this will be the place to hang out after work. 

The menu is straightforward American Southern comfort food. 

The appetizers are predictable yet tasty, and of course, include lots 
of fried goodness. The Tavern Combo ($11.99) is a sample of fried 
stuffed jalapehos, outstanding beer-battered onion rings, crunchy 
fried pickle spears, and “chili con cheesy fries” topped with lots of

The tastiest new international comfort food to hit 
town has to be the Aussie pies at a new spot called 
Boomerang’s (3110 Guadalupe, 380-0032, www.boo 
merangspies.com). Australians eat some 2 billion of 
these savory portable pastries every year, and Texans 
Jack and Emilie Fennel developed a taste for them 
while living Down Under. Now, they’ve brought the pies 
back to Austin and set up shop several blocks north 
of the UT campus. We’ve tried several varieties of the 
ultra-flaky pies, both meat and vegetarian, and found 
them very satisfying. Stop by the shop and sample a 
few pies paired with their big selection of Australian 
beers... In an article titled “The Obsessive’s Guide to 
Coffee,” researchers at Food & Wine magazine recog- 
nize Austin’s own Ruta Maya (3601 S. Congress, 
707-9637) as one of the top five coffee shops in the 
United States. We love it when our local independent 
businesses get the national recognition they 
deserve!... The newest fruit libation on the market is 
PAMA, a vibrant magenta pomegranate liqueur in a 
tall, sophisticated bottle. The press kit suggests add- 
ing PAMA to champagne cocktails and margaritas, but 
I’m betting bartenders all over the country will be com- 
ing up with new concoctions to utilize this beauty... 

The Corona family of Las Palomas (3201 Bee Caves 
Rd. #122, 327-9889, www.laspalomasrestaurant.com) cel- 
ebrated 23 years of serving Interior Mexican cuisine in 
Austin on Valentine’s Day with the debut of their 
recently renovated and expanded dining spaces. 

Private and semiprivate dining rooms are now avail- 
able for special occasions, and they continue to offer 
a weekly live music lineup that includes jazz, maria- 
chis, and classical guitar. \Fe\iz Cumpleahos!... It’s 
pretty well known that Austin has equally large com- 
munities of both foodies and bikies, but what we’re 
less sure about is just how much overlap there might 
be between the two camps. Are there scores of bike- 
riding foodies out there? A healthy contingent of food- 
ies touring on bikes? Well, if there are, the perfect bro- 
chure for you just landed on my desk. A Boston, 

Mass., travel-adventure company called Bike Riders 
Tours (www.bikeriderstours.com) has put together a 
series of very interesting bike and/or walking tours in 
New England, Canada, Ireland, Italy, France, Spain, and 
Portugal, all with mouth-watering culinary components. 
Some of the tours are self-guided, while others include 
the participation of a guest chef, but they all look mar- 
velous. If anyone from here takes one of these tours, I 
want to hear about it. Culinary bike tours of the Texas 
Flill Country probably wouldn’t be a bad idea either.

Brentwood’s signature burger, z 

the Mullet ($8.25), was ® 

everything I had hoped for: a 
thick, juicy, flame-broiled patty slathered with melted 
Swiss, sauteed mushrooms, avocado slices, crispy 
bacon, red onion, lettuce, and tomato. The square- 
shaped buns have a slight sweetness that pairs well 
with the savory filling, and the fries are fresh and hot. 

Although the entree options are few, there is some- 
thing for everyone here, and all are served with a 
choice of two sides. The Chicken-Fried Steak ($8.99) 
is a big, thick, hand-breaded cutlet smothered with 
flavorful gravy. Although we’re not big fans of bone- 
less, skinless chicken, the Brentwood Breast ($8.99) 
is actually very good, well-grilled and topped with 


sauteed mushrooms, grilled 
onions, roasted pepper, and 
garlic pesto and melted 
jack cheese. The Fish Tacos 
($7.99) have the same tasty 
fried fish and toppings as 
the sandwich, except rolled 
in flour tortillas. The sides 
are all very fresh, from the 
dinner salad to the steamed 
broccoli and the yummy garlic 
mashed potatoes. For those 
seeking a lighter entree, the 
large salads should hit the 
spot. The Tex-Mex Salad 
($7.25) is a huge bowl of 
fresh mixed greens topped 
with grilled chicken strips, 
corn kernels, black beans, 
chopped tomato, red onion, 
avocado slices, and shred- 
ded cheese, served with your 
choice of dressing. 

I was disappointed with the 
Tavern Tres Leches ($4.25), 
but that’s what I get for ordering an unimaginative 
and overused dessert. Next time, I’ll try the White 
Chocolate Raspberry Cake ($5.25) with vanilla ice 
cream, although it really is hard to save room for des- 
sert after all the tasty fried things and cold libations. 
Perhaps my only major complaint about the Brentwood 
Tavern is that service is a little too laid-back. It takes 
the friendly but somewhat inexperienced waiters a 
long time to take the orders, and they tend to disap- 
pear and not return to check on the table. But once 
they’ve addressed that, North Austin’s best-kept 
secret will be out. - Claudia Alarcon

Among the many things to love about 
Austin is the fact that this has to be one 
of the best places around for beer lovers. 
Austin is home to several stellar brew pubs, 
dozens of incredible bars with huge banks 
of beers and ales on tap, the glorious Live 
Oak Brewing Company and, best of all for 
us home drinkers, a truly first class bot- 
tler: Independence Brewing Company. 

Located south of Ben White and east of 
1-35, the Independence Brewery is in an 
industrial area where the customer foot 
traffic won’t be too high, but the real 
estate is pretty cheap. The operation is 
the brainchild of Amy Cartwright, the pres- 
ident, and her husband, Rob, nine-year 
veteran and award-winning brewer from 
the Copper Tank. Their goal was to have a 
great, transportable beer. We all have our 
own favorite bar beers (mine is the 
yummy Smithwick’s Ale), but the 
Cartwrights wanted to make a great bot- 
tled beer so the nonfanatics - i.e., the 
people who don’t make their own beer or 
buy it by the keg - could have something 
special at home that hasn’t spent half of 
its life sitting in a 125-degree warehouse. 

Their two main brews are the Indepen- 
dence Pale Ale and the Bootlegger Brown 


Ale. Both ales have the kind of smooth 
drinkability that can lead to multiple-bot- 
tle evenings, so be forewarned. The Pale 
Ale has rich bubbles and a creamy mouth- 
feel along with just enough clean hoppi- 
ness to leave a long-lasting flavor. The 
Bootlegger Brown Ale tastes like some- 
one snuck some Bosco into the mix, it’s 
so chocolaty (don’t worry, they come by 
the flavor naturally by the way they roast 
the malt). Fans of Scottish ales will like 
this, though the Independence version is 
even richer, and, at 6% alcohol, it’s every 
bit as heady. 

Wheat beers are not big sellers in 
Austin. I’ve never understood why; they 
are perfect for our weather. Just serve ice- 
cold and float the thinnest possible slice 
of lemon on top. The Independence 
Freestyle Wheat Beer is delicious, a little 
sweeter and less hoppy than some, which 
may make it easier on the American pal- 
ate. Buy some as soon as it gets hot and 
just try to stop after one or two bottles. 
They also have made a tribute beer to 
their dog, Jasper, called Jasperilla Old Ale. 
It’s not always available, and I haven’t had 
the opportunity to try it. If you find some, 
drink with caution: It’s more than 9% alcohol! 

Independence ales and beer are avail- 
able on tap around town and by the six- 
pack at the Central Markets, Whole Foods, 
most of the Twins, and several others. 
Prices run around $7 for a six-pack.

THE X LIST: THE NATIONAL 
SOCIETY OF FILM CRITICS' 
GUIDE TO THE MOVIES THAT 
TURN US ON 

edited byJami Bernard 
Da Capo, 352 pp., $17.50 (paper) 

When it comes to movies, which ones 
inspire a tingle in your special places? Do 
you lust after Gael Garcia Bernal in YTu 
Mama Tambien? Or does the twinkle in 
Robert Redford’s eye as the Sundance 
Kid make your nether regions quiver? How 
about Connie Nielsen’s patrician despair 
in Gladiator ? Well, friend, you’re not 
alone. When you get more than 40 writers 
talking about films that tickle one’s pink, 
the project necessarily lends itself to 
more than adequate breadth and depth 
regarding the subject matter. The X Lists 
reach is ambitious, covering films from 
the mainstream (Basic Instinct) and the 
fringes (Ayn Rand: A Sense of Life), from 
the buddy flick (Butch Cassidy and the 
Sundance Kid) to good, old-fashioned 
hardcore porn (Deep Throat). For every 
critic present, there is a different reason 
for why these films turn folks on, and who 
is turned on is always up for grabs. 

For Roger Ebert, writing about Beyond 
the Valley of the Dolls (of course), the turn- 
on in question is Russ Meyer’s epic fasci- 
nation with boobies. Amy Taubin of Film 
Comment explicates, quite surprisingly, 
the similarities between Edith Wharton 
and Martin Scorsese, and why he was the 
perfect choice to explore the class-driven 
sexual tensions in his 1993 adaptation of 
The Age of Innocence. Salon’s Stephanie 
Zacharek, in her discussion of the sym- 
bolism of the color green and the crip- 
pling, mind-fucking power of memory, 
actually makes Alfonso Cuaron’s version 
of Great Expectations (starring Ethan 
Hawke and Gwyneth Paltrow) sound like a 
good movie worth another viewing. 

While there is a fair representation of 
the academic here (those familiar with 
Laura Mulvey’s feminist film theory will be 
right at home), this collection of essays is 
accessible to those who appreciate mov- 
ies you can only see on college campuses, 
as well as those appreciated by Joe 
Sixpack, running in perpetuity on basic 
cable. The most interesting thing about 
this collection, however, is its (possibly 
unintended) reminder that in order for us 
to get turned on south of our belts, our 
brains must first be stimulated. Which 
means that, sadly, Deuce Bigalow did not 
make the cut. - Melanie Haupt

with their own voice talent live in 
the theatre. 

Granted, the American voice cast 
includes legendary Texas Chain Saw hitch- 
hiker Ed Neil as the villainous Berg Katse, 
but can watching these disco-suited and 
strikingly coiffed far-out space nuts as an 
adult even approach your own kidhood 
cool factor? 

According to Campbell, the answer is a 
resounding yes: 

“For me and for a lot of people I talk to, 
Gatchaman is just so cool because it was 
always a real solid superhero show,” he 
says. “There wasn’t anything you really had 
to know before you began watching it and, 
of course, it’s got that Seventies retro 
appeal nowadays. Speaking of which, I 
think we’ll be showing this one episode 
where they’re fighting on roller-skates.” 

Oh, dude, sock it to us. Seriously, though, 
for its time - the original episodes were 
produced in Japan in 1972 - the 
Gatchaman series was, if not light years 
ahead, then at the very least years. Before

LA BETE HUMAINE 

Criterion, $29.95 

French master Jean 
Renoir shot La Bete 
Humaine in 1938, just as 
Hitler’s troops were occu- 
pying the Sudetenland 
and Neville Chamberlain 
and his band of appeas- 
ers were bending Europe’s 
back to the whims of the 
Third Reich. So, you’ll for- 
give him for making such 
a dark picture: Not even a great humanist was 
immune to the rising tide of cynicism threatening 
to drown Europe back in those days. 

La Bete Humaine stars Renoir favorite Jean 
Gabin as luckless train conductor Jacques Lantier, 
who falls in love with a murderer’s wife (the impos- 
sibly beautiful Simone Simon) and is tormented 
by violent fevers of the brain. The source of these 
spells is a mystery; for the sake of the story, it’s 
enough to know that they come around from time 
to time, and when they do, it’s best not to be in 
the room. Early in the picture, they inspire Lantier 
to choke his girlfriend half to death in a field of 
high grass, after which he apologizes by blaming 
the murderous fog that descends on occasion to 
addle his brain and transform him into the titular 
beast. “This haze fills my head and twists every- 
thing out of shape,” he says to the poor girl. “I 
start feeling like a mad dog.” 

Fair warning, and yet she tarries. Such is love. 

Filmed in deep, rich (and here, digitally restored) 
blacks and whites and populated by tortured 
characters with dark pasts lurking in shadows, 

La Bete Humaine helped set the table for the far 
more depraved American film-noir movement that 
took over post-war Hollywood in the Forties and 
Fifties. And Gabin and Simon make a perfect pair 
of doomed noir lovers: he the troubled soul terri- 
fied of his own demons, she the victimized femme 
fatale resigned to whatever inevitable tragedy 
awaits her. 

As with all Criterion releases, there’s a generos- 
ity of added features here, including interviews, 
essays, and storyboards. Most fascinating, though 

- perhaps more fascinating than the film itself 

- is a clip from a 1950s French television program 
featuring Simon and Renoir himself, in which the 
aging director leads the viewers through his direc- 
tion of the climactic scene from the film. Renoir 
gently tilts Simon’s head this way and that - her 
intonation this way and that - and guides his star 
through the emotional thicket of his script. Ten 
minutes in the master’s able hand, and Simon, 
some 20 years after the end of principal photogra- 
phy, is once again the young and tragic Severine. 

This clip is no small revelation. How often do 
we get to see a true artist at work, disclosing his 
secrets? And on television, no less. It’s like watch- 
ing Claude Monet reveal the subtleties of blending 
colors or listening to James Joyce pontificate on 
the virtues of this verb versus that. It’s like watch- 
ing Groucho Marx paint on his moustache.

Nerd Burn 

How WEFAIL has succeeded while 
spending way too much time online

AMLI Downtown: The au courant 2nd Street District is dis- 
orienting me, a postmodern melange of polished concrete and 
gleaming corrugation. I’m joking with my interview subject, 
Jordan Stone, breaking the ice as we wind along the AMLI’s 
ground-floor retail, exposed pipes and awning intermingling 
with the scaffolding and construction above, sheet metal cas- 
cading down the condominiums’ fagade. I tell him its futuristic 
look prevented me from discerning if the building housing his 
condo was finished or not - it is, for the most part - but we 
ultimately agreed that the look wasn’t a bug, it was a feature. 

Rough edges run through the work Stone and overseas partner 
Martin Hughes unleash as WEFAIL - as a feature. With a skeletal 
toolbox (Photoshop, Macromedia’s Flash Web animation pro- 
gram, and a pirated audio program) and no formal training on 
Stone’s part, WEFAIL has become Austin’s enfant terrible of Flash 
Web design. With broadband Web connections more utility than 
luxury, and processor power doubling every 18 months, Flash is 
ubiquitous on the Web. And WEFAIL is there, smirking. 

When my time came, however, I dreaded my “tryst” with 
Jordan, “tryst” the piss-taking term he insisted on describing 
our meeting as in one of several e-mails. He wouldn’t talk on the 
phone. It was e-mail only. And, when I received my responses, 
they often went like this: 

How do you break down the work between the two of you? 

“We [use] Google Talk a lot, which usually goes like this: 

‘Hey, Jordan? Are you on?’ 

‘Hello? Hello?’ 

‘I can hear you, are you getting me?’ 

‘No’ 

‘What’s that noise? I can hear static? Is your mic on full volume?’ 

‘Yes I’m eating a Pop-Tart.’” 

In person, unencumbered by pseudo-anonymity, Stone was 
unassuming and forthcoming. Somewhat social-phobic, also; 
he thought his new, not-inexpensive digs at the AMLI, financed 
by his increasingly in-demand work, would lure him outside 
the condo into downtown’s rhythms, but it hasn’t yet. Not even 
newfound proximity to his favorite bar, Oilcan Harry’s, has suc- 
ceeded in pulling him out of the high-rise. For someone with a 
ring on his finger, Jordan’s tried hard to “gay up” his relation- 
ship with Hughes, his partner across the pond in Manchester. 
Their presentation for the Web animators’ conference Flash 
Forward, titled “Fuck a Flash Forward” (www.wefail.com/twats), 
saw the duo bare-chested, dispensing misanthropic advice to 
aspiring designers, following an animated introduction of the 
pair grinding to Erasure. 

The juvenile angle is one of the pair’s self-mythologizing 
antics. The reality’s a little different, however; they met on an 
online Web design message board, bonding over vitriolic cri- 
tiques of lesser sites. Around the same time, Stone, transplanted 
from Houston to Austin in 2001, began designing a site for local 
clothier Best Dressed Kids. If that sounds as exciting as a pair 
of OshKosh dungarees, BestDressedKids.com will dissuade you 
of that notion. A map in a corner of the screen lets browsers 
tour the globe (and BDK’s fashions), yet the site overwhelms. A 
panoply of images crowd the screen, like a well-scrubbed, pho- 
torealistic Hieronymus Bosch, while children model the cloth- 
ing. But they’re not static - they’re breathing. Stone imbues his 
figures with subtle, twitchy motions that give the impression 
of movement, a trademark he’s loathe to call his own, yet one 
that’s unmistakable. 

After a trial-run collaboration, HungOut.com, Stone and 
Hughes launched their flagship site, WeFail.com, a narcotic, 
low-res nightmare. Viewers can simply watch the hilarious

grotesqueries unfold in front of them, such as a mutated Hughes accosting by 
Officer Stone, or travel along the deceptively simple time line at the bottom of 
the screen. A seasick soundtrack of Judy Garland and the Geto Boys lends to 
viewer dislocation, while corrupted speech files take the place of text. The site 
proved that the duo could manage the time-zone differential. “It really works to 
our advantage,” Stone explains, “because you wake up, and someone’s carried 
the ball across. I’m gonna try to do something to make him laugh when he 
wakes up. ... If there’s a thread that goes through our work, it’s making each 
other laugh.” 

Word traveled locally, ultimately drawing the attention of Bob Schneider, 
for whom they created BobSchneiderMusic.com. Stone and Hughes also made 
the video for his single “Captain Kirk,” with Schneider sporting a WEFAIL T- 
shirt beneath his blazer when his head isn’t superimposed on Marilyn Monroe, 
Muhammad Ali, or the titular scenery-chewer. 

“Bob Schneider was a great site and a great first client,” says Stone via e-mail. 
“He didn’t care and let us run. So [it’s] important for the fact that we were able 
to rock the cock right off that site in exactly the manner we saw fit.” Hughes 
elaborated, somewhat dubiously, on Schneider’s payment plan: “He took us into 
the desert one night,” he writes, “and was like, ‘OK boys, the tour starts here; 
we’re about to go through the Bob tunnel. He then pulled out some pan pipes

and a Nicaraguan lizard and made us smoke its 
ass. Crazy days.” 

Schneider’s Lonelyland bandmate Billy Harvey 
followed suit, commissioning BillyHarveyMusic. 
com. It begins with the disheveled rocker deliv- 
ering a video greeting, only to repeatedly flub his 
lines. It’s not the strangest thing going on, either: 
Harvey’s face is superimposed on a purposefully 
rough paper cutout of his head, while he shuffles 
through Polaroids of his pad. It’s only after a 
few minutes you notice his furniture and amps 
in the pictures are also cutouts, photographed, 
de- and reconstructed by Stone with his bar- 
gain-basement digital camera. The two popular 
pages drove traffic to WEFAIL; Stone’s own site, 
SoFake.com (a vertiginous destination wherein 
one pushes further and further inward); and 
Martin-H.com (Hughes’ own site, an increas- 
ingly askew riff on the traditional design firm’s 
page). They also won SXSW Interactive’s music 
site award two years in a row. 

“If there’s any justice,” Stone says, they’ll 
take home a third for Eminem.com this year. 
Interscope Records approached the duo with 
the request and little guidance, save the proviso 
that it was needed posthaste. WEFAIL was sent 
some 500 pages of magazine articles, notes, and 
pre-existing materials. Then, they were let loose. 
The result dismantles the Eminem/Slim Shady/ 
Marshall Mathers trifecta, traveling along a time 
line from his trailer-park roots to a corpulent 
future. Stone says there was online sniping from 
other Flash hounds that the navigation was too 
reminiscent of WEFAIL, yet he defends the con- 
nection as the result of the two being “rolling” 
sites. “If you just leave it put (let’s say you’ve 
got no hands and your helper monkey has 
taken the day off) then the site will still func- 
tion somewhat interestingly in a noninteractive 
fashion,” he writes. “Funny thing is, those two 
sites are the only [sites] I know of that function 
like that. ... Personally, I can live with two dope 
sites functioning with similar mechanics.” 

It’s patently ridiculous getting bent out of 
shape over only two sites on an expanse so lim- 
itless, so futile to encapsulate. Still, such discord 
is symptomatic of the Internet dementia brought 
about by being jacked into your computer far 
too long to be healthy. I’d previously asked the 
pair if they had their own name for this kind 
of thing. The answer, courtesy of Hughes, was 
“nerd bum.” Have the flames enveloped Stone? 
Or has success on his terms led to happiness? “I 
guess I wouldn’t say no,” he says. “You have no 
perspective on your own life. I guess so! I don’t 
know how to answer that.” ■

The Breach

Stop me if you’ve heard this one before: A 
Latino goes to an audition but doesn’t get the 
job because he’s too ethnic. For actor Esai 
Morales, this meant missing out on the role of 
a Latino FBI agent because it was apparently 
too much of a stretch for a Latino to play a 
Latino, according to Felix R. Sanchez, chair- 
man of the National Hispanic Foundation for 
the Arts. 

Sanchez was among several panel- 
ists addressing The New Business of Show 
Business: Developing Diversity in Television 
Programming at the University of Texas on 
Monday. (The recent snowstorm in New York 
kept Morales from appearing at the panel as 
originally advertised.) 

The NHFA - launched in 1997 by Morales, 
along with fellow actors Jimmy Smits, Sonia 
Braga, and Sanchez (a Washington, D.C.- 
based attorney) - was “created to advance the 
presence of Latinos in the media, telecom- 
munications, and entertainment industries.” It 
concentrates on “increasing access for Hispanic 
artists and professionals while fostering the 
emergence of new Hispanic talent.” The latter 
is done through scholarships and by expanding 
career opportunities for existing talent working 
in the entertainment and performing arts. 

The Morales experience Sanchez shared 
was with Breach, a TV movie about Robert 
Hanssen, the FBI mole working for 15 years 
for the former Soviet Union and then the 
Russian Federation before he was charged and 
convicted of treason in 2001. Richard Garcia, 
another FBI agent responsible for helping bring 
Hanssen down, was the role Morales read for 
when Ruben Santiago-Hudson dropped out 
because of a scheduling conflict. Instead of 
casting another Latino, producers went with 
a composite of several FBI agents named Rich 
Garces. Later, Morales was told the producers 
wanted “a more conventional boss-looking 
guy,” according to a Washington Post article 
published in December of last year. Gary Cole 
was cast as Garces. Breach is currently filming 
in D.C. 

“It’s rare to find a heroic Latino role,” 
Morales said in the Washington Post article. 
“He’s one of the characters you want represent- 
ing your people.” 

In the meantime, those who critique the 
Latino presence on TV and film shake their 
heads in amazement. 

“It does matter,” said Federico Subervi, an 
Austin-based media consultant who appeared 
on the panel, reacting to the Morales story and 
to images of Latinos on TV in general. “This 
year was the first year there was a Latino bal- 
loon in the Macy’s Thanksgiving Day Parade 
(Dora from Dora the Explorer). “Think about it. 


What does a character’s presence or absence 
[on TV] say to me? What does it say to others 
about me or my ethnic group?” 

While panelists generally agreed that there 
have been positive changes in the big picture 
- with kudos offered to ABC for making the 
most obvious strides - when something like 
the Breach story is told, it feels like going back 
to square one. 

And it’s not just a matter of creating star- 
ring roles for Latino actors. Many existing 
opportunities go unused. Subervi pointed to 
procedural dramas, like the CSI (CBS) and 
Law & Order (NBC) franchises. Set in cities 
where the Latino presence is high (New York, 
Miami, Chicago, Los Angeles), why is it so 
untenable to believe that TV viewers would 
accept a Latino in a leading role, in addition 
to supporting roles? 

Reporting on who’s watching TV and 
when is the job of Nielsen Media Research, 
where panelist Doug Darfield is a senior 
vice president. Nielsen has come under fire 
during the past two years by organizations 
charging that its numbers are flawed due 
to dated methodology. If its numbers were 
correct, these organizations argue, it would 
show that more, not less, programming 
about Latinos (and other ethnic groups) is 
not only desirable, but necessary. 

In the past, Darfield explained, a 33 share 
in primetime was great (a share being the 
percentage of all those tuned into TV at a 
given moment). But that standard of success 
was developed when there were only three big 
networks. The advent of cable and especially 
rapidly emerging new technologies have a 
direct impact on how the Nielsen rating will 
work in the future. 

“Any person who can say what the land- 
scape will be like in even the next five years is 
overconfident,” Darfield said. 

Although the media landscape is in flux, 
“the time is now, the opportunity is now,” 
Sanchez said to the mostly student audience. 
He suggested, why not have a hand in shaping 
the industry instead of complaining about it?

TRUE GRIT 


Since the beginning of the year, near-daily reports of 
auto break-ins, equipment thefts, and even stabbings 
and shootings have eclipsed even band gossip as Red 
River’s No. 1 topic of conversation. As this picture 
shows, trouble isn’t exactly hard to find downtown, and 
most people TCB has queried recently say crime is 
starkly more prevalent than in the past. Several have 
been affected personally, and almost to a person, they 
trace it back to last fall’s influx of hurricane evacu- 
ees. “I think people were more freaked out and overre- 
acting than there was anything happening when [evacu- 
ees] first got here,” says Room 710 doorman Joe 


Sebastian. “People’s perceptions made it 
worse, but there were certainly a few 
things that happened right after that.” 
Including his own car being burglarized. 
“That’s the first time it’s been broken into 
in 11 years working downtown,” Sebastian 
S admits. “I was probably just overdue.”

| by, Red River has long been local tran- 
3 sients’ gathering spot of choice, and even 
i their world has been upended by the 
storms’ fallout. “Our regular street people, 
our Huggy Bears, were missing for a couple of weeks 
there,” says Emo’s manager Bill Corsello. “The uber- 
thugs who rolled in from the hurricanes scared some of 
them away.” Compounding matters, some believe the 
Austin Police Department’s recent string of well-publi- 
cized minority beatings, Tasings, and deaths have made 
police reluctant to enter situations that could add to 
the list. “Cops’ hands are tied,” Corsello says. “It’s a 
real conundrum.” (TCB contacted APD for their perspec- 
tive, and will continue to do so.) Another theory exists, 
that the recent crime wave is just one more set of grow- 
ing pains as Austin becomes a real big city at last. 
“Maybe it’s just our quiet, safe little hamlet is growing 
up,” says Corsello. 
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Outlaw Onda 



If you don't hearTejano music

When Austin’s last Tejano radio station, 
KTXZ 1560AM, went off the air last October, 
there was a splatter of ink about it in the local 
press. The pieces ranged from measured obitu- 
aries to screeching demands like Julian Limon 
Fernandez’s, which ran not once, but twice in 
Arriba Newspaper last December: 

“Shame on you Univision and Border Music 
Productions! We are Tejanos and demand to be 
treated with respect!” 

Dispassionate notices, raw anger - the truth 
rarely lies in the margins. Rather, it hides some- 
where in the middle. Here’s some of both. 

The Honorary Chicano 

Some say it was Chris Strachwitz’s 1976 
film Chulas Fr outer as that first brought Tejano 
music and culture to a wider audience. Not 
that there hadn’t been others. Before Chulas 
Fronteras, scholars like Oscar Lewis wrote 
scathing edicts about the pathology of being a 
mutt - neither Mexican nor American. 

Instead, Chulas Frontera, like that famous 
fight scene from the movie Giant, spoke vol- 
umes about the Mexican-American experience 
in South Texas with few words. Strachwitz did 
something unheard of: He let Tejanos speak for 
themselves. Amazingly - considering the cur- 
rent state of our mediated culture - his gaze was 
deferential, unflinching, but not romanticizing. 

And Then There 
Were None 

Can it be true that there were once 10 Tejano 
music stations on Austin’s airwaves? Here’s a list 
of what were once Tejano format stations and 
what they are now. This does not include some 
stations like KXTN-FM 107.5, which is based in 
San Antonio, but apparently can be picked up in 
certain parts of Austin. - B.A.

Ultimately, Chulas Fronteras was about the 
music. It spoke to Strachwitz. Maybe not in the 
same way it spoke to Tejanos, but he felt that 
bite in his corazon, that yank of his tripas, or 
whatever it is that music seizes to create that 
harmonious flood of body, mind, and soul. Like 
being in love, it’s intangible but undeniable. 

Can Chris Strachwitz throw a grito ? Can 
he barbecue cabrito ? Does menudo cure his 
hangover? No importa. He met, and - this is 
important - he respected those musicians, 
those small- town deejays, those mom-and- 
pop record-label owners, and the others who 
didn’t let the fact that their music didn’t play 
on commercial radio stations convince them 
they didn’t exist. Strachwitz met some of our 
musical antepasados and addressed them with 
respect. Just like we did. 

Crossing Over 

“The more conflict you have in a particular 
society during a particular period, the better the 
chances this conflict will find expression at the 
symbolic level, at the musical level, for example. ” 
- Professor Manuel Pena in Hector Galan’s 
Songs of the Homeland 

Depending on what history book you 
read, Mexicans are here by mistake. In the 
1970s, someone came up with the cry, “We 
didn’t cross the border. The border crossed 
us.” The heat in that line depends on the 
speaker and circumstances. 

After World War II, when large numbers 
of Mexican-Americans served with valor, only 
to return to systemic racism back home, they 
knew things had to change. Laws were passed 
and inequities corrected, at least on paper, yet 
because the history of contact between Anglos 
and Mexicans in Texas is particularly violent, 
it led “to a unique and expressive Mexican/ 
Chicano cultural response,” writes Juan Tejeda 
in 2005 ’s Conjunto (reviewed in the Chronicle, 
Dec. 2, 2005). “Conjunto music was created 
out of this conflict and is at once a resolution 
and a synthesis.” 

There are several lodestones in Tejano music 
history. Moments when we were “there,” visible 
in the mainstream, if only for a moment, and 
then gone. At the same time these moments 
draw gasps of recognition they also provoke an 
awkward mourning, steeped in the historical 
experience that echoes - again and again - in 
the present. 

Early conjunto was music that evoked 
homeland and pride, a gentle reminder how 
much could be created with very little. At its 
most basic, conjunto - puro, puro conjunto 
- is a bajo sexto and an accordion; later a voice 
and lyrics. As Tejanos became more upwardly 
mobile, conjunto was considered unsophisti- 
cated, unrefined, and rustic in an unflattering 
way. Orquesta “high tone” music was embraced

by those fully invested in the American dream. 
Believing the moment ripe to redeem that 
investment, some Mexican-Americans thought 
it meant forsaking Spanish, changing your 
name from Flores to Flowers, or leaving Texas 
for places where there was no specific history 
of prejudice against Mexicans. Conjunto music 
didn’t go away. It just got shunted to the back 
of the cultural closet. 

When rock & roll came, young Tejano 
musicians heard the siren call just like other 
young people of the time. San Antonio’s Sunny 
Ozuna squeezed his way through “that tiny 
eye of the needle” to be the first Chicano to 
appear on Dick Clark’s American Bandstand. 
People of a certain age still talk about Ozuna’s 
appearance with the wonder of having seen the 
shimmery shores of the Promised Land. 



True Tejano music appeared in the 1970s, at 
the same time a critical mass of Tejano students 
began entering universities. Tejano music was 
bom in response to reaching back to those not 
quite discarded cultural roots (stuffed in the 

continued on p. 62 
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back of those cultural closets), dusting off the 
old tunes, and trying them on for size. 

By the 1980s into the mid-90s, Tejano music 
thrived and was heard over the air. The big 
record labels took notice. Contracts got signed 
and tours were launched. But like the early 
conjunto before it, Tejano had a different onda. 
The accordion was still there, but now there 
were horns, and synthesizers, drums and light 
shows, and those huevo-smashing pants. The 
old timers asked, “Que es eso ?” even though 
the same had been asked of them, back in the 
day when, coming in contact with the German 
and Czechs polkistas. They, just like the Tejano 
young bloods, took up that squeeze box and 
breathed new songs into it, blending what they 
heard with what they knew of old corridos and 
rancheras , and made a new music that didn’t 
belong to the Czechs or the Germans anymore, 
but was unique and distinct, with its own beat- 
ing heart. 


Que Es "Puro, Puro"? 


It’s genuinely outrageous to those oblivi- 
ously living in the comfort of the status quo as 
to why Tejanos get worked up over what seem 
the littlest things. It’s always the supposedly 
inconsequential thing that finally, after years of 
bearing the weight of silence, splits the lip. 

When Jerry Avila, creator and host of the 14- 
year- old PrimeTime Tejano (ACAC), had to quit 
his day job as morning host of the Super Tejano 
Primetime Morning Show on KTXZ 1560AM, he 
was understandably disappointed. But not sur- 
prised. “My wife told me,” Avila remembered 
over migas and coffee last November. 

Border Media Partners, which had purchased 
Austin’s last Tejano radio station, was mov- 
ing the format in a direction Avila and other 
Tejano fans didn’t like. When BMP bought 
Austin’s three other Tejano radio stations in 
2004 (KHHL-FM 98.9, KXXS-FM 104.9, and 
KOKE-AM 1600), Tom Castro, co-founder and 
president of BMP said there would be “no for- 
mat changes,” according to a Houston Business 
Journal article dated Sept. 3, 2004. Today, those 
stations broadcast Mexican oldies and Spanish 
pop. The former KOKE-AM is now all English 
talk radio, which carries Air America. 
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Avila says it wasn’t long after he started his 
tenuous job at 1560 (he didn’t sign a contract) 
that he felt the bad onda blowing in as strongly 
as a blue northern. While he was hired to bring 
his PrimeTime Tejano brand and prodigious 
Tejano music knowledge to 1560, he couldn’t 
help but be annoyed when the station kept 
insisting he play less Tejano and more and 
more Mexican regional and Norteno music. 

“They don’t understand the difference,” Avila 
insists. “People who think they know about our 
music don’t know. They may hire someone like 



me, they may tell me to my face, ‘Yeah, yeah 

- you can play Tejano music’ - but we’re not 
part of the discussion. Once the corporation 
decides what they want to play, that’s it.” 

What BMP and other “Latin” format stations 
have decided to play is not Tejano, but Mexican 
regional and Norteno music and Mexican oldies 

- like Trio Los Panchos and Vicente Fernandez 

- to appeal to the newly arrived immigrant 
audience. If Tejano music airs, it’s hits from the 
past, not contemporary Tejano music. 

“I have three, Grammy-award winning albums, 
but you won’t hear them played,” laments local 
Tejano musician Joel Guzman. His most recent 
Grammy came last year for the superb Polkas, 
Gritos y Acordeones (austinchronicle.com/issues/ 
dispatch/2005-04-29-music_phases7.html) , made 
with David Lee Garza and Sunny Sauceda, 
respected Tejano musicians, all of them. Guzman 
makes this point during yet another conversation 
about the death of Tejano radio: same conversa- 
tion, same plate of migas, same coffee, same 
sense of outrage. This time, it’s me, Guzman, 
and later Alberto “Skeeter” Amesquita, who 
works with El Gato Negro, Ruben Ramos. 

My question, “How do you argue with rat- 
ings?” is heard as, “You can’t argue with rat- 
ings.” There’s a spark of anger when Skeeter 
asks me in a pointed tone, “Do you listen to 
Tejano music?” 

“No, I don’t like Tejano music,” I say. “I like 
conjunto music.” 

The climate around the table lightens a bit. 
“Well, you’re entitled to your opinion,” he 
says, but does not quite let go of his fire. Why 
should he? 

A Mexican by Any Other Name ... 

“It’s sad for me to think I can sing you a 
Mexican song I’ve heard on the radio, but not 
a Tejano song,” says Elena Quesada Rodriquez 
(aka, Elena Q), who owns her own media-buy- 
ing and advertising agency locally. She was 
a vice-president of programming for the KQ 
Radio Group for KQQQ 92.1FM and KQQT 
106. 3FM when it was a Tejano music station. 
In 2004, when it changed to a Christian music 
format, Rodriquez walked away. 

“I couldn’t tell you what Jay Perez’s new 
song is,” she shrugs. But she moves beyond 
crying into the proverbial plate of migas and 
cuts to the bottom line. The media corpora- 



tions rely on the Arbitron ratings. The Arbitron 
ratings say Austin is more than 25% brown, 
and that many of those brown listeners are 
newly arrived immigrants. That brings up an 
interesting predicament. 

At the same time mainstream media is gun- 
ning for the new brown dollar - changing radio 
formats, launching Spanish-language newspa- 
pers, toying with telenovelas - on a social/politi- 
cal level, the newly arrived are described as 
the “immigrant problem.” Acknowledged and 
shunned, catered to, yet not quite welcome. 


“For several years now our music has been 
slowly taken off the air,” starts an e-mail mes- 
sage forwarded to me in early February. “The 
Tejano music lovers in the State of Texas are 
being denied the music they grew up with 
and love from being played on the airwaves in 
Texas. The big Spanish broadcasting companies 
think . . . that Tejano music lovers can care less 
if their music was on the air or not. . . . Well 
now’s your chance to show your support. On 
March 12, 2006, one of the biggest rallies in 
Tejano history will take place at the capital 
of Texas! Join us for the ‘We’re Tejanos 2006 
Rally.’” The message was signed, “Tu Amigo 
Pete, Spanish PD., KRXT 98.5.” 

“We have to create an awareness all over 
again,” says Guzman. “Okay, we got our asses 
kicked, but we’re Tejanos and we’ve been 
through this before. What’s happened has 
forced everyone to connect and hold hands 
and figure it out.” 

Rodriquez might have part of the answer. 

“When a radio station gets its license, 
they’re supposed to serve the community they 
cover. Right now, I would say that the Tejano 
community in Austin is not being served,” 
she says, pointing to the localism issue that 
appears in other markets across the nation 
when large, corporate broadcasters move in to 
communities but forget part of their mandate. 

“To me, it’s like Univision is the Hispanic 
version of Clear Channel,” Guzman says. 
“They look for a standard format they can sell

For some Tejanos, being anti-immigrant is 
something they don’t want to be when they 
or their family shares that experience from the 
not-too-distant past. At the same time, when 
radio stations are catering to the newly arrived 
at the expense of existing culture, it’s difficult 
not to flinch. It may seem like a small thing, 
but the elimination of the Tejano format is 
that split lip for Tejano musicians and their fan 
base. What to do about it? The way Rodriquez 
sees it, Arbitron numbers have to be made 
more discrete. 

“The numbers are skewed,” she states flatly. 
“Arbitron has this process where they ask 
about the number of Hispanic adults in the 
household. But Arbitron has no way of know- 
ing if ‘Hernandez’ is newly arrived or Tejano.” 
More importantly, from the Tejano music fan’s 
perspective, “Tejanos are bilingual. There’s 
a lot of [radio] button punching going on 
because Tejanos listen to all kinds of music, all 
over the dial. Whereas a Mexican national or a 
new arrival will listen to one station. Tejanos 
have a broader range of educational levels and 
income levels. Corporate radio brainwashes 
advertisers into believing that all Hispanics 
prefer Spanish-only media, and that’s just not 
the case.” 

That the passions about the lack of Tejano 
music run high is not surprising given the 
historical context. But being upset is not going 
to solve the problem. That’s why people like 
Guzman and Avila and Tejano music support- 
ers are trying to find a new way to deal with an 
old problem. 


in and out of Texas. But the corporate heads, 
the people making decisions, they have no idea 
what it’s like here. It’s like President Bush - he 
never goes to where the bombs are falling, so 
he has no idea what is happening.” 

Outlaw Music 

Austin filmmaker Hector Galan has made 
documenting Tejano music an important cor- 
nerstone of his career with what could be called 
his Tejano music cycle: Songs of the Homeland, 
Accordion Dreams, I Love My Freedom, I Love 
My Texas, and his newest film following the 
rise of Austin Music Award-winning “Texican” 
musicians, Los Lonely Boys, Cottonfields and 
Crossroads, which premieres at this year’s SXSW 
Through his keenly observed films, Galan pays 
homage to the music and its masters as he 
charts the historical underpinnings that thrust 
it into existence. Yet even he, someone who’s 
fully aware of the changes history brings, is not 
content to accept what’s happening. 

“I’m Tejano and I’m still here. So why does 
anyone think Tejano music is dead?” Galan 
asks, half jokingly. “Really, we’re at a crossroads 
now. It’s almost like a mirror is being held up to 
the past. But the music is not going to die just 
because some record executive says so.” 

Galan and Guzman agree that claiming to be 
a Tejano musician in the current climate is a 
brave thing. 

“It’s like we’re becoming the outlaws in the 
music industry,” Guzman says. “Like what hap-

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pened in country music when Willie Nelson was repackaged as 
‘outlaw,’ in some ways, I think that’s happening to us.” 

So what will become of the music if it’s not getting airplay? It 
will go back to being heard at bailes, quinceaheras , and weddings.

The Day the Music Died

Tejana superstar Selena is another lodestone in Tejano music 
history Did Tejano music die with Selena? That thought came 
up over several plates of migas and coffee. 

“We were proud of her because we raised her,” Guzman 
says, speaking of the larger family of Tejano musicians. Most 
Tejano music lovers were pleased to see Selena making her 
mark not just on Tejano music, but coming close - so very close 
- to crossing over into the mainstream, meaning, perhaps, that 
Tejano music would finally take its place among other American 
musics on a larger scale. 

The symbolism of Selena’s death and the current condition 
of Tejano music escapes no one’s notice, causing some to rue- 
fully suggest that, “We remained in mourning so long, Norteno 
music came in without us even noticing.” In less guarded lan- 
guage the verdict is, “Los aliens took over.” 



In the end, the unrealized potential for Selena as an artist 
and for Tejano music in general still stings. This is ironic, given 
that Selena’s style prior to her death was heavily influenced by 
cumbia and pop with shades of R&R. Would a Tejano music 
“purist” criticize her for ruining the form or enhancing it? 

“I don’t think Tejano music is dead,” says Rey Arteaga who 
plays locally with Son y no Son. “I just think it needs a better 
marketing stategy. I think it will come back one way or another. 
Maybe 10 or 20 years down the line, kids will ‘rediscover’ it.” 
Maybe a Ry Cooder, who brought back Cuba’s musical legacy 
with the Buena Vista Social Club, and now directs attention to L.A.’s 


Chavez Ravine. Or maybe another T-Bone Burnett, who brought the 
music of Ralph Stanley and other old-school roots music to renewed 
prominence in the Coen brothers’ film, O Brother, Where Art Thou?, 
will happen upon some dusty discs somewhere, in a thrift store, on 
an old jukebox, or in their parents attics; play them, and get blown 
away. They’ll tell their friends, who will tell their friends. It will 
become the new old thing, a new outlaw music. 

Or maybe the future is closer than we think. 

Riding the Cap Metro bus, you hear a lot of things. Sometimes, 
if you’re on the right bus at the right time, you will hear a live 
performance. One rainy night on the 331, I heard a street-worn 
man conjure some sho’ nuff blues from the hollow chest of his 
beat-up guitar. At rush hour, on the crowded 1 , two young men 
rapped, commenting on each other’s “spit.” One of them hated 
the woman who gave his words away to Goodwill with the rest of 
his stuff when she kicked him to the curb. That was bad enough 
until she tried to sell his work to another rapper. 

“I mean, that’s my spit. How someone else going to give it the 
same,” he makes a fist. “He can say the words, but I know them.” 

Nothing surprises me on the Cap Metro, but I was caught 
delightfully off guard one afternoon, when I was riding the 
27 and three black teenage girls were singing Selena songs in 
the back of the bus. “Bidi Bidi Bom Bom” got them working a 
call-and-response, cracking themselves up. Hearing them sing 
“Missing My Baby” didn’t seem such a stretch, but when they 
launched into “Amor Prohibido” in fully articulated Spanish 
- occasionally stopping to correct each other and pause to 
ponder the meaning of certain words - I was absolutely dumb- 
struck. They sang “Amor Prohibido” loud and throaty, heads 
flung back, pulling from that place where body, mind, and soul 
meet in exuberant harmony. 

It was then I had faith that all was not lost. ■

Bands as adored as 
Rilo Kiley and Wilco have a 
hard time relaxing. Mostly 
there’s the microscopic 
level of scrutiny from their 
adoring fans, who expect 
answers to the universe 
in every line. It’s hard to 
breathe on a pedestal 
sometimes. And remem- 
ber, these people spend 
nearly every day in close 
quarters together, either 
in the studio or on the 
road, and sometimes can’t 
stand the sight of one 
another. Enter solo albums 
and shadow bands, help- 
ing Rilo’s Jenny Lewis and 
Blake Sennett further their 
Saddle Creek soap opera. 

The two downplay being 
former lovers everywhere 
except in their songs, then they’re like Lindsey and 
Stevie without the scarves and piles of blow. “You 
did me good,” charges Sennett’s Elected amid the 
heavily orchestrated strummings of Sun, Sun , Sun ; 
the double meaning’s obvious since two songs 
earlier he’s reminiscing about making love in the 
van. Sennett’s lilting accusations resemble buddy 
Conor Oberst minus the anti-Bush venom, but the 
homogeneous honesty, resplendent on “Not Going 
Home,” ultimately grows tedious. “I’m in love with 
the trick, so pull another rabbit out of your hat,” 
counters Lewis, though to be fair, romance runs 
a distant fourth on Rabbit Fur Coat to her issues 
with herself, her mother, and the Man Upstairs: 

“I have hundreds at the track, but I’m not betting 
on the afterlife.” Using acoustic country gospel to 
explore the doubt-ridden downside of faith and her 
weakness to “my own destructive appetites,” Lewis 
enlists Nashville twins Chandra and Leigh Watson 
to soften her sharp words with sparkling harmo- 
nies. She’s “Born Secular,” perhaps, but dreaming 
of the sweet by-and-by all the same. (Oberst, by 
the way, joins Lewis, M. Ward, and Ben Gibbard for 
an earnest indie remake of the Traveling Wilburys’ 
“Handle With Care,” a studio lark destined for 
a long KEXP shelf life.) Wilco, whose recent live 
album, Kicking Television, was an audible sigh of 
relief after the mental torture of birthing Yankee 
Hotel Foxtrot and A Ghost Is Born, belongs to a 
much different head space. Leader Jeff Tweedy, 
drummer Glenn Kotche, and Tortoise/Sonic Youth 
savant Jim O’Rourke use Loose Fur to do nothing 
more than, as they say, “jam”; Born Again in the 
USA is playful, proggy, and built for black lights. 
Punchy offerings “Hey Chicken,” “Thou Shalt Wilt,” 
and Beatles-like “Stupid as the Sun” hold up best, 
but the ideas are clearly fermenting on eight-min- 
ute experiment “Wreckroom” as well. Kotche’s 
percussion-only solo album, Mobile, demonstrates 
even more explicitly with modernist sound sculp- 
tures that artists are rarely more inspired than 
when creating for themselves alone.

LIVE SHOT 

FOLK ALLIANCE CONFERENCE 


Austin Hilton Hotel, Feb. 10-14 

It wasn’t until Sunday night that the Folk Alliance felt like the musi- 
cal feast that had been predicted. Entering downtown’s Hilton Hotel, 
for instance, you’d have been accosted by a young band of Cajuns 
stomping out a rhythm 
in front of an elevator 
bank, while in an upstairs 
hallway, a group of twenty- 
somethings had gathered 
for an impromptu picking 
party. Local fiddler Elena 
James, meanwhile, was 
spotted at the top of an 
escalator tuning up and 
giving a band member a 
quick run-through of a tune 
just before her scheduled 
showcase. That’s not to 
say that anything was 
missing before Sunday. 

There had been an abun- 
dance of good music of 
all stripes throughout the 
weekend; it just never 
seemed to reach any kind 
of frenzy. 

It was unintentional, but 
there was a real contrast 
in the ages of the top performances over the long weekend - the over- 
60 crowd met the under-30 set and they both shined. The keynote 
addresses by Peter Yarrow, Kinky Friedman, and Arlo Guthrie were 
inspiring, touching, and full of good humor. As expected, Friedman’s 
appearance was a gubernatorial campaign stop, but he read a thought- 
ful story about hummingbirds and his parents from one of his books 
that demonstrated his tremendous skills as an author. Judy Collins’ 
much anticipated appearance on Saturday evening proved she remains 
the pre-eminent folk diva. Her voice remains impeccably clear and 
her stories engaging. Another old timer, Danny O’Keefe, making a 
comeback after a long spell out of the spotlight, was intoxicating late 
Sunday in front of an overflowing crowd. 




Among the younger set, performances by two bands from Lafayette, 
La., the Lost Bayou Ramblers and Feufollet, revealed that Cajun music 
is being passed to the next generation with remarkable spirit. Local 
mandolin phenom Sarah Jarosz displayed her remarkable talents, 
which included picking up a newfound banjo. Whit Smith’s Hot Jazz 
Caravan put on one of the weekend’s best local sets, the quintet 
eagerly sporting more musical talent than seemed imaginable. One 
great surprise was Alaska’s Barefoot Bluegrass, another youthful act 
featuring handsome vocals and striking ensemble play. 

One thing that makes Folk Alliance special is the guerrilla showcas- 
es held almost around the clock, away from the main floors. But three 
floors of music, while intimidating, were filled with singer-songwriters 
with nothing new, just plain bad songs. A couple of exceptions were 
Nashville’s Jeff Black, who was surprisingly tender beneath his gruff 
appearance, and Baltimore’s Disappear Fear, a lesbian trio who added 
a trumpet to their funky folk. 

The conference wound up Monday night with Arlo Guthrie’s Ridin’ 
on the City of New Orleans benefit for victims of Katrina. It highlighted 
the talents of the Guthrie family; daughter Sarah Lee and her husband 
Johnny Irion’s brand of country rock was captivating, while another of 
Arlo’s offspring, Cathy, and Willie Nelson’s daughter Amy performed as 
Folk Uke, whose pure harmonies contrasted with unbelievably bawdy 
lyrics. Cyril Neville’s Tribe 13 brought some much needed life, and 
funk, to the proceedings, which, at three hours, dragged more than a 
little bit. Arlo’s set ending the night was full of surprises - a distinctive 
cover of Dylan’s “Mr. Tambourine Man” - and his renowned wit.

SHEET MUSIC 

TRIKSTA: LIFE AND DEATH 
AND NEW ORLEANS RAP 

By Nik Cohn 

Alfred A. Knopf, 211 pp., $22.95 

British journalist Nik Cohn earned his stars and 
stripes chronicling American subcultures in his 
screenplay to 1977’s Saturday Night Fever. This 
time around, the ambitious scribe delves deep 
into the marginalized world of New Orleans rap as 
Triksta traces his attempts at producing a bounce 
album. Waving the prospects of a Dreamworks 
contract under the noses of hungry rappers, Cohn builds rapport with 
local hot boys, including Marrero’s Choppa, who ultimately recognize the 
halfassed reality of Cohn’s so-called industry insider status. Admitting a 
fear of black folks may be an honest declaration coming from a visiting 
Londoner, but it also points to Cohn’s voyeuristic intent as a carpetbagger 
who can’t discover something without exerting a self-serving, capitalist 
grasp on it. While the author provides an ample overview of bounce cul- 
ture, his reliance on the easy identification of the “Triggaman” beat and 
tendency to fall back on preconceived stereotypes doesn’t make him more 
of an expert on the topic than any given New Orleans high schooler. In the 
end, Triksta doesn’t draw any significant conclusions, leaving the reader to 
take or leave Cohn’s apparent impression of NOLA rap as lazy, unfocused, 
and unnecessarily murderous. Granted, the author obviously feels a certain 
affinity for the music and the city that he seeks to capture with his crafty 
words and insights. But Cohn’s Heart of Darkness fantasy relies far too 
much on his own hang-ups to be any sort of definitive document on what it 
means to pridefully “Back That Ass Up.” - Robert Gabriel 


JAY DEE 

Donuts (Stones Throw) 

Suffering from lupus, Detroit’s 
James Yancey died from kidney 
failure Feb. 10, only days after 
his 32nd birthday. Known as 
Jay Dee or J Dilla, the seminal 
hip-hop producer leaves behind 
a decade’s worth of phenomenal 
beat production, lending his 
signature drum warmth, sparse musical touch, and newfangled 
sample alignments to hits including Tha Pharcyde’s “Runnin’,” A 
Tribe Called Quest’s “lnce Again,” De La Soul’s “Stakes Is High,” 
Slum Village’s “Players,” Q-Tip’s “Vivrant Thing,” Common’s “The 
Light,” Janet Jackson’s “Got Til It’s Gone,” and Jaylib’s “The 
Red.” Finishing Donuts while confined to a hospital bed, Dilla 
chopped classic fodder like Mountain’s “Long Red” and ESG’s 
“UFO” with the precise hand of a rhythmic surgeon. Over the 
course of 31 primarily instrumental tracks, the album coagulates 
fractured soul mementos into phase-shifted windows of 21st- 
century futurism. Whether extending Kool & the Gang’s “Summer 
Madness” or refracting images of Frank Zappa coaxing a crowd, 
looped tidbits twist and turn themselves in a clouded funhouse 
of sound. Free from the constraints of perfunctory pop structure, 
Dee funnels seemingly dissonant patterns into pulsing tides of 
harmonious congruence. Perhaps Dilla presupposed what an 
out-of-body experience feels like through ambitious ears poised 
for greater heights. More than a concept, Donuts approaches 
enigma status for those wishing to sink their teeth into the coat- 
tails of a man so ahead of his time that he transcended it.

Dave "The Dragon" Lockwood and his tournament-tested sons. Max, 16, Jon, 13, and Ben, 
10, of Silver Spring, Md., might become to competitive Tiddlywinks what the Manning fam- 
ily of quarterbacks is to football, according to a January Washington Post story. Dave was 
previously ranked No. 1 in the English Tiddlywinks Association (and is currently No. 8, with 
Max No. 52). " Tiddlywinks doesn't sound very serious," said Max, but "[t] here's so much 
strategy." (For the uninformed: You mash a "squidger" down on a "wink" to propel it either 
into the "pot" or to "squop" it onto an opponent's wink to temporarily disable it.) Dave said 
he plans to get Britain's Prince Philip, a winker, to suggest Tiddlywinks as a demonstration

• In November, the military ruler of Myanmar, 
Gen. Than Shwe, ordered his entire govern- 
ment to immediately pack up and move from 
Rangoon to a new capital 200 miles away in 
the small town of Pyinmana, based on dire 
warnings from his astrologer (though the move 
had been long-rumored). (Myanmar/Burma 
has a history with astrology and numerology, 
and in fact, democracy activists purposely com- 
menced their most propitious demonstrations 
on Aug. 8, 1988, at 8:08am) Shwe was just 
named the world’s third-worst dictator by 
Parade magazine. 

• The traditional Norwegian dish of smalahove 
is smoked sheep’s head with all parts except 
the skull itself counted as delicacies. Especially 
tasty are the eyes, said a restaurateur quoted 
in a November Agence France-Presse dispatch 
from Voss, Norway, since they are the most- 
used muscles in the face: “[Eye] just melts 
on the tongue.” A visiting Englishman, served 
eyes, lips, tongue, and ears, remarked that it 
is “a bit of a visual challenge, but the meat is

LATEST RELIGIOUS MESSAGES 

• In January, an Anglican church vicar in 
Cambridge, England commenced twice-month- 
ly services for goths (with black garments and 
rock music) at his St. Edward King and Martyr 
church. Vicar Martin Ramshaw, 34, said he is a 
goth himself and reports that his dozen or so 
worshippers go straight from services to a goth 
nightclub. (He will soon issue goth T-shirts with 
Jesus speaking, “If the world hates you, remem- 
ber, it hated me first.”) And in Waco, Texas, in 
January, in another congregation-building move, 
Catholic Monsignor Isidore Rozycki, attending 
a gala opening, blessed the city’s new Hooters 
restaurant. 

• Evangelical Christian minister Rob Schenck 
and two colleagues entered a U.S. Senate hear- 
ing room the day before the January confirma- 
tion hearings for Supreme Court Justice Samuel 
Alito and daubed each seat with “holy oil” to 
bless the proceedings, saying that things had 
gone well when they had done the same thing 


for Chief Justice Roberts’ hearings. “God ... 
is interested in what goes on” there, the Rev. 
Schenck told a Wall Street Journal reporter. 

OOPS! 

1) Hunter Raybon E. Upton was tracked 
down and rescued by his worried wife near 
Mount Holly, Ark. , in December, after he spent 
almost nine hours hanging upside down from 
branches following his entanglement in his tree 
stand. He was hospitalized with hypothermia 
and required surgery. 2) A fire rescue officer 
had to pull Australian Robin Toom, 38, out of 
a commercial washing machine in Townsville, 
Queensland, in January after he got stuck while 
playing hide-and-seek with his kids. 


QUESTIONABLE JUDGMENTS 

• Illinois Sentencing Guidelines: 1) Judges in 
Springfield, 111., twice failed to order jail time 
in November for Jason Holman, 27, for the two 
latest of his 185 traffic tickets, opting merely 
for what amounted to probation. 2) After a 
Jacksonville, 111., judge, in September, gave 
Oscar Cushionberry, 49, three years in jail for 
a probation violation, the prosecutor praised 
the judge for finally sending Cushionberry “a 
message that, at some point in time, you run 
out of options,” that one only gets “so many 
chances at probation.” In the past 10 years, 
Cushionberry has 93 arrests and 29 convic- 
tions (including some felonies). 


• The University of Florida announced in 
January it would provide health care and other 
benefits to domestic partners of their employ- 
ees, provided the employee certifies that the 
pair are having sex (specifically, having a “non- 
platonic” relationship). A University human 
resources official said such a pledge is “increas- 
ingly standard” in domestic-partner programs, 
even though married couples are not required 
to certify that they actually have sex. 

THE DISTRICT OF CALAMITY 

1) In a Washington, D.C., pedestrian trag- 
edy in December, prominent urban designer 
Charles Atherton, 73, was fatally struck down 
by a driver, but then when paramedics arrived, 
they discovered that D.C. police had already 
been there and had issued Atherton a $5 jay- 
walking ticket. 2) In December, a special com- 
mittee of the D.C. Council, seeking to move 
the annual Martin Luther King Day parade 
from January to a warmer date, chose “April 
1 . ” (Committee members later said they never 
realized that that was April Fool’s Day.) 3) The 
Washington Post found in December that the 
D.C. medical examiner’s backlog of autopsies 
stood at 1,038, including 84 homicides more 
than a year old. 

THE ONLY WAY OUT 

Twice recently came news reports of people 
attempting suicide by sticking their heads in 
toilets: a 23-year-old woman being held in 
Chicago for three murders and using her cell’s 
toilet (unsuccessful), and a man being held on 
a murder charge in Rancho Cucamonga, Calif. , 
in December (successful, in that his head 
lodged in the toilet during flushing). And in 
Belmont, N.H., in January, a suicidal man was 
successful with his elaborate, homemade guil- 
lotine, although the blade merely left a gash in 
his neck, causing him to slowly bleed to death. 
(He also had wired fire bombs to burn down 
the house as he died, but he apparently forgot 
to flip the electrical trigger before the guillotine 
came down.) 

UPDATE ON FETISHES 

The bestiality count “News of the Weird” 
reported in October against mortgage broker 
Brendan McMahon in Sydney, Australia, was 
dropped in November, but McMahon is still 
charged with abusing rabbits in other ways. 
A court psychiatrist said McMahon probably 
genuinely believed he was helping the rabbits.

day trips

Novosad’s BBQ and Sausage Market in Hallettsville 
takes great pride in continuing a tradition of doing things a lit- 
tle bit different than most of the other barbecue joints on the 
coastal plains of Texas. In this Czech community they like 
their smoked meats well done and juicy. Not an easy balanc- 
ing act for even the most accomplished barbecue-pit bosses. 

“There are a lot of Czechs and Germans around here,” 
says Nathan Novosad with a laugh. “And fortunately most of 
them like barbecue.” 

His most obvious concession to local tastes is the 
German-style sausage that comes in pork or beef varieties. 
When you cut open the thick casing of the Hallettsville tube 
steak, the coarse-ground meat inside releases a flood of fla- 
vorful juices and aromas. Novosad’s doesn’t use any filler in 
their sausage; it is pure meat seasoned with garlic, salt, pep- 
per, and “a couple of other ingredients.” 

“People around here like to see what they’re eating,” 
Novosad says. “You grind the meat in the sausage too fine 
and they can’t tell what it is they’re putting in their mouths.” 
The little barbecue stand half a block off the courthouse 
square also makes their own wieners and breakfast sausag- 
es, but the hot links are the most popular. 

Novosad’s grandfather started the Hallettsville business in 
1959. Jerry Novosad grew up around Caldwell. He opened his 
first meat market and barbecue stand in Taylor, but he sold 
out to the Mikeska brothers, who went on to establish a fami- 
ly dynasty of barbecue restaurants around Central Texas. 

Grandpa Novosad headed south to open a meat-packing 
plant in Gonzales and the meat market and barbecue joint in 
the Lavaca County seat. “When the Hallettsville market did 
better than the packing house,” Novosad says, “Grandpa 
closed the Gonzales place and concentrated on this one.” He 
ran the operation until 1983, when his grandson took over. 

His grandfather showed him quite a bit about cutting and 
smoking meat, Novosad says. During the last 23 years of run- 
ning the restaurant, he has figured a lot out through experimen- 
tation. His wife, Laura, contributed the recipe for cole slaw. 

The restaurant retains the feel of the old meat market, 
even though the only meats available are slow-cooked in the 
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Cathedral of German Sausage 


pit behind the store. Eight tables covered in yellow and red 
tablecloths fill the area in the back of the market. The simple 
menu, written in white chalk on a small blackboard, proclaims 
the offerings of the day - chicken, turkey, lamb, beef, or pork; 
by the sandwich, plate, or pound. 

“If you like lamb, then you’ll really like our lamb ribs,” 
Novosad says. The lamb ribs are smaller and oilier than beef 
or pork ribs and are relatively hard to find at barbecue joints 
around Texas. Another fairly unusual cut of meat offered at 
Novosad’s is the pork steak - thick slices of pork shoulder. 

What would you like to go with that big slab of tasty meat? 
Novosad’s has a good mixture of side dishes that compliment 
the main dish. “Granddad didn’t do sides except for a simple 
potato salad and Ranch Style beans out of a can,” Novosad 
says with a laugh. 

Besides Laura’s “Confetti Cole Slaw,” the barbecue market 
offers homemade mustard-based potato salad, spicy pinto 
beans, macaroni salad, cucumber salad, and a fresh-baked 
bread that is worth the price of a meal. “It’s all a lot more 
work, but tastes a lot better than what was offered in the old 
days,” Novosad says. 

Novosad’s BBQ and Sausage Market was selected as one 
of the top 50 barbecue joints in the state by Texas Monthly 
magazine in 1997. Nathan Novosad’s day begins at the pits 
around 5am, with the sausage ready when the doors open at 
8am and the barbecue ready by 10am. They close the doors 
at 105 La Grange St. on Tuesday through Saturday at 3pm. To 
place an order over the phone, call 361/798-2770.

Hello Muddah, Hello Fadduh! 

Dell Jewish Community Center, through Feb. 26 
Running Time: 1 hr, 50 min 

Upon hearing the title of this musical revue, anyone born 
within shouting distance of 1960 can tell you what comes 
next. Allan Sherman was the “Weird Al” Yankovic of his time, 
writing and performing parodies of well-known songs such as 
“Shine On Harvest Moon” (here titled “Shine 
On Harvey Bloom”) and “Greensleeves” (here 
“Sir Greenbaum’s Madrigal”). While the song 
about the nice Jewish boy spending his summer 
at Camp Granada is unquestionably his best 
known, Sherman had a lot more in his oeuvre 
than that one. Enter Douglas Bernstein and Rob 
Krausz, who conceived and wrote this tribute to 
Sherman and his music. 

Musical revues are an interesting phenom- 
enon. A musical is a story told with song, but a musical revue 
is a group of songs cobbled together with a story that usually 
serves as the flimsiest of threads. This Jewish Community 
Association of Austin production at their Theater at the J is 
just that, but with one slight difference: You actually care about 
these characters and what happens to them. Don’t give the 
credit for that to Bernstein and Krausz, though, because the 
story they use, about a young Jewish boy named Barry being 
born, growing up, and growing old, is as flimsy as the story in 


any other revue. Give the credit to the actors and to director 
K.C. Gussler and musical director Jan Seides. 

Rarely have I seen a group of performers so committed to a 
director’s vision, their material, and one another. Often produc- 
tions are judged on the way they look rather than what’s happen- 
ing on the stage, and should you attend, you won’t see a brilliant 
set, although Ann Marie Gordon’s oversized postcards, side stag- 
es, and high-quality slides set the scenes more than adequately. 
You also won’t see brilliant costumes, although la Layadi always 
dresses the characters appropriately. You will get an exquisitely 
balanced sound design by Jeff Miller, who uses body mics for the 
performers, thus allowing every word of every song to be easily 
heard, and balances the voices with the uncredited, unseen live 
band that never overwhelms the singers. 

Most importantly, you’ll get five performers who sell their mate- 
rial like it was Rodgers and Hammerstein or Andrew Lloyd Webber. 
Fresh-faced Blake Simmon plays the boy Barry with requisite 
innocence and energy and manages to grow old believably through 
the course of the story, as does April Burge, who plays Sara, 

Barry’s love interest. All the actors play multiple roles, but James 
Chapman, Kirk German, and Emily Bern play the most. German and 
Bern stand out, German for his great sense of comedy and timing 
and Bern because she has the pipes to take the roof off the house 
and plays a Jewish mother as well as any actual Jewish mother. 

What a wonderful cast! What a tribute to the musical talent 
we have in Austin! The performers sing beautifully, they dance 
their hearts out, and there’s no question that their sole purpose 
is to entertain you. Put as precisely as possible, they have a lot 
of fun. And you will, too. - Barry Pineo

Dougherty Arts Center, through Feb. 26 

Everyone has met a Rosita, a vitriolic Mexican cook with mucho 
more ’tude than your garden-variety French chef who doesn’t get 
fat. She always has a pot of menudo stewing with warm memo- 
rias and tortillas served on the side. In Teatro Vivo’s staging of 
Rosita’s Jalapeho Kitchen, originally a one-woman 
Chicanologue by Rodrigo Duarte Clark, a full cast acts 
as ingredients for recognized recipes to Mexican life. 
We sit at her table waiting and drinking cafe/a (cafe 
con cane/a, Spanish for cinnamon) while Rosita packs 
and prepares her last meal on the day that she 
decides whether or not she’ll yield her restaurant to a 
land developer. He’s offering her up to three times the 
value of her property so he can demolish the shop 
and construct a strip mall, ultimately germinating the 
gentrification of the barrio Salsipuedes. 

Teatro Vivo’s production takes you to Austin’s Eastside, where 
you may have seen graffiti that says “Stop gentrification now” 
and “Yuppies off the east side.” The wooden window frame in her 
kitchen is reminiscent of the mom and pop shops where la Virgen de 
Guadalupe cozies up to Mr. Coffee. 

Just about everyone urges Rosita to consider the comforts of liv- 
ing in el otro lado, the other side. Her friend Cuca, la chismosa, or 
gossip, is already “movin’ on up” to the west side for “a piece of the 
pie” (although she comes back for the enchiladas). Even her daugh- 
ter, Panfila, goes gringa, cutting up enchiladas into little squares 
and dishing them up to her neighbors with toothpicks. Her cultura 
catches up to her, though, since Panfila’s daughter returns regularly 
to the restaurant and eventually gets pregnant with Rosita’s young- 
est son, Jesus. Divorced, Rosita had three chicos tugging her skirt at 
the stove. Hoping to remarry, she went to her Spanish-speaking Irish 
priest - mirthfully pulled off by Charles Rand - but he denied it to 
her. She had since been sola. 



If Rosita chooses to vacate, she’ll be abandoning not only her 
home but her culture, her flavor, her sabor. Her dreams of heaven are 
austere, with a white picket fence and a white refrigerator filled with 
white bread, mayonnaise, and cauliflower. Restless and panting, she 
goes through chile withdrawal. She has to beg St. Peter to take her 
across the border to the cholo Diablo (or chola for the She-Devil) for 
some salsa. 

Clark's dialogue is peppered with Mexican proverbs like “Con dihe- 
ro , baila el perro!” meaning that money makes the dog dance. 

JoJanie Segura as the titular character, Rosita, isn’t quite maternal 
enough to be a Doha. Her advice to use vegetable oil to make torti- 
llas because it is good for the cholesterol is sanguine and picante. 
Rosita’s familia might be related to Petra Dominguez, the matriarch 
in Rupert Reyes’ series for Teatro Vivo. The ensemble cast animates 
the stage with the familiar Latino horseplay, illustrating Rosita’s con- 
fessional-cookbook. “Los duelos con pan son menos,” Rosita says. 
With bread, pain is less. - Patti Hadad 



Jimmy Pardo He’s funny enough to have a media 
track record like the best of them, but he’s got 
something else that’s even better than the best 
of them: his Web site.

Oh, Mother 

Cafe Dance, through Feb. 19 
Running time: 1 hr, 35 min 

There’s something about that belly. Almost perfectly spherical, 
extending outward from the body like a globe of flesh, clearly of it and 
yet not, as its shape and size are so out of whack with the natural 
proportions of the body from which it protrudes - it’s both unnatural in 
appearance and the most natural thing in the world, its 
shape heralding new life to come, a turning of the gen- 
erations, a renewal of the cycle of all things. It’s mes- 
merizing, this belly, and when Allison Orr slowly turns it 
toward us, allowing us to steep in its roundness (like 
the vowel nestled between consonants in the word 
“Mom”) as Renee Fleming sings “0 Mio Bambino 
Caro,” it becomes a thing of profound beauty. 

That sort of deep appreciation of the expecting 
female form might be expected in a program titled 
Oh Mother, but don’t assume that Orr’s concert of dances by Austin 
choreographers “in various stages of motherhood,” as she puts it, is 
merely a parade of women with child idealizing their roles as bringers 
of life. We feel the weight of that belly, too, how it feels to lug all that 
developing life around, in Caroline Sutton Clark’s “Sextet for Twelve,” 
in which a half-dozen dancers in the family way balance mythic imag- 
es of motherhood - a stately promenade with each dancer carrying 
a plastic bag filled with water and a goldfish swimming in it - with 
pregnancy at its most mundane: trying to sleep with that great ball 
around your middle, walking on legs that feel weighted, perpetually 
being called to the bathroom. We feel the pressure brought to bear 
on mothers with careers in Sutton Clark’s “Trio From Wee Beasties,” 
wherein Sharon Marroquin is buffeted and bounced between Amanda 
Evans and Megan Knotz, who accuse her of not giving enough to 
her child or her art. We see that hidden life once it’s burst into the 
world, in all its messy, diaper-wearing, babbling, exuberant, heart- 
breakingly vulnerable flesh (via video of Leticia Rodriguez’s wee ones 
in days past) and witness in her dancing the singular joy and pride 
that a mother feels as her children grow and come into their own. 

The frantic movement that surfaces periodically in both Marroquin’s 
“Hold on Tightly but Not Too Tightly,” with a harried mom briefly break- 
ing with routine to express her deep passion, and Michelle Nance’s 


more abstract 
“Accumulation: From 
2 to 3” suggests 
a sense of being 
almost overwhelmed, 
a feeling familiar 
to most if not all 
parents. Indeed, 
the solo by Nance 
(whose command of 
her body in it is rivet- 
ing), and the duet 
by Leslie Dworkin 
(danced with Kent 
DeSpain), take us so 
far beyond any obvi- 
ous representations 
of motherhood that 
their evocations of it 
are at best impres- 
sionistic. Which is 
to say, Oh Mother is 
refreshingly eclectic 
in its celebration of 
its theme, covering 
the sacred and the 
profane, the physical and the emotional, the personal and political, 
joys and terrors, its dances as individual as the children of these 
women who dance so eloquently upon this stage. 

Still, there’s something about the belly. In full bloom it’s like noth- 
ing else in human experience, a swelling of our form into some sort 
of geometric ideal: a circle, a ball, the sun. It is both sign and signal 
of something as perfect as those forms coming forth, and to see it 
onstage in such numbers inspires a bit of awe. Orr is wise to that 
and taps into the wonder of it with a winning simplicity, both in the 
solo referred to above (charmingly titled “First Duet”) and in the clos- 
ing trio, “Welcoming Swell,” danced with Andrea Comola and Jennifer 
Tietz Gwin. Each dancer gets a balloon and blows it up until it’s about 
the size of her stomach, the curve of one mimicking the curve of 
the other. Then the balloons - one red, one yellow, one blue - are 
bounced high, and in that playful action somehow parent and child are 
both present, and motherhood soars into the sky. - Robert Faires

I’ve always been captivated by the liminal moments of an 
artist’s career. Most of the art in my own collection consists 
of the moving through and beyond identity as the new direc- 
tion is being defined, as it is being lived. In those moments, 
the artist is a pioneer, whether self-appointed, invited, or 
recruited. This is a time (sometimes months to years) filled 
with tension and crisis, ultimately arriving at a 
new beginning. The resultant works are semi- 
nal and distinguished. 

Composed of projects, maquettes, propos- 
als, and large-scale installations, the exhibi- 
tion “In Between” provides the viewer with a 
rare opportunity to interact with the ideas that 
inform the exhibited works. Psychogeography, 
dimensionality, technology and the sonic 
environment, material manipulation, and 
public space reallocation are the themes behind the works 
of Alexander Villareal, Jacob Villanueva, Cole Thompson, 

Terra Goolsby, and Hunter Cross. If you are thinking you can’t 


imagine how some of these concepts translate into art, don’t 
worry. You don’t have to literally understand the ideas. 

Writings by each artist become our map for understand- 
ing this life between borders - conceptual dead-ends to 
physical execution of ambitious projects. An added bonus 
is that the choice of materials have easy associations: 
Gold painted laminate brick flooring takes us to Oz; trans- 
lucent spheres injected with nail polish recall the injury- 
inflicting Clackers of the Seventies; a multiperspective 
video installation takes us to the underground world of 
cellars and basements; golden statuettes arching across 
a stairway lead to discourse concerning competition; and 
breathing plastic polymer walls conjure time spent blowing 
up beach balls or balloons. 

Peering into the space between is a gift; one experienced 
and one to be celebrated by all cultures and all communi- 
ties. The transitional is where our rituals and tales come 
from, where we move from childhood to adulthood, from 
descriptions of love surrounded by the language of grief. 

Each stage of the project helps you, artist and viewer, 
become more articulate in the realities of impermanence 
and more prepared for what is to come; that you are left to 
imagine what is possible. - Berme Rockett

Ballets Russes 

D: Daniel Geller, Dayna Goldfine. (NR, 118 min.)

This rousing documentary tells the story of a once-cel- 
ebrated, now long-defunct ballet company that changed 
the face of modern dance. Three companies, actually - the 
original Ballet Russe, built to exercise the talents of all 
the Russian refugees in Paris, went bust in 1929, when 
its founder, Diaghilev, died. It was resur- 
rected two years later by Wasily de Basil, 
a banker and former colonel; several years 
after that, de Basil and his choreographer, 
Leonid Massine, split acrimoniously. In 
what was heralded at that time as “the 
ballet wars,” the two men squabbled over 
rights to the choreography, the dancers, 
and the name itself. Massine’s troupe 
became the Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo, 
while de Basil’s company went by the 
Original Ballet Russe. That’s a dry summation for history 
that plays far livelier in Geller and Goldfine’s terrific doc. 
Deftly mixing talking-head interviews, archival footage, and 
sly musical cues, Ballets Russes impressively catalogues 
30 years of the companies’ triumphs and failures, and 


does so in a way that a dance neophyte can easily absorb 

- owing largely to how absorbing the dancers, now in 
their 70s, 80s, and 90s, are. They are characters in the 
best sense of the word - especially the aging prima bal- 
lerinas, extravagantly made-up and dishing, in their divine 
Slavic accents, on who diddled who and who was an awful 
taskmaster. Although Ballets Russes has an admirable 
sense of humor about itself, there’s a holiness here that’s 
easy to sign onto. Curiously, it’s the ballet corps - mem- 
bers of whom grew up into a pioneering gay porn director 
(Wakefield Poole) and Batgirl (Yvonne Craig) - who sound 
the most reverential about the companies. The stars are 
less dewy-eyed, but when they gather for a reunion in 
2000, it’s obvious that dance is a bug they caught young 
and never got over. There is one scene in particular that’s 
a hell of a heartbreaker, in which George Zoritch and 
Nathalie Krassovska re-create a scene from Giselle, which 
they danced 50 years prior (a scene made all the more 
poignant by the revelation that Zoritch once proposed to 
Krassovska, who married often, and badly, it would seem). 
Krassovska, one of those flamboyant primas, bats her 
eyes coquettishly; they coach each other in Russian; and 
George dissolves into laughter as he sputters, “Don’t run 
away, I can’t move so fast!” The moment - and the movie 

- are nothing short of majestic. - Kimberley Jones

O CACHE 

D: Michael Haneke; with Daniel Auteuil, Juliette 
Binoche , Maurice Benichou, Annie Girardot, Bernard 
LeCoq, WalidAfkir, Lester Makedonsky, Daniel Duval, 
Nathalie Richard. (R, 121 min., subtitled) 

The lives we take for granted are indeed 
fragile things, as is demonstrated in 
Cache, the European co-production that is 
directed by the Austrian filmmaker Michael 
Haneke, who received the Best Director 
award at last year’s Cannes Film Festival 
for his work on the film. Haneke is well 
known for his immaculate and unheroic 
movies in which the more we get to know 
his characters the less they seem to 
become. Some of his recent films include 
The Time of the Wolf, The Piano Teacher, 
Code Unknown, and Funny Games - all of 
which reveal Haneke’s vision of the human 
condition as a struggle against random 
obstacles and the negation of our complic- 
ity with those who oppress us. Needless 
to say, his films are not always easygoing, 
but the journey is nevertheless reward- 
ing for the viewers, if not his characters. 
Cache, which translates as “hidden,” wit- 
nesses the social unraveling of a erudite 
and reasonably well-off Parisian couple, 
whose lies to each other increase as the 
pressure on them increases from with- 
out. Superb performances by Auteuil and 
Binoche lend nuance and credence to the 
couple. Cache begins the same way it 
ends: with a static shot of the faqade of a 
building over which the credits roll. Shortly 
after the film opens, we realize that we are 
watching a videotape, and the shot is that 
of the outside of house where Georges 
(Auteuil) and Anne (Binoche) live with their 
adolescent son, Pierrot (Makedonsky). 
Someone has been taping their comings 
and goings from an unseen perch down 
the street. More videotapes arrive and 


come wrapped in childlike drawings of a 
stick figure with blood gushing from its 
mouth. The police will do nothing since 
there is no overt threat, and the couple’s 
tension and dread steadily increase. They 
are being stalked but not threatened, and 
this discomfort with being covertly watched 
is the fissure that begins to erode their 
relationship. Georges thinks the tapes may 
have something to do with a bad thing he 
did as a child, although he refrains from 
telling Anne about his suspicion. Once 
she becomes aware that her husband 
is harboring secrets, she wonders what 
else he is hiding. When Pierrot stays 
out at a friend’s overnight without call- 
ing home, his parents have a couple of 
French Algerians they suspect called to 
the police station. Fear breeds suspicion, 
and vice versa. One of the lovely aspects 
of Cache is the way that it acknowledges 
how the trappings of good breeding and 
social conscience break down in the face 
of this kind of diffuse, generalized threat. 
Cache can be seen as a harbinger of the 
immigrant riots that occurred throughout 
France last year, or perhaps a warning 
about the ever-increasing surveillance 
that’s become commonplace - and legal 
- in the U.S. Cache provides no clear-cut 
answers about who the perpetrator of the 
tapes may be, although I’m told that there 
is a clue revealed in the closing static shot 
(although I have yet to see it despite three 
viewings). Nevertheless, what’s compelling 
about Cache is not the answer to the who- 
dunit but Haneke’s exacting invocation of 
palpable tension. - Marjorie Baumgarten

I smell penguins, even though Eight 
Below’s animals are really a pack of sled 
dogs. This movie’s icy Antarctic wilder- 
ness also looks somewhat familiar, but 
Eight Below is a different animal entirely 
from last year’s blockbuster documentary 
March of the Penguins. Again, however, 
we have a story about delightfully appeal- 
ing tundra animals that, despite slight 
anthropomorphizing by their filmmakers, 
are certain to charm audiences of all ages 
with their instinctive natural exploits and 
distinctive appearances. Eight Below is 
inspired by the blockbuster Japanese film 
Nankyoku Monogatari, whose basis was 
the actual events that occurred during a 
1957 Japanese Antarctic expedition. Eight 
Below tells the story of an American scien- 
tific outpost, whose human members are 
ordered to abandon the base when one of 
those “perfect storms” (that have become 
a movie cliche) is about to roll in. There is 
only room on the helicopter for the human 
beings, so their pack of eight dogs has to 
be left behind. 2 Fast 2 Furious’ Walker 
plays Gerry Shepard, the expedition’s guide 
and tender of the dogs, with whom he has 
a special bond. When conditions prevent 
a return for the dogs until the next spring, 
Jerry literally wanders the globe trying to 
raise funds for a rescue mission. One of 
his targeted backers is the scientist Davis 
McClaren (Greenwood), a geologist whose 


guided trek to find a particular meteorite 
occupies the first third of the movie. All the 
expected calamities befall the pair during 
their trek, and the strength, devotion, and 
resourcefulness of the dogs is shown to 
good measure during this eventful portion 
of the movie. After that, the dogs are on 
their own for the rest of the film, which at 
first seems like very awkward pacing as 
the tribulations of the dogs continue to be 
crosscut with Jerry’s efforts to raise money 
back home. Gradually, as the speechless 
interludes of the dogs’ nearly six-month- 
long struggle for survival continue, we 
come to realize that this is really a movie 
about the dogs rather than the humans 
who love them. The all-dog sequences are 
marvelous, so expressively are they shot 
(by Cast Away and Polar Express DP Don 
Burgess) amid the amazingly desolate and 
deathly environment. Their segments are 
really more engaging than the segments 
of human drama. Walker and Greenwood 
turn in acceptably rugged yet tender per- 
formances, while Biggs proves a delight as 
the film’s comic relief. Bloodgood’s fresh 
face, however, doesn’t make up for her 
thoroughly meaningless role as the story’s 
love interest, Katie. (Jerry, who calls his 
favorite dog Maya “my best gal,” can be 
seen in a three-way tongue kiss with both 
his gals in one of the film’s final images.) 
This is Marshall’s first directing job since 
1995 ’s Congo, and Eight Below returns him 
to much the same territory as his 1993 
film Alive. A top Hollywood producer with 
credits such as Raiders of the Lost Ark, 
Seabiscuit, and The Bourne Supremacy 
to his name, Marshall’s sideline gig of 
directing action pictures in far-flung 
locales is something for which he has 
an obvious feel. With Eight Below he has 
created a family film that doesn’t pander, 
preach, or poop out. That alone is a rare 
thing. - Marjorie Baumgarten

It starts off with a slick split-screen bang, 
but this high tech heist thriller is like a For 
Dummies guide to the genre: Corporate 
family man (Ford) and his family are trapped 
in their waterfront Plexiglas palace while 
a who’s who of Hollywood hackers tries to 
break into a bank’s digital coffers. The son 
(Jimmy Bennett of Polar Express ) has a dire 
peanut allergy, so you can probably imagine 
how the filmmakers intend to endanger 
him. Other reviews have heaped accolades 
upon Madsen, who makes her “good 
woman” role (“I already have a hobby - tak- 
ing care of you!”) into something far more 
primal and interesting, like a curly blond 
mama bear, and the supporting cast is also 
fine. Bettany is appropriately oily as the 
gang’s Saville Row ringleader, and Arkin and 
Patrick square off nicely as the bank’s old- 
school CEO and its new buyer. Ford, on the 
other hand, seems to have been beamed 
into the movie using holographic technol- 
ogy. (Loncraine has set him to “glower.”) 
Gearheads will thrill to watch the crew 
assemble their network, and there are sev- 
eral ostensibly tense moments set inside a 
vaulted server farm, but the movie lacks the 
emotional appeal it needs to really stand 
out, even when the script (by novice scribe 
Joe Forte) puts the family’s shaggy mutt in 
harm’s way. The filmmakers seem too com- 
mitted to a PG-13 rating, so they don’t take 
any real risks with the kids - commendable 
on the one hand, but deadly to the thriller 
on the other. (There are some bloody and 
violent moments, but, overall, the movie 
just dutifully proceeds from Point A to Point 
B.) Nor does the family have any particularly 
interesting complications within their own 
dynamic; they’re movie-perfect and would 
be as dry as crackers if Madsen weren’t 
around. (Note to the filmmakers: close 
proximity to Paul Bettany excites 14-year- 
old iPod girls.) There’s a bit wherein Patrick 
(who is quite capable outside of his corpo- 
rate-sleazebag metier and should probably

be the star of the film) chases Ford’s classy 
family sedan through a parking garage, and 
for a brief and shining moment he seems 
ready to morph into the T-1000 Terminator 
and really get the movie going.

FREEDOMLAND

In adapting his novel for the screen, 
author Richard Price does himself no 
favors. His story about simmering racial 
tension that boils over during the investi- 
gation of an alleged abduction of a white 
child by a black man from the projects is 
narratively choppy and erratic. It’s stuffed 
with too many ill-defined characters and 
behavioral traits that appear somewhat 
randomly or sketchily - a problem that 
unfortunately assumes an extra emphasis 
in this film that purportedly tackles the 
problems of racial stereotyping and snap 
judgments. The problem lies not in the plot- 
ting alone. Roth’s direction does nothing 
to bring clarity to the story and its charac- 
ters, and his blocking of the film’s action 
scenes is downright muddled and vague. 

A master producer and head of Revolution 
Studios, Roth keeps a hand in directing, 
but so far the results prove that Roth had 
best keep his day job. (Some of his recent 
titles include Christmas With the Kranks and 
America's Sweethearts.) One recent title 
was The Forgotten, which starred Moore as 
a mother in distress, a role she more or 
less repeats in Freedomland, albeit with a 
working-class, New Jersey accent. One of 
the few things that is clear in Freedomland 
is that Moore, one of the best actresses 
alive, needs to place a moratorium on 
these kinds of prepackaged roles. Despite 
the predictability, Moore manages to infuse 
this mother’s anguish and hysteria with 
original notes, and is no doubt abetted by 
Jackson’s fully engaged performance as the 
detective in charge of the investigation. The 
plot twists in Freedomland’ s story will come 
as little surprise to anyone who remembers 
the Susan Smith case, thus in order for 
familiarity not to breed contempt it would 
be necessary for the film to seize our atten- 
tion with masterful storytelling and charac- 
terizations, which simply doesn’t happen. 
Jackson’s detective Lorenzo “Big Daddy” 
Council, who believes he keeps the lid on 
the festering frustration in the Armstrong 
Houses (the Dempsey, N.J., projects where 
much of the story takes place), is inher- 
ently intriguing, but too many aspects of 
the character are tossed in and left too 
undeveloped to feel satisfactory. His like- 
minded relationship with his white partner 
(Forsythe), his barely introduced relationship 
with his son (Mackie), his single asthma 
attack - all provide hints of what underpins 
this character without ever demonstrating 
much detail. Freedomland also bogs down 
as a police procedural while characters 
deliver some wonderful passages that 
unfortunately end up sounding more like 
speeches than dialogue. The film’s central 
metaphor ultimately contributes nothing to 
the film’s meaning - Freedomland is a long- 
abandoned children’s home notable for its 
abuse of its charges that is investigated by 
a citizens’ search and rescue group headed 
by a dour Falco (in her most anti-Carmela 
Soprano mode). This film just can’t escape 
the feeling that it’s loitering in an emergen- 
cy zone. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Annapolis is a flimsy, all-too-predictable yawner 
that makes life at the legendary Naval Academy 
seem like a snore. It’s not enough to include the 
requisite overlong training montage - Lin and 
scripter David Pollard also feel the need to toss in 
a rogues gallery of boot-camp stereotypes, includ- 
ing the Loudmouth (Calderon), the Crusty Old Salt 
(Wahlberg), and the Fat Guy Who’s Doomed From 
the Start (Shannon). Much of this could be forgiven 
were it not for the singular fact that, as the film’s 
centerpoint, Franco’s plebe has little resembling a 
serious backstory or even a sense of motivation 
beyond the obvious. Why is he here to begin with? 
“To serve my country,” he tells his drill sergeant. 

But the line, like the film, has the hollow ring of 
bullshit that sinks the film like a torpedo to the 
engine room. Best never to have left dry dock with 
this one.

Every movie about the Holocaust should be 
this good, but few are. Heartbreaking and brutal, 
its tale of two boys training together at a Napola 
- an elite school training young Aryan men for 
service in Hitler’s Third Reich - is as intimate 
and truthful to its characters as it is powerfully 
topical and politically brave. The movie is a state- 
ment from a nation that is deeply remorseful for 


its complicity in an attempt to build a genocidal 
empire but is still struggling to understand how 
it became complicit. (This statement may well 
be heeded by the film’s American audiences, as 
well.) Yet as it explores such broad notions as 
the unraveling of compassion and the corruptive 
nature of nationalism, it is at the same time a 
love story about two young people who just hap- 
pen to be positioned at a major crossroads in 
global affairs, and it is successful on both levels.

Re-released here in 2005 in its European cut, which 
is a few minutes longer than the original American 
release, The Passenger remains a great work of cine- 
ma. The third in the Italian master Antonioni’s English- 
language trilogy (after Blow-Up and Zabriskie Point), it 
is also his most articulate and evocative. Nicholson 
was also at his first peak of broad popularity ( The 
Passenger was made the same year as his Oscar-win- 
ning turn in One Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest), and co- 
star Schneider was just coming off her pas de beurre 
with Marlon Brando in Last Tango in Paris. Nicholson plays a TV journalist who commits the ultimate 
identity theft when he impulsively swaps identities with the dead man in the next hotel room and is 
then in for the journey of his life, as he now encounters unforeseen questions about self, destiny, and 
responsibility for one’s actions. Gorgeously filmed on location in Africa, Spain, Germany, and England, 
The Passenger's screenplay is by Antonioni, Mark Peploe, and Peter Wollen. (*) @Arbor, Friday-Thursday, 
4:15pm; Friday-Wed nesday 9:35pm.

The significance - beyond being a corker of a game

aspects of Glory Road kick in. The players, portrayed 
by a host of charismatic, mostly unknown actors, are 
largely reduced to quirks; a one-note Lucas stalks 
through every scene, belly-first and bellowing all the 
way; and the script hangs on ready-made metaphors.

Finally, an 
IMAX space film whose sole objective isn’t to 
overwhelm us with its vastness. This film uses 


animation to re-create the experience of the Mars 
rovers, Spirit and Opportunity, on the faraway 
planet. The film is ably directed by Butler, whose 
terrific previous documentaries include Pumping 
Iron and The Endurance: Shackleton’s Legendary 
Antarctic Expedition. Also effective is the score by 
Philip Glass. 

Texas: The Big Picture (2003) D. Scott 
Swofford; narrated by Colby Donaldson. (NR, 39 
min.) Panoramic shots of Texas grace the screen 
as Texas is shown to be a land capable of growing 
everything from grapefruit to microchips.

Sisters of) Mercy 

LA ZONA ROSA, TUESDAY 21 

You’ll be forgiven for assuming that the black-clad, midnight- 
cheaters-and-ebony-banged photos of Andrew Eldritch, skeletal front- 
man for seminal gothic outfit the Sisters of Mercy, even remotely 
resemble the shuddery baritone’s current physical incarnation. They 
don’t, of course, as it’s been 13 years since the last Sisters album, 
1993’s career-spanning A Slight Case of Overbombing, after which 
the band vanished in a puff of smoke and, presumably, mirrors. 

These days Eldritch sports a shorn skull but a no less flamboy- 
ant stage presence, and unlike so many of his Class of ’85 con- 
temporaries, Sisters have stayed consistently politicized, mining 
international realpolitik (see 1990’s overt Vision Thing ) for razor- 
wired song topics Peter Murphy’s gang of four wouldn’t touch with 
a 10-foot truncheon. 

“The leader of your country has yet to decide if he’s even going 
to give us a visa to get to Austin,” he drawls. “We’re foreign, you 
see, so they like to take their time with these things.” 

Once the passports are stamped, we can expect the same old 
gothic rockers, right? Only with larger amps and enough volume 
to rattle a Motorhead. 

“People can expect a lot of smoke, a lot of mirrors, and as 
much volume as we can get out of whatever kit we find there,” 
affirms Eldritch. “We expect to rock out. Funnily enough, we really 
do have more smoke than anyone else. I think that’s because 
we’re shy, and we like to rock out in a shy, introverted kind of way.”

Q. In addition to chemotherapy and radiation 
treatment for lung cancer, my doctor has me tak- 
ing high doses of an amino acid and L-glutamine, 
to help with side effects. Is there anything else I 
can take to help counter the side effects of chemo 
and radiation? 

A. Cancer is rapidly growing tissue that will 
eventually take over the body Once present, 
cancer cells can travel through the bloodstream 
or through lymph vessels to other parts of the 
body, growing and displacing normal tissue in a 
process known as metastasis. 

Your physician is very wise to recommend 
the glutamine supplement. Cancer produces a 
deficiency of glutamine that is often worsened 
by chemotherapy, so much so that lack of glu- 
tamine may be a major contributor to several 
well-known side effects of chemo, such as diar- 
rhea, nerve damage, loss of muscle tissue, and 
mouth sores. You can be very generous with 
a glutamine supplement during chemo, since 
research indicates that amounts in the range of 
30 grams (about two tablespoons of the powder 
or 60 capsules) per day are needed. 

It has long been observed that a major cause 
of death in about half of cancer patients is a 
condition known as cachexia, which results 
in weight loss, fatigue, loss of appetite, and 
impaired immune function. Simply increas- 
ing caloric intake does not necessarily reverse 
cachexia because factors secreted by the can- 
cer, such as “tumor necrosis factor-alpha,” are 
involved. Supplements of omega-3 fatty acids, 
especially the fatty acids found in fish oil, slow 
the steady deterioration seen in cachexia. 

Almost all chemo drugs damage the liver, 
suppress the immune system, and often cause 
irreversible damage to the heart. Antioxidants, 
including vitamin C, vitamin E, coenzyme Q- 
10, vitamin A, beta carotene, bioflavonoids, 
selenium, and a large number of other food 
components will protect these tissues from 
such damage, but until recently many physi- 
cians were reluctant to recommend antioxidant 
supplements. They reasoned that since chemo 
drugs usually act as “pro-oxidants,” supple- 
ments of the antioxidant nutrients would block 
their effectiveness. Patrick Quillin, Ph.D., in his 
book Beating Cancer With Nutrition, points out 
that cancer cells are vastly different from normal 
cells and do not easily make use of antioxidants. 
Normal cells, on the other hand, eagerly take 
in all the antioxidants they can and thus tend 
to be protected from damage by chemo drugs, 
while cancer cells without antioxidant protec- 
tion are vulnerable. Research is indicating that 
antioxidant therapy during chemo improves the 
effectiveness of chemo. 

Even when they are unsure about food sup- 
plements, all physicians agree that a diet based 
on wholesome, nutrient-rich foods, especially 
emphasizing vegetables and fruits, is helpful. 

Other “complementary” therapies that are 
often employed include acupuncture to help 
with nausea and pain, visualization and other 
mind-body techniques to lessen the stresses of 
cancer treatment, and exercise to reduce fatigue 
and anxiety.

CAN SOMEONE GET 
COMMON LAW DIVORCED? 

I am in a common law marriage, but we are having 
major problems and I want a divorce. Is there such a thing 
as common law divorce? How is the process of getting a 
divorce from a common law marriage any different from a 
traditional marriage? 

Common law marriage is recognized the same under 
Texas law as if the couple were formally married. This 
means that common law married couples have traditionally 
needed a formal divorce to legally end the relationship. 

But before anyone starts thinking about divorce, the 
first thing they should do is be sure that they are actually 
common law married. Three elements must be present 
to form a common law marriage under Texas law: 1) the 
man and woman must have “agreed to be married;” 2) 
the couple must have held themselves out to the public 
as being married; and 3) the couple must have lived 
together in Texas as husband and wife. Check out previ- 
ous Common Law articles on the Austin Chronicle Web 
site that discuss common law marriage in more detail. 

Assuming a common law marriage exists, either per- 
son can file for a formal divorce. This is almost always 
advisable if there are contested issues involving property, 
finances or children. In a formal divorce proceeding, 
things like child support, child visitation, and community 
property issues will be decided by the court. 

A second option that may help some couples end 
their common law marriage is set forth in a provision of 
the Texas Family Code, which was passed nine years ago. 
Under this law, if neither person asserts that a marriage 
existed within two years of the date when the parties 
stopped living together in Texas, then a presumption 
exists that the parties never entered into a marriage in the 
first place. While this does not automatically mean that 
the marriage never existed, it does mean that the burden 
to prove it existed falls to the person trying to demon- 
strate there was a legitimate common law marriage. 

Accordingly, some couples that were common law 
married in Texas and want to get divorced do nothing and 
after two years the legal presumption is that the man and 
woman never entered into an agreement to be married. But 
remember, if significant interests (kids, money, property, 
etc.) or unique circumstances (one person wants to remarry 
quickly) exist, it’s generally best to get a formal divorce.

FAULTY STEERING BOX 
SPELLS BIG TROUBLE 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I have a 1989 Mazda B2200 pickup. 
When making a left turn, the front wheel 
will only turn about 15 degrees. On the 
right side, it turns all the way to the stops. 
When I raise the front end off the ground, 
1 can turn the steering wheel freely left and 
right all the way to the stops. I cannot see 
anything that is loose or bent. The upper 
and lower ball joints have been replaced. 
Do you think that it could possibly be a 
worn-out idler arm? I would like to know if 
you both could “steer” me to the problem. 

- Fred 

RAY: Fred, if you’re still alive to read 
our response, go out and get yourself a 
new steering box. 

TOM: The steering box is a gearbox 
that converts the rotational motion of 
the steering column into the side-to- 
side motion of the tie rods, which push 
the front wheels back and forth to steer 
the car. 

RAY: There are a bunch of small ball 
bearings inside the box that circulate 
when you turn the steering wheel. My 
guess is that some of your balls are bro- 
ken, Fred. And that’s really all I’m going 
to say about that. 

TOM: You want the really bad news? 
A rebuilt steering box costs about $650 

- plus another $150 or so to install it. 

RAY: Actually, if I were you, given 

the age of the truck, I’d just look for a 
used box in a junkyard. You might be 
able to find one there for a $100. Even 
if it’s also bad, and you end up paying 
to install two of them, you’ll still have 
spent less than you would’ve on a single 
rebuilt box. 

TOM: But be careful. Do not drive 
this truck when you go to the junkyard 

- it’s not safe. Plus, if left unattended, 
the employees there could easily con- 
fuse it with new inventory.
